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To  perpetuate  the  memory  of  OLIVER  H.  and  HELEi.L»  b.  GARDNER 
is  the  aim  of  this  manuscript.. 

About  thirty  years  ago,  Francis  Tompkins  Hammond,  a  distant  cousin 
and  descended  from  the  Hazards,  complied  a  part  geneology  fof  the 
Hazard  Family.  I  believe  his  main  purpose  at  that  time  was  to 
establish  our  descendance  from  bgt-  James  Tompkins,  a  soldier  of 
the  Revolutionary  V.ar.  We  both  made  application  and  were  accepted 
as  members  of  the  bons  of  the  American  Revolution. 

Francis  became  very  active  in  the  organization  and  also  Joined 
the  Minute  Men  of  Boston.  Their  uniforms  are  a  replica  of  those 
worn  by  the  Colonial  .army.  Francis  played  the  fife  in  the  drum 
Corp.  Unfortunately  the  Hew  Bedford  Chapter  has  lapsed. 

Francis  has  since  passed  on. 

Francis  and  some  of  our  family  tried  to  interest  me  in  a 
further  study  of  our  ancestors.  If  I  had  taken  their  advice  at 
that  time,  as  several  of  our  ancestors  were  still  living,  no 
doubt  my  task  would  have  been  much  easier. 

Now  in  1953-56  I  have  found  time  to  do  some  research  work, 

At  first  a  chart  was  prepared  which  outlined  some  of  cur  ancestors 
and  then  listed  the  descendants  of  OLIVEn  and  HbLEHw.  One  purpose 
of  the  chart  was  to  keep  a  record  of  the  births  of  tne  great- 
grand  children.  On  this  date, Including  the  in-laws,  there  are 
over  60  descendants. 


For  a  number  of  years  annual  Family  Reunions  have  been  held. 
Some  of  the  most  enjoyable  have  been  held  at  (19)  Hervey  s 
Bummer  residence  at  Gardner’s  Cove  en  Loon^ond  in  tne  iowi  of 
Gilmanton,  N.H.  ,  a  few  miles  south  of  Laconia.  These  gatherings 
have  been  very  well  attended  by  all  of  the  descendants  who  were 
within  travelling  distance.  Each  descendant  is  numbered  {  )  to 
correspond  with  the  numbers  in  the  Family  Record. 

Y.e  greatly  rejoice  that  our  family  is  completely  united  in 
mutual  love  and  friendship,  and  we  hope  that  it  will  so  continue 
for  many  more  generations. 

The  Family  Chart  led  to  the  idea  that  we  should  record  in 
more  detail  the  history  of  our  ancestors.  f  a  lls+  of 

As  a  geneological  narrative,  consisting  mostly  of  a  list  o 

dates  is  not  always  interesting,  it  was  thought  that  if  e  ch 
one  of  the  livins  children  of  OLIVER and  riELiK-  would  write  their 
memories  of  our  father  and  mother,  at  least  that  part  or  the 
narrative  would  be  of  Interest  to  future  fenerations.  Our  ^mdest 
hopes  are  thatithis  will  be  so, ana  then  our  labors  will  be  rewarded. 

OLIVER  and  HELEHn,  and  their  descendants,  may  not  be  known  for 
any  particular  outstanding  achievements,  but  it  is  hoped  that 
the  narration  of  their  Christian  lives,  and  which  is  reflected  in 
the  "  Fond  Remembrances"  will  be  an  inspiration  to  future  generat¬ 
ions.  Had  our  parents  -  been  of  some  foreign  extraction  with  a 
name  perhaps  hard  to  pronounce,  it  would  not  have  changed  their 
sterling  characters.  If  we  changed  the  name  of  the  rose  it  would 
net  change  its  sweet  Oder. 


But  why.  are  we  Interested  In  our  ancestors?  Our  interest  may 
only  be  important  except  in  their  example  of  right  living,  and 
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what  they  did  to  provide  fcr  us  the  many  privileges  and  comforts 
which  we  enjoy.  W e  must  not  forget  the  hardships  they  endured  to 
establish  their  homes  here  and  help  to  make  America  what  it  is  today. 

Our  age  is  certainly  an  age  of  comfort  and.  luxury  for  which  we 
ought  to  be  grateful  to  our  ancestors.  May  the  inspiration 
coming  down  from  the  past  result  in  mere  consecrated  lives  for 
the  present  and  future  generations. 

foe  should  be  proud  that  we  have  such  a  rich  heritage.  I 

I  was  happly  surprised  to  find  so  many  reference  books  in  the 
Geneological  Room  of  our  New  Bedford  Public  Library,  and  the 
attendants  were  most  efficient  and  co-operative.  1  found  bocks  on 
the  following  families:-  Alden,  Arnold,  Hazard,  Brownell,  Richmond, 
also  Vital  Records  of  R.I. ,  Savage’s  Dictionary,  Leonard  Papers, 

Morning  Murcury  Records,  Town  Records  of  Dartmouth,  Freetown,  and 
Rochester,  and  Starbuck’ s  History  of  TOialing.  Books  of  Gardners, 

Potters  and  Hatch  were  of  other  families. 

In  consisdering  the  place  of  birth  of  some  of  our  ancestors,^ 
particularly  the  Hazards  and  Collins,  it  should  be  remem oered  tnat 
originally  the  Town  of  Dartmouth  Included  what  is  now  Dartmouth,  77 vzrtoh  , 
fo'estport,  part  of  Little  Compton,  Now  Bedford,  Fairhaven,  and 
Acushnet,  and  which  was  incorporated  in  1664. 

In  1787  New  Eedford  and  also  Westport  were  set  off,  and 
New  Bedford  then  included  Fairhaven  and  Acushnet. 

In  1812  Fairhaven, Including  Acushnet, was  set  off  from  New  Bedford. 

In  1860  Acushnet  was  set  off  from  Fairhaven. 

In  1858  the  Town  Hall  in  Fairhaven  was  destroyed  by  fire,  and 
many  valuable  records,  including  records  of  Acusnnet,  were  lost. 

At  the  Town  Clerk’s  Office  at  Little  Compton  I  found  further 

records  of  the  Hazards  and  Tompkins. 

At  the  Town  Office  in  Tiverton  I  found  a  copy  of  Y.Uliam  Sawyer  s  . 
will  who  had  married  twuce,  but  was  unable  to  find  any  further  ( 
record  of  him  or  of  hie  first  wife,  Judeth,  who  was  the  mother 
of  Gideon.  The  reseach  was  continued  at  the  Rhode  Island  Histori¬ 
cal  Society  at  Newport, R.I.  Through  their  efforts  I  obtained  a 
copy  of  the  marriages  by  Rev. Joseph  Torry  who  married  both  of  the 
Oliver  Hazards.  This  copy  I  have  submitted  to  our  Public  Libraiy. 

By  the  etudy  of  other  records  at  the  Society,  I  established,  at 
least  to  my  own  satisfaction  and  also  the  interpretation  the 
Librarian,  that  Patience  Greene  married  Oliver, Sr.  and  not  Oliver, Jr. 
aB  recorded  in  the  Hazard  book.  This  is  explained  In  the  lecor 
of  the  Fourth  Generation  of  the  Hazard  Family. 


I  am  greatly  Indebted  to  Mr.V.illiam  H. Tripp,  former  Curator  at 
the  Old  Dartmouth  Society  and  a  school  mate  of  mine,,  for  his  reseach 
work  and  advice.  Mr. Tripp  found  records  of  several  Andrew  Gardners 
who  were  listed  as  seamen  on  whaling  vessels,  foe  were  quite  sure 
that  our  Grandfather,  Andrew, Jr. , made  at  least  three  voyages,  and 
from  his  records  I  was  able  to  identify  the  three  voyages  which  are 

recorded  in  the  manuscript.  „  p

By  a  mere  chance  remark,  I  found  that  Mr. Tripp  was  also  descended 
from  the  Hazards.  He  loaned  me  a  Hazard  Record  which  *  believe  was 
compiled  by  his  sister  Alice.  The  first  two  generations,  of  which 
I  had  no  record,  I  copied  verbatim,  and  which  dated  back  before  .he 
founding  of  what  is  now  the  City  of  Newport,  R.I*,  in  163^. 

Mr. Tripp  then  advised  me  to  visit  the  N.E.  Geneological  Histric 
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Society  In  Boston.  There  I  found  wonderful  records  of  old  Salem 
and  Nantucket,  but  still  was  unable  to  find  any  definite  record  of 
Andrew  Gardner, Jr. 

Mr. Tripp  then  advised  me  to  write  to  Mr. Edouard  A.Stackpcle, 
Curator  of  the  Marine  Historical  Association  at  My Stic , Conn. , and 
also  a  native  of  Nantucket.  Mr.Stackpole  had  made  extensive  research 
work  of  whaling  in  Nova  Scotia.  His  reply  was  most  interesting, 
and  he  advised  me  to  write  to  Dalhousie  University  in  Halifax, N.S.

From  a  book  by  V.illiam  C.Fclger,  Gardner  Descendants 
Nantucket",  at  the  N.E. Historic  Society,  I  found  that  one  "Simeon 
Gardner"  had  migrated  from  Nantucket  to  Nova  Scotia. 

This  gave  me  a  lead. 

I  gave  what  Information  I  had  to  the  Public  archives  at  the 
University  at  Halifax,  and  received  in  reply  a  most  complete 
record  which  confirmed  that  Andrew  Gardner, Jr.  was  descended  from 
Simeon  Gardner. 

From  this  record, and  referring  back  to  Mr. Folger’ s  book,  we 
can  now  trace  the  Gardners  back  to  Nantucket,  then  to  Salem,  and 
then  to  England.  -

At  Nantucket  I  became  acquainted  with  the  Rev. William  E. Gardner. 
He  is  descended  from  the  same  RXCHxiRj,  is  an  authority  on  the 
history  of  Nantucket,  and  I  have  three  of  his  historical  books 
which  he  has  published.  I  also  met  Miss  Grace  Brov:n  Gardner  who 
has  some  wonderful  records  of  Nantucket.  Both  were  most  co-operative 

and  helpful. 

At  the  atheneum  (Public  Library)  I  found  very  complete  records, 
and  at  the  Quaker  Museum  I  found  that  all  of  our  Nantucket 

ancestors  were  Quakers.  r>  o^r

During  July  1956,  my  daughter  Jeanetteeand  I,  visited 
Nova  Scotia. 

The  Canadian  Government  issue  several  pamphlets,  one  of 
which,  "Historic  wova  Scotia"  was  most  helpful.  At  tne  Public 
Archives,  Halifax,  I  obtained  further  information  and  verified 
some  of  the  records. 

At  the  Yarmouth  Public  Library  I  found  several  historical 
books  on  Nova  Scotia. 

The  most  helpful  was  "Barrington  Township"  by  the  Rev. Edwin 
Crowell.  Mr. Crowell  was.  a  native  of  Barrington  and  is  considered 
an  authority  on  the  history  of  the  southern  part  of  Nova  Scotia. 

The  Gardners  and  the  Crowells  intermarried.

The  theory  that  it  was  derived  from  the  occupation  of  gardener 
le  not  received. 

For  hundreds  of  years,  the  Gardner  families  have  been  of  the 
landed— gentry  of  England,  and  some  of  the  nobility,  but  the  great 
mayority  have  been  commoners. 


The  GARDNER  ARMS  are  as  follows 
Arms-  Or,  a  griffin,  passant , azure;  on  a  chief  sable, 

three  pheons  argent. 

Crest  -  a  griffin1 s  head,  couped  or  wreathed  about  the  neck 
with  a  laurel  wreath,  proper,  between  two  wings  azure. 

Motto  -  valet  an chora  virtus. 


The  griffin  is  a  mythical  beast.  The  tale  originated  when 
the  English  first  explored  India. 

The  pheons  or  arrowheads  denote  military  service. 

The  eagles’  wings  hold  in  reverence  the  creast  between  them. 
The  Colors,  according  to  heraldry  signify,-  Or, generosity ; 
azure, loyality;  sable , nobility ;  argent , sincerity. 


THOMAS  Gardner,  born  about  1592  in  Sherborne,  County  of  Dorset, 
England.  Came  to  Cape  Ann, Massachusetts,  in  the  "Charity11  as  head 
of  the  Dorchester  Company  in  1624,  and  was  known  as  "Governor11. 

In  1626  he  moved  to  Salem,  where  he  ended  his  days. 

He  was  a  member  of  First  Church  of  Salem  in  1636. 

Admitted  a  freeman  of  Mass. Bay  Colony  on  May  17,1637. 

Appointed  Deputy  to  General  Court  on  July  26,1637* 

His  will  is  -*±£3.  iat  dated  Oct.7,l66&. 


Notes  from  LIFE  of  ROGER  CONANT  of  Salem, 
by  Clifford  K.Shlpton. 


The  Dorchester  Company  was  headed  by  the  Rev. John  White 
of  England,  and  organized  to  promote  the  fishing  industry. 

The  settlement  was  planted  on  the  west  side  of  Gloucester  Harbor, 

near  Stage  Head. 

John  Tjilly  was  in  charge  of  Fishing.  Thomas  Gardner, who 
was  11  an  able  and  expert  man  in  divers  f accul$yes" ,  was  in  charge 
of  drying  the  fish  and  also  in  charge  of  farming. 

John  Tully  was  later  killed  by  the  Indians. 

The  cargoes  of  fish  shipped  to  England  in  1624-  and  1625 
arrived  on  a  poor  market  and  resulted  in  a  financial  loss. 

This  was  partly  due  to  the  shiftless  work  of  the  helpers  sent 
out  by  the  Dorchester  Co. ,  who  were  neither  fishermen  or  farmers. 

The  settlers  were  very  grateful  to  John  White  who  gathered 
provisions  and  also  to  Capt . William  Peirce  who  often  crowded 
on  sail  to  prevent  the  settlers  from  starving. 

Thomas  Gardner  outlived  all  the  misery  and  hardships  nl 
endured  by  the  first  settlers,  but  some  succumbered  from  the 
cold  and  poor  housing. 
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The  Dorchester  Company  failed  and  the  settlement  was  taken 
over  by  the  New  England  Company  which  also  failed. 

In  1626  search  was  made  for  better  agricultural  land  and  the 
settlement  was  moved  to  Naumkeag  which  is  now  Salem,  and  under 
the  head  of  Roger  Conant.  Conant  had  no  better  success  in  fishing 
than  Tully  and  Gardner,  although  they  showed  no  resentment  toward 
Conant  for  having  supplanted  them. 

Conant  was  soon  supplanted  by  John  Endicott.

More  imigrants  were  sent  out  by  the  New  England  Co. ,  which 
added  more  hardship  on  the  settlement  to  feed  them.  Potatoes 
had  been  Included  in  the  provisions,  but  no  doubt  were  eaten 
during  the  passage  to  prevent  scurvy.  Had  the  potatoes  been 
planted  at  Salem  many  lives  might  have  been  saved  during  the 
next  few  years. 

The  original  settlers  were  now  known  as  the  "Old  Pk&nters". 
Endicott  set  aside  July  20,1629,  as  a  day  of  humiliation  to 
organize  a  church  and  select  a  minister.  There  were  three  to 
pick  from  and  Pastor  Skelton  was  ordained,  with  Higginson  as 
Assistant.  Skelton  died  in  August  1634. 

The  church  was  independent  of  the  Church  of  England  or  any 
other  denomination,  although  not  opposed  to  the  Church  of  England. 
We  might  class  them  as  Puritan  Episcopalians. 

Conant  had  been  brought  up  in  England  to  attend  the  Church 
of  England.  Endicott  was  openly  friendly  with  the  Separatists. 

The  earliest  list  of  Salem  church  members  that  survives 
dates  from  1637*  It  is  possible  that  Conant  stayed  outside  of 
the  organization  for  several  years,  although  his  name  was  near 
the  head  of  that  list  which  included  many  of  the  Old  Planters, 
including  Thomas  Gardner.  The  fact  that  thirty  Joined  on  the 
day  that  the  church  was  organized  is  good  evidence  that  the 
leading  Old  Planters  were  among  the  first  members. 

The  covenant  which  they  signed  contained  nothing  to  which 
any  Episcopalian,  nor  indeed  any  other  Christian,  could  object.

Samuel  Long,l695-17SC,  of  Nantucket,  was  the  son  of  Robert  &  Sarah. 
Lydia  Coffin,  -1763, was  the  daughter  of  Peter  &  Christian. 

Sarah  (Long)  Gardner  was  the  seventh  of  nine  children. 

SIMEON  must  have  been  well  thought  of  In  the  Town,  as  cn  Jan. 30, 
1760,  he  was  appointed  cn  "Committee  to  Watch  the  Town."  Apparently 
there  was  no  other  police  force  In  the  Town.  Various  "Committees8 
were  appointed  at  Town  Meetings,  and  which  was  their  contribution 
to  the  welfare  of  the  Town,  and  no  doubt  they  served  without  much 
or  any  renumeration. 

Simeon  was  an  active  and  stirring  man.  In  one  of  the  histories 
It  stated  that  some  of  his  pecuniary  transactions  were  said  to  be 
far  being  commendable,  although  It  did  not  state  what  his  business 

was. 

All  of  the  family  from  Richard  down  to  and  including  Simeen

Simeon  was  "disowned"  on  Sept. 28,1768.

LYDIa  B.  was  one  of  twelve  children  of  Perry  and  Anna  (Tompkins) 

Hazard,  descended  from  John  Alden,  and  grand-daughter  of  James  Tompkins, 
a  Revolutionary  War  Veteran.

Margaret  was  the  daughter  of  James  and  Catherine  (Calnan) 

Murphy.  James  and  Catherine  were  given  six  sons  and  five  daughters. 
Two  sons  were  lost  at  sea. 

Margaret  first  married  Capt.Balak  Larkin  on  0ct.2b,lSo2. 

Capt. Larkin  was  lost  at  sea.  It  is  quite  apparent,  from  the  records 
which  we  have,  that  our  ancestors  the  Gardners,  and  also  the 
in-laws  Murphys  and  Larkins  were  sea-faring  men. 

Andrew  and  Margaret  had  no  children,  but  adopted  Cornelia  Hines. 

About  1$90,  when  I  was  ten  years  old,  mother  took  me  to  visit 
with  them  in  Lunenburg. N. S„ , and  I  spent  the  summer  vacation  with 
them.  I  believe  that  Grad-father  owned  property  on  the  main  street, 
with  a  store  which  I  believe  they  rented,  and  they  lived  on  the 
6econd  floor  over  the  store.  Lunenburg  has  a  deep  and  very  safe 
harbor  and  is  still  noted  for  its  fishing  Industry.  From  the 
main  6treet  you  went  down  some  long  steps  to  get  to  the  wharfs, or 
if  you  wanted  to  drive  down, you  would  have  to  go  nearly  the  length 
of  the  Town  to  get  there.  The  cod  fish  were  salted  and  spread  out 
on  large  racks  on  the  wharf  to  dry.  It  seemed  that  if  anyone 
wanted  a  fish  they  Just  helped  themselves.  I  also  noticed  that  no 
one  6eemed  to  lock  their  doors. 
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One  of  Margaret' 8  sisters  married  Dr. Desbrisay ,  of  Lunenburg.  They 
had  two  sons,  William  and  Charles, who  were  about  my  age.  We  enjoyed 
roaming  around  the  wharfs,  and  went  swimming  in  what  I  belived  they 
called  the  Back  Bay.  I  remember  that  Cornelia  was  quite  disturbed 
because  I  went  bare-footed  most  of  the  time.'  Isuppose  that  I  tracked 
sand  or  mud  into  the  house,  but  as  I  remember  Grand-mother  made  no 
objections.  I  do  not  think  that  Mother  stayed  in  Lunenburg  very  long, 
and  I  do  not  remember  whether  or  not  I  came  hlme  alone. 

Later  Grand-father  built  a  house  which  I  understood  was  on  the 
outskirts  of  Lunenburg,  but  I  have  never  had  the  pleasure  of 
returning  to  Lunenburg.  (<:)5b. 

Sometime  before  1900  they  returned  to  New  Bedford  and  resided 
at  130  Chestnut  Street,  N.E.  corner  of  Campbell  Street. 

Grand— father  worked  for  Chas.O.Brightman  and  built  the  stairs 
in  the  Frank  Hadley  House,  N.W. corner  of  County  &  Willis  Streets. 
Father  was  superintendent  for  Mr.Brightman,  and  thus  father  was 
working  for  his  son.

OLIVER  attended  the  public  schools  of  New  Bedford,  and  graduated 
from  the  High  School,  then  loaated  at  the  corner  of  Summer  and  Middle 
Streets.  The  building  has  since  been  demolished. 

Helena  attended  Aunt  Drusllla'  s  Ex&iaisx&JshaeY  Knight  Private 
School,  then  located  on  North  St.  just  west  of  Foster  Street. 

At  the  time  of  their  marriage,  father  was  a  member  of  the 
Pleasant  St.  Methodist  Church,  which  was  demolised  after  a  fire* 

Mother  was  a  member  of  the  North  Congregational  Church, and  soon 
after  their  marriage  father  transferred  to  the  Church  with  mother. 

For  a  number  of  years,  father  was  a  deacon  of  the  Church,  and 
our  family  filled  to  overflow  one  of  the  balcony  box  pews. 

Like  his  father,  Oliver  was  a  carpenter  by  trade,  and  was  employ¬ 
ed  by  Charles  O.Brightman.  The  first  shop  that  I  remember  was  on 
the  north  side  of  Beetle  Lane,  west  of  No. 'Water  Street.  Beetle  Lane 
has  since  been  closed  by  the  N.B. Water  Department  Repair  Shop. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  lane  was  Rodolphus  Beetle’s  spar  shop 
where  many  of  the  large  masts  were  made  for  the  whalships. 

Mr.Brightman  then  moved  to  the  three  story  stone  building  at  the 
N.w.cor.  of  No.  Water  and  Rddman  Streets.  This  building  was  originally 
wsed  in  the  whaling  Industry,  and  is  still  standing  on  this  date. 

Oliver  became  general  superintendent  for  Mr.Brightman,  and  under 
hi6  supervision  many  business  buildings,  mills  and  residences  were 
erected.  To  mention  a  few:-  Clifford  Building,  Hathaway  ward  jfl 
at  St. Luke’s  Hospital,  Masonic  Building  and  Tabitha  Inn  in  Falrhaven, 
Rotch,  Columbia  and  Bennett  Mills,  Hadley  House, N.  V/.  cor.  County  and 
Willis  Streets,  Smith  House, N. W. cor. County  &  Pope  Strs. , Knowles 
House  on  Page  St.,  Grinnell  and  Knowles  Houses  at  Shore  Stores, Dartmouth 
Converse  House  and  Bullivant  House  at  Marlon,  and  the  Dana  House 
on  Irving  Street, 

According  to  my  first  rembrance,  we  resided  at  the  S. W.  cor. 
of  So. Second  &  School  Sts.  I  believe  this  house  has  since  been 
raised  up  with  a  store  on  the  street  level.  I  was  told  that  here  I 
would  set  on  the  front  fence  and  sing,-  “0  take  me  as  I  am.” 

We  then  moved  to  469  Acushnet  Ave.  In  those  days  Second  St.  and 
Acushnet  Ave.  were  nice  residential  streets.  Here  we  went  to  the 
Maxfleld  St.  School. 

Father  then  built  a  house  at  149  Newton  St.  Here  we  first  went 
to  school  in  a  wooden  building  on  the  south  side  of  Kempton  St., 
between  Pleasant  &  Foster  Sts.  This  building  has  since  been  demolish¬ 
ed  and  the  entire  block  is  now  occupied  by  the  Sylvia  Ann  Howland 
Schood,  but  is*  not  now  being  used  as  a  school. 
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WHen  the  Harrington  School  was  bult  on  Court  St,  we  tac..  attended 
there.  I  attended,  there  when  it  was  first  opened.  I  remember  that 
the  pupils  solicited  the  funds  to  erect  the  £lag-pole.  (22) Jeanette 
now  teaches  the  first  grade  at  this  school. 

The  Newton  St.  house  soon  became  too  small  for  the  growing  family 
and  we  moved  to  Chestnut  St., at  the  head  of  Pope  St.  This  house  has 
since  been  moved  a  little  to  allow  Pope  St.  to  oontinue  to  Cottage  St. 

Here  the  older  children  went  to  the  Parker  St. School.  The  first 
year  that  I  was  there,  hr. Mosher  was  the  same  principal  as  when 
father  went  there  to  school. 

At  Chestnut  St.,  the  kitchen  was  in  the  basement  to  make  room  up 
stairs  for  the  family.  This  house  was  not  really  large  enough  and 
about  1295  the  family  moved  to  the  Sawyer  homestead  at  42  North  St. 

From  here  the  older  children  went  to  the  High  School,  then  located 
on  Summer  St., between  North  &  Mill  Sts. 

Meantime  the  Rev. John  A.NiacColl  had  been  called  to  the  North 
Congregational  Church.  I  believe  that  he  came  from  Scotland,  was  a 
very  eloquent  preacher,  and  was  loved  by  all. 

4i t  North  St.,  the  second  floor  was  occupied  by  Mrs. Ella  Knight 
and  her  daughter,  Alice. ,  and  our  family  occupied  the  remainder  of 
the  house. 

For  some  time  Mr.MacColl  lived  with  Mrs. Knight,  and  part  of  the  time 
Mr. ixiacColl 1  s  mother  lived  with  them  also.  His  sterling  character 
was  a  great  Influence  toward  our  family.  He  married  G-eorge  and 
baptized  several  of  the  younger  children. 

Between  1900  -04,  father  rented  a  summer  cottage  on  Assawampsett 
Pond,  Lakeville,  from  the  Sampson's.  Father  came  out  on  the  electric 
cars,  which  in  those  days  ran  between  New  Bedford  and  Middleboro. 

This  provided  a  nice  outing  for  the  family,  particularly  for  the 
sisters  who  were  afflicated  with  tuberculosis.  George  was  married 
here  by  the  Rev. John  A.McColl  on  &uly  4,1903. 

For  a  number  of  years  father  taught  drawing  and  house  framing 
in  the  Evening  School,  two  nights  a  week,  at  the  High  School. 

Our  family  had  a  great  many  friends,  some  of  whom  we  called 
"Aunt".  So  we  called  them  Aunt  iknnie  Howland  (Louggee) ,  Aunt  Lizzie 
Sisson,  Aunt  Adeline  Ricketson,  Aunt  Abble  Kirk,  Aunt  Sadie  Green, 
and  we  called  Grandfather  Stephen’s  second  wife, "Aunt  Elizabeth." 

There  may  have  been  other  "Aunts" ,  but  we  sure  had  a  great  many 
friends,  Annie  in  her  "Fond  Remembrances",  and  who  was  names  for 
"Aunt  Annie",  has  paid  her  a  wonderful  tribute,  and  I  am  not  sure 
but  I  think  she  may  have  helped  father  finance  the  house  at  42  North  St 

"Aunt  Adelaide’s"  husband  worked  for  Chas. 0. Brlghtman  with  father, 
and  they  lived  on  a  farm  in  Mattapoisett .  One  week  end, or  on  an 
holiday,  they  held  an  outing  for  the  employees  of  Mir. Brlghtman. 

I  believe  it  was  a  clam-boil.  I  was  about  nine  years  old,  and  some 
of  us  boys  found  the  waterihellon  patch.  We  had  watermellon  all  over 
us.  Mother  was  quite  disturbed  for  fear  Aunt  Adelaide  would  be 
angry.  Aunt  Adelaide  had  a  very  hearty  laftgh,  and  when  she  saw  us 
boys  you  might  have  heard  her  for  a  mile. 

Aunt "Annie ,  and  very  probably  some  of  the  other  "Aunts"  went  to 
school  with  mother  at  .aunt  Drucilla’s  School.  (9)Annle,  in  her 
"Fond  Remembrances"  has  paid  loving  tribute  to  Aunt  Annie,  for  whom 
she  was  named.  ".aunt "Lizzie  Sisson  was  distantly  related  to  the 
Sawyers.  The  Sisson  geneology  is  filed  with  the  Vital  Records. 

Aunt  Lizzie  lived  in  the  Brlghtman  homestead  at  Westport  Point, and 
her  parents  had  a  small  country  store.  When  I  was  a  small  boy  I 
visited  with*her  at  Westport.  In  the  store  the  molasses  barrel  was 
nearly  empty.  The  sugur  had  settled  in  the  bottom,  and  I  proceeded 

to  scoop  some  out  and  made  myself  sick  eating  it. 
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I  do  not  remember  when  Mr.Brlghtman  built  the  Tripp  House  at 
152  Cottage  Street.  Father  was  the  foreman,  and  in  the  Vital  Records 
there  is  a  picture  of  the  men  who  worked  on  this  house. 

Father  was  also  foreman  on  the  west  wing  of  the  New  Bedford  County 
Jail.  I  remember  that  they  locked  me  in  one  of  the  cells  for  a  few 
minutes  and  I  decided  that  it  was  a  good  place  to  keep  away  from.

At  the  N.W. corner  of  Water  &  William  Sts. , was  Snell’s  Bakery, 
across  the  street  from  Mr. Brlghtman 1 s  shop  where  father  was  employed. 

From  the  bakery  father  bought  broken  crackers  by  the  barrel. Although 
the  crackers  were  broken,  they  were  fresh  and  perfectly  wholesome. 

There  were  plain  crackers  and  assorted  sweet  crackers.  I  wonder 
how  much  milk  was  consumed  with  the  crackers. 

At  the  Newton  St.  house  we  used  kerosine  lamps.  Some  of  the  lamps 
had  fancy  paper  shades.  One  of  these  shades  caught  on  fire,  but 
fortunately  father  was  home  and  was  able  to  put  the  fire  out  before 
any  damage  was  caused. 

At  Chestnut  St.  we  still  used  kerosine  lamps.  I  remember  at  one 
time  a  lamp  was  set  on  the  top  of  a  step-ladder  while  father  was 
doing  some  work  in  the  kitchen.  Someone  tipped  the  step-ladder  over, 
but  fortunately  the  fall  was  enough  to  put  the  lamp  out. 

At  North  St.  we  still  used  a  few  kerosine  lamps,  but  the  house 
was  also  piped  with  gas.  I  doubt  if  there  was  any  electric  wiring 
in  the  house  while  the  family  lived  there.  When  gas  mantles  first 
used  we  thought  it  was  wonderful  as  they  gave  a  much  brighter  light. 
These  mantles  were  made  of  asbestos  cloth  or  threads  and  were  quite 
fragile.  It  seemed  that  father  was  forever  renew  mantles,  often 
broken  by  some  rough  house  play. 

After  Ella  Knight  moved  from  North  St.,  the  second  floor  kitchen 
was  used  as  a  play  room.  In  the  centre  of  the  room  there  was  a  gas 
chandelier.  This  was  long  after  I  left  home,  so  I  am  taking  Margaret' 
and  Andrew's  word  for  the  following  Incident.  Clara, Andrew, Dorothy, 
Katherine  and  Hervey  were  playing  some  sort  of  a  game,  and  Andrew 
was  the  culprit  who  was  swing  a  broom.  He  broke  the  chandelier  off 
close  to  the  celling.  Clara  was  elected  to  hold  a  potato  over  the 
pipe  until  the  gas  could  be  shut  off.  Andrew  did  not  have  much 
success  in  shutting  off  the  gas,  and  finally  mother  called  the  Gas 
Co.  (So  we  must  have  had  a  telephone  at  that  time).  Meantime  poor 
Clara  was  perched  on  top  of  a  step-ladder,  shifting  hands  to  hold 
the  potato. 

Both  father  and  mother  loved  children,  and  they  seemed  to  enjoy 
the  clatter.  Their  sentiments  are  well  expressed  in  part  of  a 
poem  by  Edgar  A. Guest. 

"  Let  'em  romp  and  let  'em  race,  Let  ’em  tear 
around  the  place. 

Let  ’em  have  their  fun  I  say,  Youth  should  be  a  round  of  plaj 

Let  'em  romp  an'  let  'em  sing,  Let  'Em  shout  an'  have  their  fling. 
Dance  an' rock  the  chandeliers;  This  won't  last  for  many  years. 

They  are  rich, beyond  a  doubt,  Who  can  live  where  youth's  about."

In  September, 1909 ,  father  went  to  the  N.B. Vocational  School, 
which  had  just  been  established  on  No. Water  St., south  of  Elm  St., 
as  head  of  the  Carpentry  Department.  Here  he  taught  the  boys  the 
use  of  tools,  machines , house  framing,  finish,  cabinet  work  and 
architectnral  drawing. 

The  schoolwas  moved  to  Cannon  St. fy  Acushnet  Ave. ,  and  then  to 
its  presnet  location  at  Hillman  &  Ash  Sts.  Father  remained  with 
the  school  until  his  death  in  1923.  (l4)Andrew  graduated  from 
the  school* in  the  first  class  to  graduate. 

Mother  taught  cooking  at  the  Vocational  Evening  School  for 
a  few  years. 
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I  succeeded  father  as  superintent  for  Chas.O.Brightman,  which 
will  be  referred  to  later. 


Father  was  tolerant  toward  all  mankind.  In  his  work  In  the 
building  Industry  men  were  employed  of  many  nationalities,  color 
and  creeds.  In  his  school  work  boys  were  enrolled  with  the  same 
characteristies,  yet  all  were  treated  alike  with  the  same  cheerful 
helpfulness  and  patience. 

Many  of  the  boys  whom  he  taught  in  the  Vocational  School  have 
advanced,  as  a  result  of  his  help,  to  successful  activities. 

Surely  both  father  and  mother  tried  to  bring  us  up  In  the  true  * 

Christian  way,  and  did  as  much  for  us  as  they  possibly  could. 

Sunday  was  observed  strictly.  I  remember  one  time  I  brought  home 
a  large  bag  of  marbles,  most  of  which  I  had  won.  I  was  ordered  to 
take  them  back,  but  how  was  I  to  know  to  whom  to  take  them,  when 
five  or  six  boys  were  playing. 

I  believe  that  father  was  disappointed  that  he  was  unable  to 
send  some  of  us  for  further  education.  He  enrolled  me  in  a  corresp 
ondence  School  of  Architecture.  I  remember  once  when  (l4) Andrew 
attended  the  Swain  School  of  Design,  he  brought  home  a  wonderful 
large  drawing  all  inked  in  beautifully;  the  tears  came  to  father's 
eyes,  and  I  could  read  his  thoughts  that  he  was  unable  to  send 
Andrew  to  college. 

However  we  all  had  the  opportunity  to  attend  High  School.

In  my  remembrance  of  mother,  I  often  wonder  how  she  raised  such 
a  large  family  and  did  all  of  the  cooking,  and  also  most  of  the 
washing,  ironing  and  sewing.  The  older  children , especially  (6) 

Carrie, were  a  great  help  in  taking  care  of  the  younger  children. 

I  also  did  some  baby-sitting,  cleaned  keroslne  lamps,  shovelled 
snow, etc.  Mother  made  all  of  the  bread,  and  even  sold  bread  to 
some  of  the  neighbors  who  we re  glad  to  get  it.  One  cake  would 
hardly  last  one  meal,  and  a  bushel  of  doughnuts  were  soon  gone. 

In  the  summer  we  made  ice  cream,  and  many  times  I  would  crank  my 
head  off,  and  sometimes  I  thought  there  was  not  too  much  cream  to 
thicken  it.  I  once  read  that  the  hand-cranked  ice  cream  frezzer 
was  the  finest  device  ever  Invented  for  teaching  youth  that  work 
has  its  reward.  My  reward  was  to  lick  the  dasher. 

All  of  the  girls  were  taught  to  cook  and  sew.  We  were  taiight 
to  be  on  time  for  meals,  to  eat  what  was  on  the  table,  and  like  it 
or  go  hungry.  However  we  always  had  good  healthy  food  and  plenty 
of  it.  One  Thanksgiving  Day  the  dining  table  was  extended  to  the 
very  limit  and  it  collapsed  in  the  middle,  but  it  only  went  down  to 
our  knees.  Mother  laughfted  with  the  rest  of  us.  It  was  propped  up 
and  the  dinner  proceeded.  When  the  grand-children  began  to  come  to 
special  dinners,  a  separate  small  table  was  set  for  them,  which 
pleased  them  very  much. 

The  only  reason  that  mother  was  not  driven  out  of  her  mind  was 
because  she  was  a  mother  with  the  leadership  of  Moses,  the  courage 
of  Daniel,  and  the  patience  of  Job. 

About  1912,  father  and  mother  became  Interested  in  Christian 
Science  and  withdrew  from  the  North  Congregational  Church,  and 
some  of  the  children  went  with  them.  The  children  are  now  scatter 
ed,  and  Carrie  is  the  only  one  who  has  continued  membership  in 
the  Church. 

In  1916,  father  bought  the  house  at  16  Mapleview  Terrace. 

Margaret  and  Katherine  were  living  at  home  at  that  time.  Also 
Laura  Howland  (no  relation)  was  living  with  them.  It  was  here 
that  our  parents  ended  their  days. 
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Mother  died  on  February  27,1923.  Father  was  sick  at  the  time  and 
was  not  told  of  her  death.  The  funeral  was  held  at  my  house,  12>1 
Maple  Street.  Rev. John  A. MacColl  officiated. 

Mr.MacColl  read  a  prayer  which  I  would  like  to  Include.

Rev. John  A.  MacColl. 

April  1,1923.  (Mr.MacColl  has  since  passed  on.) 

Father  died  on  March  6,1923.  The  funeral  was  held  at  16 
Maplevlew  Terrace,  Rev. John  A. MacColl  offlcated. 

The  house  was  sold  to  Mb. Wm. H. Hurley .  A  family  monument  was  erected 
on  the  family  lot  at  Peckham  West  Cemetery.  The  estate  was  settled 
and  the  account  allowed  in  Probate  Court. 
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Rev.  John  i*.MacColl  was  pastor  of  the  Worth  Congregational  Church 
from  1890  to  1903  inclusive. 

During  that  pasturate  Mr.MacColl  married  George  and  Georgianna, 
and  christened  Margaret  and  all  of  the  chl'lhren  foilwing  her 
down  to  and  including  Hervey. 

Mr.MacColl  was  a  sincere  Christian,  and  eloquent  preacher,  and 
was  loved  by  all  who  came  to  know  him. 

For  a  time  he  lived  at  our  home, 48  North  St.,  up  stairs  with 
Cousin  Ella  anight.  Thus  our  family  was  very  close  to  him  and  he 
was  an  inspiration  to  all  of  us. 

Vve  wonder  why  he  was  relieved  in  1903. 

Apparently  the  elders  of  the  church  had  pressed  him  to  take 
more  Interest  in  the  Church  finances.  He  answered  that  his  work 
was  spiritual,  and  that  they  should  take  care  of  the  finances, 
or  words  to  that  effect. 

Father  seriously  objected  when  Mr.MacColl  was  relieved. 

It  may  be  that  the  elders  also  pressed  father  for  further 
contributions.  Wo  doubt  that  father  contributed  as  much  as  he 
was  able,  but  the  care  of  his  large  family  had  to  come  first. 

Soon  after  Mr.MacColl  was  relieved  father  and  mother  withdrev/ 
from  the  Church, rather  than  argue  with  the  elders. 

Whenever  there  was  a  Church  supper  or  entertainment,  both 
father  and  mother  were  most  always  there,  and, together  with 
their  children,  often  did  more  than  their  share  of  the  work. 

Vie  surely  have  no  regrets  of  our  actitivities  and  co-oper¬ 
ation  with  the  Church. 

Father  and  mother  Joined  the  Christian  Science  Church  at  the 
corner  of  County  and  Mill  streets.  Father  became  an  usher  and 
at  one  time  was  Treasurer  of  the  Church.  Both  served  on 
various  committees. 

Father  never  tried  to  influence  any  of  the  children  to  follow 
him  to  the  Church,  each  should  make  their  own  decision. 

However  after  a  short  time,  and  one  by  one,  andrew,Nathrine 
and  Hervey  did  follow  him. 

Carrie,  and  also  Harry  and  Helena  Brown,  are  the  only  ones 
of  our  family  who  have  continued  at  the  North  congregational 
Church. 

On  sun. , January  27,1957,  Carrie  and  I  attended  tne  150th. 
-anniversary  Service  and  Dinner  held  at  the  Church. 

Memorial  Flowers  were  given  in  memory  of  the  Rev. John  -a.MacColl 
by  Carrie,  Mrs. William  S.  Osgood. 

4  folder  was  distributed.  On  the  front  page  is  a  picture  of 
the  Church, taken  before  the  tower  was  removed  in  1914  when 
the  street  wae  widened,  and  the  front  re-modelled. 

(bee  P.17,  re-setting  the  corner  stone.) 

The  Church  was  organized  in  1807 ,  and  the  folder  records  a 
splendid  history  of  the  Church  up  to  the  present  time. 

The  Stone  Church,  the  first  one  of  granite  to  be  erected 
in  the  Town,  was  built  in  1836.  One  of  our  ancestors,  Gideon  T. 
Sawyer,  was  one  of  the  Contractors.  (bee  P.  75  ) 

The  Church  folder  is  filed  in  the  Vital  Records.

Helen  was  the  first  child  of  (I)  Oliver  &  Helena,  born  in 

New  Bedford,  Mass. ,  January  27,1^79* 

She  was  a  very  lovable  girl,  a  great  deal  like  her  mother,  and  wa6 
a  great  help  to  mother  until  she  contracted  tuberculosis. 

She  was  active  in  the  Christian  Endeavor  at  the  North  Congregational 
Church,  and  also  in  the  King's  Daughters, 

Both  Carrie  and  annle  have  made  loving  remembrance  of  her  in  their 
"Fond  Remembrances".  Possibly  Margaret  and  Andrew  may  have  some 
remembrance  of  her. 

Helen  died  on  December  6,1900,  and  is  buried  in  Peckham  Jest  Cem.

I, George  0.,  was  the  second  child  and  the  only  child  born  outside 
of  New  Bedford.  I  was  baptized  at  the  North  Congregational  Church 
on  Cct.l5,lSS2  by  the  Rev.  Albert  H, Heath. 

It  would  appear  that  our  parents  did  not  live  in  Nova  Scotia 
very  long  as  Helen  was  born  in  New  Bedford  in  1&79>  an<^  mus"k 

have  returned  to  New  Bedford  by  1SS2. 

I  have  mentioned  under  "Oliver  &  Helena"  the  schools  which  we 
attendee-,  and  also  where  we  resided. 

I  remember  when  we  lived  on  Chestnut  St.,  that  I  had  a  small 
cannon.  In  those  days  there  were  few  restrictions  on  the  use  of  fire 
works.  On  Fourth  of  July  I  loaded  the  cannon  with  black  powder  and 
then  put  an  empty  tin  can  over  the  muzzle.  It  was  a  wonder  that 
some  one  was  not  killedt.  Also  at  Chestnut  St.  I  kept  some  rabbits. 

They  burrowed  under  the  pen  and  were  all  over  the  neighborhood. 

Finally  I  took  those  that  were  left  to  Buttonwood  Park. 

Father  gave  us  no  allowance,  we  never  even  thought  about  It. 

I  carried  newspapers  for  ii. B, Evening  Jourhal (mentioned  under  Sawyer 
Family) ,  and  on  Saturdays  went  fishing,  which  is  memtioned  under 
" Whaling. "  I  have  already  mentioned  the  revenue  I  received  for 
getting  toads  for  great-grandfather  Sawyer. 

When  I  was  old  enough,  I  Joined  the  Y.M. C.A.  I  enjoyed  the 
gymnasium  and  leanned  to  play  many  games.  One  Christmas  I  received 
a  set  of  checkers  and  a  board.  I  had  never  seen  father  play  checkers, 
he  did  not  have  much  time  for  games,  and  I  thought  that  I  would  have 
to  teach  him  how  to  play.  After  two  or  three  games, played  in  record 
time,  and  in  which  he  won,  I  decided  I  had  lots  to  learn  about  checkers. 

During  the  summer  vacations  I  rode  around  with  father  to  the 
various  Jobs  and  sold  candy  to  the  men. 

While  in  High  School,  I  worked  for  W'm. L. Kelley ,  the  Jeweler.  I 
swept  out  the  store  before  school  and  in  the  afternoon  carried  out 
errands.  Also  while  in  High  School,  I  attended  Evening  Drawing 
School,  where  father  taught,  two  nights  a  week,  for  three  seasons. 

No  doubt  my  work  and  drawing  school  did  not  help  my  studies,  but 
somehow  I  managed  to  get  adeploma  in  June,lS99»  At  graduation  I  was 
the  Class  Orator,  and  delivered  a  paper  on  Fire  Arms.  I  was  the 
bugler  in  the  HtS.  Cadets,  and  during  the  four  years  I  won  eight 
medals  in  the ‘competitive  drills.  Some  of  these  medals  have  been 
made  into  pendants  for  the  younger  women  in  the  family. 
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I  have  always  worked  in  the  building  industry.  After  leaving 
school,  I  was  employed  by  C. 0. Brightman ,  as  an  apprentice  carpenter 
for  a  short  time, under  father's  supervision.  Then  for  about  four 
years  I  was  employed  by  a  Worcester  Contractor  as  timekeeper  and 
engineer, working  at  Newport ,  R.  I. ,  Putnam, Ct.  Wocnsooket,  Lonsdale 
and  Lenox.  While  working  in  Lonsdale,  I  met  my  wlf e , Georgianna. 

We  were  married  on  July  4,1903,  by  the  Rev. John  A.MacColl, under 
the  trees  at  a  summer  cottage  which  father  rented  on  Assawampsett 
Lake;  I  was  working  in  Lenox, Mass,  at  the  time, and  we  set  up  light 
housekeeping.  I  was  transferred, for  a  short  time,  to  a  Job  in 
Clinton. Mass,  and  then  was  sent  back  to  Lenox.  After  finishing  that 
Job,  we  decided  that  we  did  not  care  to  roam  any  mere,  and  on  Dec. 
14,1904  we  moved  back  to  New  Bedford.  Again  I  was  employed  as  a 
carpenter  by  C. 0. Brightman,  and  under  father's  supervision.  Part  of 
this  time  I  was  a  foreman. 

When  father  went  to  the  Vocational  School  in  June  1909,  I 
succeeded  him  as  superintendent  for*- Mr. Brightman,  and  continued  for 
17  years. 

During  this  period,  Mr. Brightman  received  the  contract  for  the 
erection  of  the  Swift  Memorial  Building  at  the  Saasaquin  Hospital. 
Father  had  made  the  plans  and  during  the  summer  vacation  he  super¬ 
vised  the  work  for  the  Hospital,  and  I  believe  without  any  charge. 
Father  was  a  great  firend  of  Rev, Wm.B. Geoghegan,  who  founded  "he 
Hospital.  Father  was  a  man  of  great  benevolence  to  his  fellow- 
man.  We  may  never  know  hew  much  free  heD.p  and  advice  he  gave  to 
his  many  friends. 

(l4) Andrew  and  another  boy  by  the  name  of  Fuller, both  of  whom 
were  in  the  first  class  to  graduate  from  the  Vocational  School, 
came  to  work  on  the  Hospital  project.  They  had  studied  house  and 
roof  framing,  and  it  was  agreed, if  father  would  check,  the  boys 
could  frame  the  roof.  The  roof  was  quite  complicated  with  hips, 
valleys  and  dormers.  Each  boy  figured  all  of  the  lengths  and  bevels, 
and  after  comparing  their  notes, and  also  with  father,  they  cut  each 
Pi  ece  on  the  ground,  and  when  it  went  up  every  piece  fitted  perfectly. 
After  that  I  believe  both  of  the  boys  could  frame  any  kind  of  a  roof. 

Andrew  designed  and  the  Vocational  School  built  the  seat  at  the 
main  entrance  of  the  Hospital,  where  visitors  could  wait. 

Also  during  this  period,  when  Purchase  St.  was  widened,  the 
tower  of  the  North  Congregational  Church  had  to  be  removed.  Mr. 
Brightman  received  the  contract.  The  stone  tower  had  become  a 
landmark,  with  a  clock  which  was  maintained  by  the  City.  The  bell 
was  connected  with  the  City  fire  alarm  system,  and  at  that  time  the 
Central  Fire  Station  was  next  south  of  the  Chruch.  As  I  was  the  super¬ 
visor  and  also  a  descendant  og  (S3)  Gideon  T. Sawyer, one  of  the  origi¬ 
nal  contractors,  I  had  the  honor  of  re-setting  the  corner  stone, otv 

Mar  / 3,  /V  <4  . 

We  first  lived  at  32  North  St.  ,  where  Sheldon  and  Jeanette  were 
born.  In  1908  we  built  the  house  at  161  Maple  St.  where  we  now  reside. 
We  have  since  built  a  one  car  garage  and  an  addition**!  on  the  rear 
of  the  house,  with  a  den  and  a  sleeping  perch. 

For  eleven  years  I  was  Superintendent  of  Buildings  for  the 
City  of  New  Bedford. 

After  1937 >  I  was  i-n  business  for  a  short  time.  During  this 
period,  I  designed  and  built  a  large  house  for  Mrs. Wm, 0. Devoll, at 
the  N.W.  corner  of  Reed  and  Plymouth  Sts.  Mrs. Devoll.  since  deceased 
was  the  step  grand-mother  of  (3S)Dcrothy,  wife  of  ( 24) Geo. 0.  Gardner , Jr. 

After  this  period,  I  was  employed  by  two  different  contractors, 
and  supervised  the  entire  construction  of  St. Ann' a  Catholic  Church, 
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on  Brock  Avenue.  This  was  very  interesting  work.  Although  of  differ¬ 
ent  religious  belief,  my  relations  with  their  priest  and  other  auth¬ 
orities  were  very  friendly,  and  I  enjoyed  working  with  them. 

Since  that  time  I  have  been  employed  only  on  inspection  work. 
Westport  High  School,  Additions  to  two  Elementary  School  for  the 
Town  of  Farihaven,  addition  to  the  Elementary  School  for  the  Town 
of  Freetown,  New  School  for  the  N.B. Textile  Institute,  and  on  a 
Elementary  School  for  the  City  of  New  Bedford. 

On  the  War  Record  of  (Al4)James  Tompkins,  I  Joined  the  the  Sens 
of  the  American  Revolution,  but  the  Chapter  in  New  Bedford  has  since 
been  discontinued. 

On  the  War  Record  of  Capt.  Joseph  Arnold,  ( 5)  Georglanna  Joined 
the  Daughters  of  America,  but  has  not  kept  her  membership. 

On  the  War  Record  of  (S5) Stephen  P. Sawyer,  I  Joined  the  Sons 
of  Union  War  Veterans,  was  a  Commander  of  the  Camp,  and  one  year 
was  Chief  Marshal  of  the  Memorial  Day  Parade. 

In  1&9&,  I  was  one  of  three  High  School  boys  who  tried  to  enlist 
at  the  time  of  the  Spanish  War.  Capt.  Joseph  L.  G-ibbs  asked  us  hew  old 
we  were,  we  were  under  age,  and  Capt.  G-lbbs  said  "Oh  go  on  home  to 
your  mother."  After  the  war,  I  enlisted  with  Capt.  G-ibbs  on  April  1, 
1900,  in  Battery  "E",  Ist.Hv.  Artillery,  Mass. National  Guard.  The 
following  year  I  was  working  out  of  town,  and  had  to  be  discharged, 
honorably,  with  the  rank  of  corporal. 

At  the  time  of  World  War  I. ,  I  was  refused  enlistment  on  account 
of  family,  However  I  Joined  the  S&Ate  Guard  and  served  in  the  Boston 
Police  strike,  with  the  rank  of  Sergeant-major. 

Oct. 25, 1921,  commissioned  Captain  of  324th. Co. , which  was  re-desg- 
nated  Btry  "E",  24lst. Coast  Artillery,  National  Guard,  and  served 
until  July  24,1925. 

At  the  time  of  World  'War  II.,  the  State  Guard  was  again  organized, 
and  at  first  I  had  command  of  a  company,  and  later  pormoted  to  Major. 

The  State  Guardsmen  formed  the  Legion  of  Guardsmen,  and  for  a 
time  I  was  Chaplain  of  Post  No. I,  New  Bedford, Mass. 

In  1925  I  Joined  the  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Order  of  Masons. 

In  1933  I  was  Master  of  Passakamansett  Lodge,  and  for  several  years 
and  at  the  present  time  I  have  been  Chaplain  of  the  Lodge.  I  am 
also  an  instructor  in  the  Lodge  of  Instruction.  Although  Free¬ 
masonry  is  not  intended  to  take  the  place  of  the  Church,  its  true 
Christian  principals  of  Friendship,  Morality  and  Brotherly  Love 
are  almost  a  kind  of  Christian  religion.

As  George  and  I  are  the  only  ones  that  remember  the  Newton  St. 
house,  1  thought  I  would  begin  there. 

It  was  a  six  room  house,  father  drew  the  plans, and  built  it. 

He  was  then  working  for  Chas. 0. Brightman.  I  do  not  think  the 
cottage  was  really  finished  when  we  moved  in,  father  was  always  busy 
doing  something.  ■  Mother  had  rose  bushes  along  the  side  of  the  walk, 
and  I  remember  one  very  large  pink  one,  it  seemed  to  have  only  one 
blossom  each  year,  so  mother  said.  Father  had  some  large  luscious 
black  berries  along  the  back  fence.  He  had  trained  them  up  on  chicken 

wire,  and  they  were  so  thick  father  couldnt  get  under  to  pick  them, so 

he  gave  me  a  pall  and  I  crawled  in  under, I  could  just  about  stand  up/ 

I  was  about  five  years  old  when  I  first  went  to  a  small  wooden 
school  on  Kempton  St. ,  where  the  Sylvia  Ann  Howland  School  now  stands. 
I  think  that  It  was  over  a  mile  from  home. 

Our  sister  Helen  went  to  Aunt  Druscilla’s  private  school  on  North 
St.  It  was  a  small  school  and  rather  dilapidated  on  the  outside. 

Mother  taught  there  before  her  marriage  and  taught  Laura  Howland  her 

A-  B-  C1  s.  Soon  after  the  Harrington  Training  School, on  Court  St, 

was  opened,  I  went  thereto  school.  Miss  Stuart  was  the  principal. 

Then  all  of  the  children  but  me  came  down  with  the  measles. 

Father  tacked  heavy  quilts  over  the  windows  to  keep  the  strong  light 
from  harming  our  eyes.  I  imagine  that  he  got  out  his  little  medicine 
chest  of  sugar  pills  and  the  doctor1 s  book. 

Mother  6aid  that  I  went  around  the  house  singing,  "I’m  not  going 
to  have  the  measles  there  Isn't  enough  to  go  around.’’  After  the  child¬ 
ren  were  over  them  and  out  again,  I  came  down  with  the  measles.  One 
cay  while  I  was  in  bed,  I  heard  the  hand-organ  man  with  his  monkey, 
ihat  was  too  much  for  me,  so  I  got  out  of  bed  and  pushed  away  the 
quilts.  All  of  the  children  in  the  neighborhood  were  out  and  someone 
spied  me  and  told  mother,  so  I  had  to  get  back  into  bed.  Those  were 
the  days  of  the  horse  cars,  they  oame  out  Kempton  St., and  stopped 
°nly  a  little  beyond  Newton  St.  We  used  to  go  over  to  see  the  driver 
unhitch  the  horses, go  around  to  the  other  end,  and  xxxk  start  back. 

I  do  not  remember  tne  date  when  we  moved  into  the  Chestnut  St. 
house,  but  I  was  still  in  the  primary  school  as  I  then  went  to  the 
uedar  St. School.  While  there  the  first  electric  car  in  New  Bedford 
ent  by.  For  a  while  the  teacher  would  let  us  go  to  the  windows 
*nd  watch  it. 

At  the  Chestnut  St. house,  we  had  a  kitchen  in  the  basement  with  a 
■Large  Iron  cook  stove.  Every  Saturday  night  mother  would  bring  out 
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a  large  metal  bath  tub,  larger  one  end  than  the  other,  and  placed  It 
in  frAnt  of  the  stove.  Sometimes  she  would  put  two  children  in  at 
once.  In  the  bach  parlor,  mother  and  father  slept  in  a  cabinet  bed, 
and  I  guess  that  all  have  seen  it  as  they  used  it  at  North  St.  There 
was  a  folding  bed  in  a  amall  bedroom  up  stairs, it  went  up  against 
the  wall  under  a  shelf,  covered  by  a  curtain. 

Mother  loved  compamy  and  she  used  to  have  sewing  bees  and  invited 
relatives  and  friends  to  spend  the  day  and  help  her  sew  for  the 
children.  All  of  her  friends  we  called  "Aunt",  and  one  time  I  had  to 
explain  to  (7)William,  my  husband,  that  most  of  my  "aunts"  were  not 
of  any  relation.  I  was  named  for  "Aunt"  Carrie  Faisneau.  "Aunt" 

Abble  Kirk  and  "Aunt"  Adelaide  Ricketson  were  the  life  of  the  party, 
telling  funny  stories.  Mother  made  a  big  chowder  and  they  all  had 
a  Jolly  time.  "Aunt"Sadle  Green,  a  spinster,  (no  relation)  used  to 
come  three  or  four  times  a  week  and  6ew. 

When  Helen  was  ten  years  old,  mother  had  a  party  for  her.  Father 
bought  the  piano  for  her  birthday,  and  she  started  taking  lessons. 
Mother  6ald  she  xvould  have  a  party  for  all  of  us  on  our  tenth  birth¬ 
day.  when  I  was  ten  I  started  taking  piano  lessons.  At  that  time  I 
was  in  Parker  St. School,  and  had  to  come  home  after  school  and  watch 
the  baby  in  the  carriage.  It  might  have  been  Maragret. 

I  was  the  Tom  boy  of  the  family,  playing  ball  with  the  boys  in  the 
next  lot.  rode  George's  bicycle  with  hard  rubber  tires,  climbing  trees 
in  Homer's  woods  ( cor. Chestnut  &  Locust  Sts,)where  we  often  had  picnic 
Mother  used  to  sing  hymns  while  rocking  her  babies,  her  favorite 
was  "Safely  thru  another  week  God  has  brought  us  on. our  way." 

Father  always  said  the  blessing  before  every  meal,  and  they  knelt 
6lde  by  side  and  said  their  prayers  at  night. 

Mother  often  sat  in  church  with  a  baby  on  her  lap.  Mr. MacColl 
was  the  minsiter.  On  our  way  home  from  church  we  often  stopped  at 
Grandmother  Sawyer's,  at  4g  North  St.,  and  she  would  give  us  pickled 
onions,  some  that  she  had  put  up  herself. 

Saturday  father  would  bring  home  a  peck  of  peanuts  and  Sunday 
afternoon  we  would  sit  on  the  floor  with  a  newspaper  on  our  laps  and 
shell  them.  Father  would  read  or  tell  us  stories.

Annie’s  birth-dav  is  one  which  we  all  can  remember,  July  4th, 

She  was  born  at  149  Newton  St. ,  and  was  named  for  "Aunt"  Annie 
Howland. 

"Aunt"  Annie  Howland  was  a  great  friend  of  the  Gardner  Family, 
and  is  referred  to  in  several  parts  of  this  manuscript,  but  was  not 
related  to  the  family.  We  believe  that  she  attended  Aunt  Druscilla' s 
private  school  where  mother  attended.  Annie  has  made  loving  referen¬ 
ce  to  her  in  her  "Fond  Remembrances".  Mrs, Howland  lived  at  the  N.W, cor, 
of  County  &  Locust  Sts. ,  a  large  estate  known  as  the  Pierce  Homestead. 
She  was  an  active  worker  at  the  North  Congregational  Church.  Her 
daughter,  Mrs. Grace  M.Sargeant  now  lives  on  the  estate. 

Mrs. Howland  later  married  Mr. Willis  E.Louggee. 

We  have  formed  the  habit  of  calling  Annie  as  "Anna" ,  and  which 
she  seems  to  prefer. 

Anna  attended  the  public  schools,  including  two  years  at  High 
School,  and  then  went  to  the  Swain  School  of  Design, 

Anna  married  Clarence  W. Mason  on  August  14,1907,  and  resided  with 
Clarence’s  father  Henry  W. Mason,  first  on  Vine  St.  and  then  in  a 
stone  house  on  Willis  St. , which  originally  was  a  part  of  the  large 
Bennett  Mansion  on  County  Street. 

In  1914  they  moved  to  New  York  City.  *  . 

About  1920  they  moved  to  Boston  and  lived  in  the  same  apartment 
house  with  Andrew  and  Chrystine,  and  also  with  Cornelia. 

Soon  after  they  moved  to  Melrose  and  resided  at  204  East  Foster 
St.  In  1954-55  they  built  a  new  house  on  Rendezvous  Acres,  Barn¬ 
stable,  Maes,  where  they  new  reside. 

Anna  is  greatly  interested  in  arts  and  antiques.  She  has  a 
wonderful  hobby  of  painting,  in  oils, water  colors  and  charcoal. 

She  has  made  a  splendid  charcoal  portrait  of  our  father,  and  which 
is  to  be  passed  down  to  the  oldest  living  Gardner  from  generation  to 
generation.  It  is  now  in  my  home. 

Her  home  is  full  of  oil  paintings,  and  she  has  given  as  wedding 
presents  wonderful  oil  paintings  to  the  younger  generation,  and 
which  I  know  are  greatly  cherished  by  them  and  admired  by  all. 

I  have  a  utility  box  and  a  mirror  frame  which  she  decorated  many 
years  ago,  and  are  still  in  use. 

Clarence  was  the  son  of  Henry  W. Mason, b. Nov. 25>1£>40,  and  Harriet 
A. (Stanton) , b. July  1,1846. 

His  father, Major  Henry  W. Mason , 9th. New  York  Calvary,  was  among 
the  first  Union  troops  at  Gettysburg  with  General  Sherlden. 

He  was  in  54  battles  of  the  Civil  War.  From  the  field  he  was 
ordered  to  Washington.  It  was  his  first  night  in  Washington  that  he 
attended  Ford's  Theatre,  the  night  that  Pres.  Abraham  Lincoln  was 
assassinated  by  Wilkes  Booth.

For  a  number  of  years  he  was  Chief  of  Police  for  the  City  of 
New  Bedford.  He  was  an  active  member  in  Masonic  Orders. 

During  his  later  years  he  was  Court  Crier  In  the  Superior  Court, 
County  of  Bristol.  During  his  leisure  moments  he  would  make  pencil 
schetches  of.  some  of  the  characters  in  the  court  room.  They  are. 
very  artistic,  and  Anna  gave  me  some  of  them  to  distribute  among 
the  members  of  the  Family. 
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Clarenoe  attended  the  N.B. public  schools,  and  graduated  from  the 
High  School  In  June  1905. 

In  1916  he  was  at  the  Platsburg  Training  Camp. 

He  was  employed  in  New  Bedford  by  several  textile  manufacturing 
companies,  as  executive  and  auditor. 

After  moving  to  Melrose  he  was  employed  in  similar  work  in  Boston. 
On  this  date  he  is  partially  retired.

FOND  REMEMBRANCES,

(9)  ANNIE. 

I  was  born  on  July  4th., 1886,  and  was  christened  "Annie  Howland 
Gardner".  I  don’t  remember  the  Newton  St. house  where  I  was  born, 
but  the- Chestnut  St. house  is  quite  vivid  to  me  with  the  kitchen  on 
the  street  level.  The  living  and  dining  room  were  upstairs  with 
a  dumb  waiter  from  the  kitchen.  We  ate  up  there  only  on  Sunday 
and  special  occasions.  The  bed  rooms  were  over  these,  and  I  can 
remember  one  night  a  little  store  across  the  street  was  on  fire, 
and  Clara  and  I  were  watching  cut  the  window  and  shivering  all  over. 

Clara  and  I  used  to  have  fun  playing  house  in  the  woods  at  the 
corner  of  Locust  and  Chestnut  sts.  There  was  a  flat  bock  we  used 
for  a  table  and  we  made  sandwiches  out  of  bread  and  butter  leaves 
(we  called  them  that,  but  they  were  a  little  tart)  with  un-ripe 
blueberries  (called  brouse) .  We  would  also  roll  up  the  leaves  for 
pickles.  There  was  a  big  field  right  in  back  which  ran  through  to 
County  btreet,  where  old  man  Homer  used  to  chase  the  beys  and,  if 
he  caught  them,  he  would  horse-whip  them,  ao  they  said. 

I  rember  one  time  when  Clara  and  I  didn't  get  home  in  time  to 
prevent  an  accident,  and  both  of  us  got  a  ducking  in  the  big  tin 
tub  with  stone  cold  water. 

Father  brought  home  a  peck  of  peanuts  every . Saturday ,  and  Sun¬ 
day  we  had  them  after  dinner,  at  the  table  only,  and  one  Sunday  I 
hadn't  eaten  all  of  mine,  so  I  tucked  them  in  my  blouse,  and  later 
in  the  living  room  I  started  cracking  them,  but  said  I  wasn't, when 
father  asked  me,  and  I  got  my  mouth  washed  out  for  telling  a  lie. 

We  used  to  love  to  go  over  to  .aunt  .annie  Howland's  house  (no  re¬ 
lation)  ,  and  would  go  way  up  the  stairway  to  the  cupola  and  lock 
way  off.  (Our  family  had  several  "•aunts"  who  were  not  related)  . 

She  had  a  tangerine  tree  under  the  stairs  and  would  give  us  one 
sometimes.  I  remember  the  lovely  smoke-bush  in  her  front  yard. 

I  think  it  is  still  there.  Once  she  had  James  (Horsier)  drive  me 
in  her  closed  carraige  way  out  to  Long  Plain  to  visit  Elizabeth 
Tripp  at  her  grandmother's.  I  had  Just  a  wonderful  time.  I  had 
never  been  on  a  farm  before. 

"Aunt"  Annie  was  awfully  good  to  all  of  us. 

Betty  Hathaway  lived  on  Parker  bt«,  and  she  used  to  come  over  to 
our  house  and  we  would  ask  Pa  for  a  penny,  and  he  would  say,- 
"I  haven’t  any".  Then  we  would  say  give  a  cent,  and  he  would  say 
-"give  you  a  sent  to  bed".  We  also  took  pieces  of  toilet  paper  and 
gathered  them  in  the  middle  and  put  them  through  one  of  our  doll' s 
cloths-plns,  and  go  around  to  our  mother’s  friends  and  sell  them 
for  butterflies.  \.e  would  get  a  peny  each.  She  also  had  a  tricycle 
which  she  let  me  ride,  and  also  had  Tea-parties  in  her  garden. 

Sometimes  Carrie  and  Olive  would  take  us  up  Mt-Pleasant  to 
pick  violets. 

We  used  to  go  on  the  bummer  bt.  horse  cars  sometimes,  which  was 
quite  a  treat.  I  remember  mother  telling  about  waiting  at  Purchase 
St.  for  the  street  car,  and  there  was  also  a  colored  lady  there 
with  her  little  girl,  and  I  went  up  and  put  my  finger  on  her  face 
and  then  look  at  it  to  see  if  it  would  come  off.  Mother  was  quite 
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frightened  for  a  moment,  but  fortunately  both  mothers  laughed  and 
both  thought  it  was  a  big  joke. 

When  I  was  old  enough  for  school  I  went  to  Cedar  bt. bchool. 

I  do  not  remember  much  about  school,  but  remember  a  little  store  at 
the  corner  of  Cedar  and  omith  bts.,  where  we  bought  penny  candy  and 
big  fat  pickles.  (Note  by  George,  I  also  went  there  for  pickles) 

We  used  to  call  the  fat  man  Jumbo  and  he  would  put  his  big  arm  way 
down  in  the  slimy  brine  to  get  us  the  biggest  ones. 

bometimes  we  would  walk  way  home  from  bunday  bchool  and  stop  at 
Great -grandma  Sawyer’s,  and  she  would  open  that  little  glass  door 
in  the  storm  window,  bhe  called  Clara  her  little  red  bird  and  me 
her  blue  bird.  The  reason  was  we  were  usually  dressed  alike  but 
Clara' s  coat  was  red  and  mine  was  blue.  They  had  little  capes  trim¬ 
med  with  rows  of  black  velvet  ribbon.  Great-grandma  Sawyer  was  a 
darling  little  lady  and  always,  as  I  remember,  wore  a  little  cap 
with  a  lavender  ribbon  run  through  it.  (Note  by  George,  I  have  an 
enlarged  picture  of  her  with  the  lace  cap,  and  Anna  has  painted  a 
portrait  from  it  which  is  over  her  fireplace.)  She  had  a  beauti¬ 
ful  little  garden  with  a  box-hedge  bordering  the  little  paths. 

There  was  a  big  cherry  tree  and  a  trumpet  vine  where  the  humming 
birds  used  to  flock  to  get  the  pollen,  also  pear  trees  and  a  beaut¬ 
iful  wisteria  which  hung  over  the  back  steps,  where  grandpa  Sawyer 
used  to  sit  in  a  little  alcove  smoking  his  pipe.  He  would  take  me 
on  his  knee  and  say, "Can  you  read,  can  you  write,  can  you  smoke 
your  dadies  pipe."  ( Dady  did  not  smoke) •  There  was  a  little  axley 
in  back  of  the  house,  George  had  bantom  there  once,  that  led  to  tne 
west  yard,  where  there  was  another  entrance  to  the  Kitchen.  In  the 
west  yard  there  was  a  sour  cherry  tree  and  the  fruit  made  wonder¬ 
ful  pies.  There  was  also  an  old  well,  where  at  sometime  they  got 
their  water  supply  I  suppose,  (rather  filled  up  the  well).  Then 
there  was  a  little  narrow  yard  that  ran  around  to  the  front  door. 
(Note  by  George,  I  remember  the  decorated  fire  buckets  which  hung 
in  the  vestibule,  t*"'  be  used  in  case  of  fire,  and  out  in  the  street 
there  was  a  reservoir  like  a  sand-cather. ) 

boon  after  the  death  of  our  great-grand  parents,  we  moved  to  the 
bawyer  homestead  at  48  North  btreet*  I  thought  it  wonderful, espec¬ 
ially  the  attic  and  basement.  Vve  had  such  fun  playing  with  the 
chairs, desks  and  blackboards  which  came  from  Aunty  Knight's  bchool, 
where  mother  went  to  school.  There  were  wonderful  places  in  the 
basement  to  play,  and  mother’s  wonderful  preserve  closet  with  the 
Jellies  and  crooks  of  pickles, etc . ,  and  the  pie  rack  full  of  pies. 
(V.hich  had  to  be  kept  locked) 

I  remember  the  wash  woman  coming  on  Mondays,  and  they  would 
boil  the  cloths  after  building  a  fire  under  that  clumsy  wash  boiler. 

Mother  had  Miss  Denham,  the  dress  maker,  come  every  fall  and 
spring  to  sew  for  the  family. 

In  the  basement  there  w*as  a  toilet  with  all  the  pictures  on  the 
wall.  One  I  remember  of  a  girl  with  a  canary  on  her  finger  with  his 
beak  to  her  lips,  and  it  was  entitled  "Kiss  me  quick".  V.e  loved  the 
attic  too,  where  we  could  go  up  in  the- cupola  and  lock  way  off. 

?,e  played  dolls  up  there  with  some  of  the  furnitute  father  made 
for  us.  Oh,  and  the  doll  house,  I  think  ^llce  Knight  has  it  now, 
and  I  have  a  table  that  father  made  for  us  to  have  parties  on. 

V,e  had  lots  of  parties  at  the  house.  I  remember  one  that  Carrie  had 
had,  and  they  had  a  cake-walk,  the  best  couple  winning  a  huge  corn- 
ball  for  a  prize.  Vve  had  plenty  of  candy  pulls  and  fudge  making 
in  our  kitchen,  ^unt  Lizzie  Hazzard  made  the  best  pull  candy, 
bhe  used  to  ^bring  it  to  us,  but  would  never  tell  us  haw  she  made  it- 
I  used  to  love  to  go  to  their  house  on  V.alden  bt*  Uncle  Ichobcd 
was  deaf  but  used  to  tell  us  stories.  Mother  used  to  let  us  make 
snow  mush  when  the  snow  had  first  fallen. 
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I  can  remember  Just  a  little  about  Helen.  She  used  to  do  beautiful 
embroidery  and  painted  on  china.  I  remember  some  lovely  Easter  eggs 
that  she  painted  with  little  flowers.  She  had  a  collection  of  little 
tea-cups  and  spoons.  I  have  some  of  the  spo.ons.  I  do  not  know  if 
anyone  has  any  of  the  cups.  I  remember  Dell  Burt  coming  to  see  her. 

about  all  I  remember  about  Olive  is  her  lovely  curls,  which  .aunt 
Olive  Hervey  had  cut  once  for  a  souvenir. 

Clara  is  the  one  I  remember  best  as  she  was  nearer  my  age.  I  used 
to  sew  for  her.  We  had  many  good  times  together.  Clara  and  I 
visited  ^unt  Olive  once  in  Medford.  She  made  us  unbleached  muslin 
drawers  so  we  could  slide  down  the  dirt  hill  and  have  a  good  time. 

&he  made  nice  ones  with  lace,  and  one  time  Uncle  Frank  said  he  wish¬ 
ed  he  could  have  lace  on  his  drawers,  so  aunt  Olive  sewed  some  on 
his  dxxwgrE  trowsers  and  he  came  down  stairs  the  next  morning  strut¬ 
ting  around  the  house  with  the  lace  hanging  down. 


I  went  to  the  Middle  St.Grammer  bchool.  (Formally  the  High 
School  where  father  w'ent  to  school,  "and  since  demolished)  • 

.about  the  only  things  that  stand  out  in  my  mind  is  that  I  liked 
to  sew  and  draw.  Most  pupils  did  not  like  Judy  Gifford,  But  I  get 
along  fine  with  her,  because  I  made  button-holes  in  a  shirtwaist  for 
her  in  the  sewing  class.  I  liked  geography  too  because  I  liked  draw¬ 
ing  maps. 

I  spent  two  years  in  the  High  bchool.  I  guess  I  was  not  much  of  a 
student,  so  I  left  and  went  to  the  bwain  school.  (This  is  an  art 
school)  •  Here  again11  aunt"annie  Howland  helped  with  my  tuition. 

In  High  bchool7  I  spent  most  of  my  time  in  the  drawing  room.  I 
even  took  mechanical  drawing,  which  I  hated.  Just  because  Clarence 
was  in  one  of  the  classes.  I  remember  a  history  teacher, Miss  Austin, 
whom  everyone  loved,  bhe  used  to  let  us,  on  a  hot  day  in  June,  go 
out  in  the  corridor  to  the  wash  stand  and  let  cold  water  run  on  our 
wrists,  bhe  had  a  large  doily  which  she  was  making,  and  said  it.  was 
so  old  she  hung  it  upon  the  wall  and  called  it  11  Methuselah"  ,  with 
a  sign  on  it  "  reach  up  and  lend  a  hand"  .  Well  I-  finished  for  her. 

I  loved  going  to  the  High  bchool  Cadet  Dances  and  the  annual  Balls, 
with  Clarence  as  he  was  a  Lieutenant.  But  after  I  vrent  to  Swain 
bchool  he  had  to  take  a  high  school  girl.  One  time  he  asked  me  to 
find  out  what  the  girl,  Clara  Wheaton,  was  wearing  so  he  could  send 
the  proper  flowers.  I  went  with  someone  else  but  did  not  have  a 
very  good  time. 

I  spent  t wc  years  at  the  Swain  School,  learning  designing  mostly, 
although  I  did  get  a  good  foundation  In  free  hand  drawing  and  paint¬ 
ing.  Had  a  wall  paper  design  and  a  stenciled  sofa  pillow  c^ver  on 
exhibition  at  the  Boston  art  Club.  Someone  bought  my  pillow  top  for 
#5,00,  which  was  pretty  good  in  those  days.  Chile  there  a  group 
went  up  to  Boston  to  visit  the  Museum  of  line  arts,  then  in  Copley 
Square,  and  also  Mrs. Jack  Gardner’s.  She  was  there  in  person  on  Shat 
day.  She  had  red  hair  and  wore  a  great  big  picture  hat. 

After  finishing  at  art  school,  I  went  to  work  at  the  Pierpcint  Ccrp 
in  the  showroom.  (Cut  glass, etc.)  I  worked  in  the  Union  for  Gcog 
Works  and  X  guess  that  I  spent  most  of  my  wages  on  their  fudge-cake 
to  take  on  picnics  with  Clarence.  Then  I  worked  In  the  Oxford  bhep^. 

X  took  singing  lessons  of  Grace  Howland, daughter  of  aunt  annie  , 
and  she  took  me  to  Boston  once  to  sing  for  her  teacher.. 

X  loved,  wo rkln^  at  .Lilly  Chsotwick'  b  (novelty  shop  ^n  Nonth 
I  used  to  dress  dolls  for  her  and  wait  on  customers,  bhe  made 
wonderful  chocolate  creams. 

We  were  married  in  Providence, on  august  14,1907,  by  the 


Rev. J.V.Osterhout . 

We  lived  with  father  Mason  on  Vine  bt. 


until  he  bought  the  stone 
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house  on  Willis  St.,  and  kept  house  for  him  until  .aunt  Kate  came  to 
live  with  him. 

Soon  after  we  went  to  New  York  City,  and  came  to  Boston  about 
28  years  ago,  and  then  to  Melrose.  In  1954  .we  built  a  house  in 
Barnstable,  Mass.,  where  we  now  reside. 

While  in  Boston,  I  studied  painting  with  Mrs. Caroline  Thurber, 
of  Brookline.  Here  I  did  father’s  portrait.  (George  has  the 
portrait, and  it  is  to  be  passed  down  to  the  next  living  Gardner.) 

When  we  first  lived  in  Boston,  we  lived  in  the  same  house  with

at  camping  or  working, saying: -  "Good  time,  Good  board.  Good  bed, 
Good-bye"  . 

While  the  family  rented  a  summer  cottage  on  assawampsett  Pond, 
Labeville,Mass . ,  Rev. John  A.MacColl  who  married  George  there, came 
out  one  day  and  was  going  bliue-berrylng  with  some  of  us.  He  was  a 
heavy  man,  and  when  he  stepped  into  the  boat  it  went  right  down. 
We  used  to  get  turtles  at  the  Taunton  Pumping  Station. 

Later  Clarence  had  a  shack  at  Long  Pond,  with  a  sail  boat  and  a 
canoe.  George  had  an  ice  boat  on  Long  Pond.

Margaret  was  named  after  (G3)Andrew  Gardner’s  second  wife, Margaret

She  attended  the  N.B.  Public  schools  and  graduated  from  the 
High  ochool  in  1912. 

Arthur1  s  ancestors  were  Quakers  who  came  frfcm  England,  and  several 
generations  have  lived  in  New  Bedford. 

His  parents  were*  John  R. Himes, 13 66-1951  and  MLice  bharples, 

1872-  1956. 

In  1916  he  attended  the  Officers'  Training  bchool  at  Platt- 
burg,  N.Y.  He  reported  to  Camp  Devens  on  Qct.5#1917  where  he 
served  as  bergeant  Co^'D11  ,  302  Infantry  Regiment  and  was  comraissione 
a  becond  Lieutenant  of- Infantry.

I  was  born  on  Chestnut  btreet,  but  I  do  not  remember  that 
home.  I  was  the  oldest  of  the  last  lot,  that  is  the  oldest  of 
the  last  five  children.  I  first  went  to  the  bylvla  Ann  Howland 
bchool,  and  then  to  the  Middle  btreet  Grammer  ochool .( since 
demolished)  ay  class  at  High  bchool  was  the  last  class  to 
graduate  frpm  the  High  School  on  Summer  St.  in  1912,  where  the 
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Cook  bchool  is  to-day. 

The  North  Street  house  was  big  with  lots  of  work  to  be  done. 
Mother  had  help  on  Mondays  for  the  washing,  but  the  ironing 
was  terrific.  There  were  about  twelve  chairs  around  the  dininc 
room  table  and  everyone  would  have  a  shirt  waist  on  it.  The 
petticoats  and  hamburg  drawers  there  seemed  to  be  no  end. 

As  the  older  girls  were  working  I  seemed  to  get  a  lot  of 
tne  work.  Of  course  it  makes  my  work  to-day  seem  much  easier. 

One  of  the  things  that  stand  out  in  my  memory  are  the 
wonderful  Christmas  parties.  Father  would  get  a  tree  which 
nearly  filled  the  entire  front  parlor.  It  would  be  Just  full 
of  gifts  and  we  would  get  up  at  four  o’clock  in  the  morning 
and  have  our  presents,  buch  fun.  I  do  not  remember  hanging 
up  my  stocking.  I  did  a  lot  of  .Andrew*  s  shopping,  almost 
always  in  the  5  &  10  cent  Store. 

1  remember  one  year  when  we  had  so  much  snow  that  father 
could  not  get  a  tree,  so  he  made  a  bell  of  wooden  slabs  that 
he  could  bend,  and  we  decorated  it  with  crepe  paper. 

It  seemed  as  if  I  would  never  get  old  enough  to  do  the 
things  the  older  girls  did.  We  went  to  Assawampsett  Lake  in 
the  summer.  Father  would  ride  his  bicycle  away  out  there. 

^e  went  to  Middleboro  to  have  our  hair  cut  short.  I  never 
had  any  new  cloths  until  I  got  into  High  School,  they  were 
all  made  over  from  Anna’ s  Once  I  went  to  Boston  to  visit 
.Aunt  Belle  Sav/yer  and  I  never  had  a  single  new  dress.  I  used 
to  borrow  Clara’s  hats,  she  had  a  lovely  white  beaver  hat 
with  black  ostrich  feathers. 

I  took  the  Commercial  Course  in  High  School  but  never  did 
use  it  very  much.  I  worked  up  at  Lilly  Chadwick&s  Shop, 
which  was  on  North  Street.  I  had  to  take  my  pay  in  goods 
so  I  had  many  dolls. 

Ydien  I  was  in  High  School  most  of  my  friends  went  to  the 
Trinitarian  Church,  so  I  left  the  North  Congregational  Church. 
They  had  wonderful  dances  after  the  Basket  Ball  games  and 
Arthur  played  on  the  church  team. 

I  worked  in  the  Oxford  Shop,  in  the  Merchants  Bank  Build¬ 
ing,  which  at  that  time  was  about  the  best  gift  shop.  I  had 
charge  of  the  knitting  department,  and  did  lots  of  fine 
sewing. 

Mother  always  had  so  many  different  people  coming  to 
the  house.  Cousin  Ella  Knight  occupied  the  second  floor  and 
the  Rev.Mr.MacColl,  the  Congragatlonal  Minister,  lived  with 
her  at  one  time.  Uncle  Frank  and  .aunt  Dlive  Hervey  visited 
very  often.  They  lived  in  Medford, Mass.  Nobody  ever  smoked 
in  the  house  until  Uncle  Frank  came.  He  offered  Arthur  a 
cigar,  and  Arthur  did  not  know  what  to  do,  however  he  smoked 
It  and  that  broke  down  the  "No  bmoking."  The  same  with  playing 
cards,  thie  was  prohibited  for  a  while. 

Laura  Howland  (no  relation)  came  to  live  with  us  in  1905, 
there  seemed  to  be  plenty  of  room  for  everybody. 
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Mother  used  to  go  up  to  visit  with  Aunt  Olive  in  Medford, 
and  father  and  I  would  run  the  houee.  I  made  the  bread  with 
a  bread  mixer  with  father’s  help.  I  kept  house  for  father, 
Andrew  and  Laura  when  mother  went  to  Long  Pond  in  the  summer 
with  Mrs. Gilbert.  I  did  not  mind  as  we  played  tennis  at  Butto 
wood  Park,  and  took  care  of  George1  s  and  Carrie1  s  children. 

We  did  have  wonderful  parties  on  Halloween,  on  everybody's 
birthday,  and  on  Fourth  of  July  we  always  had  strawberry  ice 
cream  and  lemonade. 

Father  would  not  allow  any  Sunday  papers  in  the  house,  so 
Andrew  and  I  would  go  over  to  Aunt  Clara  Latob1  s  house,  who 
lived  across  the  street  on  Foster  Street,  and  see  tne  funny 
sections.  No  sports,  such  as  skating,  were  allowed  on  Sunday. 

Tie  went  to  church  four  times  on  Sundays. 


Yvhen  father  bought  the  house  on  Maple  View  Terrace,  what 
a  Job  to  clear  out  the  big  house*.  Vie  went  from  18  rooms  to 
10  rooms.  Iremember  throwing  everything  out  the  attic  windows 
down  into  the  east  yard,  and  the  younger  children  would 
gather  it  up. 


1 He  had  not  lived  in  Maple  View  Terrace  very  long  before 
World  War  I  broke  out,  and  I  can  remember  so  well  reading 
Arthur’s  name  in  the  paper  on  the  draft  list.  It  was  net  c 
very  pleasant  feeling. 

We  became  engaged  but  did  not  get  married  until  ^*ter 
the  end  of  the  War.  I  think  father  understood  my  feelings 
and  was  a  great  help  as  he  was  a  very  understanding  man. 

Arthur  was  gone  twenty -two  months  which  seemed  ages. 

No  one  else  in  our  family  had  to  go  to  war.  I  did  visit 
Camp  Edwards  many  times. 


Yve  were  married  at  the  Maple  View  Terrace  house  and 
went  to  New  York  for  our  honey -moon. 

Arthur  bought  a  house  at  73  Sycamore  Street. 

Vfhen  mother  and  father  passed  away,  Laura  Howland  chose 
to  live  with  us. 


In  1923  we  bought  the  house  at  115  Brigham  Street. 

There  was  a  separate  apartment  for  Arthur1  e  parents.

boon  after  his  birth  the  family  moved  to  48  North  St.,  so  undrew 
does  net  remember  the  Chestnut  St. house.  However  I  find  that  he 
has  a  wonderful  memory  of  his  childhood  days. 

I  asked  him  to  give  me  some  notes  of  his  younger  days  and  he 
answered  with  a  10  page  letter  which  is  a  masterpiece  and  is  filed 
in  the  Vital  Records.  He  has  given  me  a  wonderful  record  of  the  ac- 
tivities  at  48  North  Street  after  I  was  married  and  left  home. 
i  i  e  retn®m^ers  the^names  of  his  school  teachers,  some  of  which  he 
liked  and  some  he  disliked.  Some  of  these  teachers  are  still  living 
so  perhaps  I  should  not  mention  his  dislikes.  However  I  shall 
quote  from  several  parts  of  his  notes. 

Quote, -  "I  seem  to  remember  faintly  that  I  went, for  a  short  time 
to  a  private  kindergarten,  or  maybe  it  was  a  nursery  school,  at  the 
S.E. corner  of  Campbell  and  State  Streets,  maintained  by  a  Hiss  Gardner 

Miss  Jane  Gardner  was  not  related  to  our  family,  but  no  doubt  if 
we  went  far  enough  back  we  would  find  a  common  ancestor.  I  believe 
that  she  was  a  member  of  the  North  Congregational  Church,  and  I 
remember  that  at  some  childrens  entertainment  she  recited  a  poem 
entitled  Pretty  Pear  Tree  with  Leaves." 

-Andrew  first  entered  the  public  schools  at  the  Sylvia  *mn  Howland 
School  on  Pleasant  St. ,  which  replaced  the  wooden  school  on  Kempton 
Street  where  Helen,  I  and  Carrie  went  to  school. 

V.hile  in  the  third  grade, undrew  skipped  school  with  another  bov 
and  followed  a  parade.  They  became  separated  and  undrew  was  lost 
somewhere  in  the  south  part  of  the  City,  h  good  policeman  put  him 
on  the  Purchase  St. trolley  and  asked  the  motorman  to  let  him  off  at 
North  St.  To  quote, -  "  This  he  did,  I  was  one  happy  kid, and  ran  up 
North  St. as  fast  as  I- could,  and  home  never  seemed  so  good." 

Brad  (Bradford)  Brightman, one  of  his  childhood  chums, was  in  his 
class  in  school.  They  were  almost  in-separable.  If  there  was  any 
mischief  in  the  neighborhood  both  of  them  were  apt  to  be  involved. 

They  probably  bullied  some  of  the  children  at  school  and  got  into 
fights,  undrew  told  about  chasing  a  colored  boy  and  calling  him 
yellow.  Two  years  afterward  he  met  the  same  boy  who  was  with  another 
colored  boy.  To  quote  undrew, -"One  day,  as  I  was  Just  getting  onto 
my  bike  at  the  ball  park, this  colored  boy  came  running  up  to  see  me. 

He  said  to  me,  you  want  to  fight?'  Isaid  'Yes', He  said  ’take  off 
your  coat  ,  and  then  he  turned  to  his  crony  and  told  him  to  keep  out 
vf*lt^a8  this  v‘as  his  I  swear  that  that  kid  had  lost  every 

.pi t  o f  the  yellow  streak  and  it  seemed  as  though  he  had  forty  fists. 

I  was  given  the  best  beating  that  I  ever  received, and  I  well 
deserved  it.  ?hen  he  thought  that  I  had  had  enough  he  said, -'Shall 
we  be  friends?  I  said  Yes.  He  became  a  very  good  friend  and  also 
his  crony.  I  then  asked  him  where  he  had  learned  to  fight,  and  he 
told  me  that  his  father  had  signed  him  for  a  two  year  voyage  on  a 
whaler.  He  sure  learned  a  lot  on  that  whaler. 

It  taught  me  that  bulling  was  not  a  very  art  and  made  me 

feel  quite  ashamed  of  myself." 

.  Bfter  the  fourth  grade, undrew  was  transferred  to  the  Haxfleld  St. 
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bchool .  Here  he  found  Miss  Pasho,  a  teacher  whom  he  liked,  and  he 
became  very  fond  of  her.  His  makks  improved  immediately  and  he  became 
one  of  three  hlghiest  in  the  class. 

"iiCiss  Pasho  used  to  have  me  copy  some  of  the  best  compositions  in 
the  class  because  my  hand  writing  was  the  best." 

"As  a  youngster,  Dad  must  have  thought  that  I  was  a  hopeless  nui¬ 
sance.  I  was  always  into  something  and  most  of  the  time  his  tools  were 
strewn  all  over  the  cellar  floor,  mixed  in  with  pieces  of  wood  and 
general  rubbish." 

After  I  was  married  and  left  home,  andrew  was  the  oldest  boy  -who 
was  left  to  make  all  sorts  of  things  for  the  youngsters,-  bows  and 
arrows,  wooden  guns, kits,  stilts,  carts  and  sleds.  Andrew  made  a  pair 
of  stilts  for  nearly  every  kid  in  the  neighborhood,  and  made  several 
double-runner  sleds. 

To  quote,-  "I  had  one  of  the  fastest  sleds  on  the  hill.  One  day, 
Brad  Brightman  and  I,  with  4  or  5  girls  were  coasting  on  Mill  bt. 

V-e  took  turns  steering.  Thi&  time  he  was  steering,  .as  we  started 
across  Pleasant  bt., going  at  a  fast  •clip,  a  horse  drawing  a  light 
wagon,  came  running  along  Pleasant  bt. right  in  front  of  us.  Ye  hit 
him  in  the  front  legs  and  he  came  tumbling  down  on  top  of  us. 

The  horse  had  my  foot  pinned  under  his  hip,  and  the  front  wheel 
of  the  wagon  came  w7ithin  a  foot  of  running  over  me.  Nobody  was  hurt 
except  Brad  w^as  pinned  under  the  horse  for  a  moment  and  seemed  to 
be  somewhat  dazed  by  the  accident.  None  of  the  girls  were  hurt. 

The  horse  seemed  to  have  sence  enough  not  to  thrash.  (Perhaps  he 
was  injured.;  It  is  a  wonder  we  didn't  run  into  more  accidents. 

Our  favorite  hill  was  North  st.  Ye  would  start  at  County  bt.  with 
the  strongest  push, slide  across  Pleasant  st., Purchase  bt.,  and  keep 
going  down  across  Yater  st . and  the  R.R. tracks  and  end  the  ride  on 
the  wharf.  " 

■another  activity  of  Andrew'  e  was  the  production  of  dramatic  shows 
in  the  basement.  They  had  a  roll  up  curtain  and  felt  pretty  special. 
Pins  were  charged  for  admission.  They  produced  such  plays  as 
"The  Texas  Rangers",  "The  Counterfeiters"  ,  and  "Cowboys  and  Indians." 
aost  of  their  plays  were  designed  to  show  that. "crime  does  not  pay". 
No  doubt  that  Brad  Brightman  starred  in  some  of. these  plays. 

■Another  activity  was  the  making  of  small  box  shows  with  a  roll¬ 
up  curtain  and  home  made  scenery  painted  with  water  colors,  and 
including  paper  furniture,  dolls,  etc. 

T?hen  Andrew  had  a  few  pennies  he  spent  them  at  Lillie  Chadwick*  s 
novelty  store  up  North  bt.  He  accumulated  hundreds  of  paper  soldiers 
representing  many  nationalities.  After  cutting  them  cut,  tabs  were 
pasted  on  the  back  so  that  they  would  stand  up. 

To  quote,-  "I  remember  Hervey  and  I  would  divide  the  soldiers  be¬ 
tween  us,  set  them  up  in  battle  array,  and  eacn  would  shoot  at  the 
other’s  with  little  cannons  which  would  shoot  beans  or  peas.  The 
battle  was  won  by  who  first  suceeded  in  knocking  over  all  of  his 
opponent' s  soldiers,  .although  with  a  smaller  cannon,  Hervey  often 
gave  me  a  stiff  battle. 

Andrew  attended  grammar  school  at  the  Middle  bt. school,  bummer 
and  Middle  btc.  Father  attended  this  school  when  it  was  the  High 

school.  The  building  has  since  been  tornecj'  down  and  the  lot  cleared 
lor  a  playground.  j 

Miss  Hicks  was  nis  first  teacher  in  the  fifth  grade,  she  was  a 
very  lovable  person  and  «ndrew  got  along  just  fine. 

About  this  time  Andrew  became  girl  conscientious  and  had  a  most 

awful  dose  of  basnfulness.  I  can  hardly  understand  it  but  that  is  wAcCt 
he  says.  x 
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I  To  quote,-  "Miss  Hicks  decided  she  wanted  to  form  a  quartet  of  three 

I  girls  voices-and  one  boy’s  voice, to  perform  as  the  fifth  grade  contri- 

|  bution  to  an  entertainment  of  the  entire  school.  Shequickly  picked 

I  the  three  girls  but  couldn' t  decide  whetner-  she  wanted  me  or  another 
boy.  she  tried  both  of  us  and  all  the  while-  I  was  sweating  gumdrops, 
mentally  at  least, to  think  of  singing  with  three  girls  before  the 
entire  school.  It  never  entered  my  thick  head  that  all  I  had  to  do 
to  get  out  of  the  mess  was  to  sing  poorly  and  let  the  other  boy  pick 
up  the  laurals.  r>ut  for  Miss  Hicks  I  could  never  do  anything  but' my 
best,  and  so  as  a  result,  Iwas  chosen.  I  eufferred  agony  all  through 
the  whole  business,  but  the  affair  went  off  quite  well.  I  loved  Miss 
Hicks,  and  what  we  don’t  do  for  those  that  we  love.  She  married  Mr. 
Campbell, who  was  the  principal  of  the  school.  She  died  a  short 
time  after  and  I  was  very  sad.” 

Apparently  Andrew  did  not  care  for  some  of  his  teachers,  so  we 
will  not  memtion  any  of  their  names. 

To  quote, in  the  seventh  grade, Once, during  singing  class, every¬ 
one  was  siting  except  me,  and  the  teacher  was  roaming  around  the 
room.  &he  ‘'heard  no  sound  coming  from  me  and  stopped  at  my  desk. 

bhe  spit  out,  almost  venomously ,’ Birds  that  can  sing  and  wont  sing 
ought  to  be  made  to  sing.’  I’ll  never  forget  it,  it  did  not  instill 
in  me  any  desire  to  sing." 

One  of  his  happiest  years  in  school  was  in  the  ninth  grade. 

To  quote,-  "Miss  Fish  was  our  teacher  in  this  grade,  and  I  think 
the  v/nole  olass, without  exception,  loved  her.  bomehow  she  made  us 
want  to  learn  and  study, and  even  at  times  when  she  might  be  severe, 
we  could  feel  her  love  through  the  severity  and  felt  we  were  only 
getting  our  just  deserts.  I  don’  think  anyone  ever  resented  any 
reprimand  she/ftad  to  give,  bhe  was  a  wonderful  teacher. 

Y.hile  in  JCne  ninth  grade,  there  was  a  girl  who  sat  acroos  the 
aisle  from  me.  bhe  was  very  ’snooty’  and  would  never  speak  to  ’Common 
trash’  including  me.  V.ell  one  day  Miss  Fish  gave  an  oral  example  in 
algebra,  a  problem  to  find  the  number  of  men  necessary  to  plow  a 
field.  Then  she  explained  that  the  answer  would  be  a  whole  number 
since  you  couldn’t  have  a  fraction  of  a  man.  I  whispered'  1'  ve  seen 
people  who  I  thought  were  only  half  there.'  This  snooty  girl  heard 
me  say  it  and  she  had  to  laugh,  much  to  her  embarrass ement .  I  was 
greatly  elated  to  notice  her  embarrass ement ,  and  particularly  happy 
that  I  had  caused  it.  It  never  broke  the  ice  however,  but  only 
caused  a  crack. 

"I  graduated  from  3-rammer  bchool  with  the  expectation  of  going  to 
High  School,  but  that  was  not  to  be.  The  N. B. Vocational  bchocl  was 
about  to  come  into  being  and  was  to  open  its  doors  to  the  first 
students  in  September, 1909 •  I  had  graduated  in  June  the  came  year. 

Dad  had  been  appointed  to  head  the  Woodworking  Department  in  the 
;  ^ew  school.  He  prevailed  upon  me  to  go  to  the  Vocational  bchool, 

because  he  thought  it  might  reflect  upon  him  if  I  didn't.  I  believe 
now  that  he  wouldn't  have  minded  much  if  I  had  chosen  High  bchool, 
because  he  always  wanted  us  to  make  our  own  decisions.  He  told  me  once 
when  I  was  twelve  years  old  that  I  was  old  enough  to  make  my  own 
decisions  and  that  from  then  on  I  was  on  my  own.  He  did  say  he 
would  always  be  ahppy  to  advise  me,  but  I  would  have  to  make  my 
own  decision. 

'  ttell  I  decided  to  go  to  the  Vocational  bchool, even  tho ugh, secret¬ 
ly,  I  wanted  High  bchool,  because  I  had  hopes  of  going  to  college. 

I  never  did  get  to  college, but  neither  have  I  any  regrets  for  hav¬ 
ing  gone  to  the  Vocational  bchool.  The  fundamentals  which  I  learned 
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there  have  been  invaluable.  To-day  I  am  earning  more  that  many  grad«a 
uates  from  technical  colleger,  and  am  definitely  in  the  salary  range 
of  technical  college  graduates.  I  contribute  a  great  deal  cf  this 
success  to  my  training  at  Vocational  bchool.." 

“Almost  the  first  day  of  school,  one  of  the  students,  pointing  to 
Dad,  said,  ’  Vvho  is  this  old  buck  who  is  going  to  be  our  teacner?r 
I  proudly  told  the  ladd  that  he  had  been  General  ^superintendent  for 
Chas. 0. Brightman  for  many  years  and  that  his  name  was  Mr . Gardner. 

The  student  did  not  learn  until  later  that  he  v;as  my  father. 

"Dad  turned  out  to  be  a  splendid  teacher,  almost  all  of  the  student 
loved  and  respected  him.  There  was  something  about  Dad  that  gave  him 
a  controlling  power  that  a  more  vociferous  man  would  lack.  Ke  was 
always  quiet,  but  determined,  yet  loving.  The  boys  felt  it  and  few 
of  them  ever  gave  him  any  trouble.  He  had  no  favorites  but  was  al¬ 
ways  ready  to  help  any  or  all  of  his  studentc.  He  devoloped  and  taught 
wonderful  comprehensive  courses.*' 

No  doubt  some  of  these  courses  are~still  being  taught  in  the 
present  school. 

Father  let  the  students  choose  many  of  their  own  pro Jects , provided 
ne  thought  there  was  something  to  learn  from  them. 

Andrew  made  hope  chests,  shirt  waist  boxes, wooden  electric  lamps, 
and  many  articles  of  furniture.  Also  made  a  baseball  bat,  which 
proved  to  be  of  fine  balance,  but  someone  held  it  wrong  and  cracked 
it.  Andrew  played  on  the  baseball  team,  had  a  good  batting  avera¬ 
ge,  but  had  some  trouble  fielding  on  account  of  two  short  fingers. 

In  using  the  woodworking  power  machines,  andrew  lost  two  fingers 
from  his  left  hand.  However  this  did  not  interfere  too  much  in  his 
work  as  he  was  right  handed. 

He  attended  the  school  four  years  and  graduated  in  the  first 
class  of  June  1913* 

This  school  was  one  of  the  first  and  one  of^the  best  in  the  State, 
and  is  so  considered  throughout  the  country.  It  includes  many  of  the 
subjects  taught  inHlgh  school  but  not  including  languages.  Besides 
woodworking,  electric,  machine,  welding,  auto  repairing,  °-nd  cooking 
and  household  arts  are  included  for  the  girls.  _ 

The  name  of  the  school  has  since  been  changed  to  the  New  Bedford 
Vocational  High  bchool, and  some  subjects  have  been  added. 


“Brad"  Brightman,  one  of  Andrew’s  chums,  has  been  mentioned 
previously.  Brad’s  parents  had  a  summer  cottage  at  Padanaram  and 
also  had  a  motor  boat.  The  boat  was  a  22  foot  Swampscott  dory  and 

was  quite  sea-worthy.  .  _  , 

undrew  spent  many  week-ends  with  £>rad  on  Voyages  around 
Buzzard’  eBay ,  Elizabetn  Islands,  and  across  to  the  Vineyard. 

One  day  wrhile  anchored  in  Vineyard  Haven  they  discovered  that  they 
did  not  have  enough  money  to  buy  gasoline  to  get  home.  To  quote, 

“V«e  were  contemplating  what  we  could  do  to  earn  or  borrow  some 
money  when  a  yacht  that  Brad  had  worked  on  came  into  the  harbor. 

Brad  knew  the  captain,  and  as  soon  as  he  had  anchored,  we  rowed  over 
and  tried  to  borrow  some  money.  The  captain  suggested  that  ^.1 
he  was  short  of  help,  he  would  pay  us  to  swab  decks  and  polish  tne 
braes.  The  next  morning  we  were  there.  Did  you  ever  know  how  much 
brass  there  is  on  a  large  yacht?  Y.ell  I  found  out.  >_e  ® 

Job  in  about  a  couple  of  hours  and  were  invited  to 

a  breakfast  for  kings,  and  then  we  were  paid  *5*00.  V,e  thought  tnat 
was  a  lot  of  money  for  two  boys.  We  set  aside  £or,,sa£*  an 

then  stayed  a  couple  days  longer,  spending  the 
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Andrew  worked  as  a  carpenter  for  Chas.O . Brightman,  (under  my 
supervision, see  George, P. 17)  for  two  or  three  years. 

He  then  was  employed  by  bmith  &  Howland,  local  architects,  as  a 
draftsman.  This  was  very  good  experience* 

Mr. Nathaniel  C.  bmith  was  educated  at  the  Ecole  de  Beaux  Arts  in 
Paris,  and  was  considered  as  an  artist  as  well  as  an  architect. 

Y/hlle  working  at  smith  tdc  Howlands,  Andrew  was  enrolled  at  the 
Swain  Free  School  of  Design.  There  was  only  three  or  four  in  the 
class  and  both  Mr. Smith  and  Myron  Howland  gave  therir  time  as  coaches 
and  critics.  Projects  were  laid  out  which  took  five  or  six  weeks  to 
complete  and  then  they  were  sent  to  New  York  to  be  Judged. 

Sister  Carrie  has  a  wonderful  pen  and  ink  sketch  which  Andrew 
made, pro bably  about  this  time,  showing  the  Stone  Church  before  the 
tower  was  removed. 

Smith  &  Howland  designed  many  excellent  projects,  among  which  was 
the  re-modelling  of  the  Public  .Library,  but  when  Y/orld  V.ar  I  started, 
practically  all  architectural  work  ceased. 

Andrew,  and  also  Hervey,  went  to ‘work  for  the  Sturtevant  Aeroplane 
Co., in  Jamaica  Plain,  Andrew  first  worked  in  the  engineering  depart¬ 
ment,  doing  mostly  tracing.  He  soon  asked  for  a  transfer  and  was 
placed  in  the  production  dept.  The  Company  was  manufacturing  air¬ 
plane  parts  for  the  government , and  shipments  had  to  be  made  on  time. 
Andrew*  s  work  was  to  see  that  not  even  a  bolt  or  nut  was  missing  that 
would  cause  a  delay  in  shipment. 

The  boys  rented  rooms  in  a  boarding  house  near  the  Plant,  but 
did  not  like  it,  so  they  decided  to  advertise  for  rooms  in  a  private 
home.  To  quote  Andrew,  -  "Tile  received  several  responses.  One  offered 
us  a  room  in  an  old  ladies  home.  Tfte  liked  the  home,  but  did  not  relish 
being  with  the  old  ladies, and  I  mean  they  were  old. 

"Another  response  was  from  a  Mrs. Miller.  Ye  went  to  look  at  the 
place, as  well  as  others,  and  without  going  inside,  I  decided  that  it 
would  probably  be  too  expensive.  But  Hervey  couldn’t  get  the  place 
out  of  his  mind  and  suggested  that  we  go  and  see  inside,  bo  we  went 
back  and  called  on  Mrs. filler.  I  wasn’t  particularly  impressed, but 
Hervey  liked  it  so  well  we  decided  to  move  in.  A  few  days  later  v;e 
lugged  our  ^ew  belongings  to  our  new  apartment.  It  was  quite  a  warm 
day  and  I  got  pretty  hot  and  red  in  the  face.  Just  as  I  was  entering 
the  building,  a  rather  attractive  young  lady  was  coming  out.  I  thought 
that  she  laughed  at  me,  but  I  found  out  later  it  was  meant  to  be  a 
pleasant  smile  of  greeting.  The  young  lady  was  Miss  Miller, and  I 
suppose  I  should  believe  her  story  although  it  was  hard  to. 

"After  we  had  been  in  our  new  quarters  for  a  few  weeks,  I  heard 
a  tap  on  the  front  door.  Y.hen  I  opened  it  a  very  attractive  young 
lady  was  standing  there,  bhe  said  she  was  Mies  Miller,  but  I  did  not 
recognize  her  as  the  girl  who  I  thought  had  laughed  at  me.  She  asked 
if  she  could  have  one  of  our  dining  room  chairs.  I  said  'Certainly*, 
and  immediately  fetched  it,  and  did  my  best  to  carry  it  all  the  way 
into  her  apartment,  but  she  only  allowed  me  to  go  to  her  from  door 
which  v/ae  juet  across  the  hall.  I  went  back  rather  dejectedly  to 
our  apartment,  and  the  first  thing  I  said  to  Hervey  was,' Boy, how  do 
you  like  her?'  He  said,* bhe* s  pretty  nice.'  I  said, 'How  would  like 
her  for  a  sister-in-law?  Hervey  replied,  'That  would  be  fine.' 

I  said  I  will  see  what  I  can  do.  Yell  it  took  a  lot  of  doing,  but 
I  kept  my  promise  to  Hervey.  Of  course  I  couldn't  have  done 
anything  else  if  I  had  tried. 

"as  you  all  know  Miss  Miller  first  became  Chrystine  my  acquaintance, 
then  Chrystine  my  girl,  and  finally  Chrystine  my  wife." 
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Aa  Ir.orld  V.ar  X  continued,  iindrew  became  restless ,  seeing  many  of  his 
friends  enlisting  or  being  drafted,  he  decided  to  enlist  and  wanted 
to  join  the  iiir  Force*  Noble  Foss,  Ex— Governor  Foss'  son,  was  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  bturtevant  Co.,  and  gave  undrew  a  letter  to  the  Boston 
Recruiting  Officer  who  was  a  former  college  roommate. 

undrew  was  called  up  in  about  a  week,  passed  the  examination,  but 
when  the  clerk  of  the  .board  discovered  his  loss  of  two  fingers  he  was 
obligued  to  be  rejected.  The  doctor  who  had  filed  a  perfect  report, 
©then  than  the  loss  of  the  fingers,  tried  to  intercede  but  regula¬ 
tions  had  to  be  fallowed. 

undrew  remained  with  the  bturtevant  Co.,  and  as  they  were  employed 
on  government  work,  their  employees  could  claim  exemption. 

V.hile  employed  at  the  bturvant  Co.  Andrew  attended  night  school 
at  Boston  University,  taking  a  course  in  business  management. 

boon  after  the  Y.ar,  the  bturtevant  Aeroplane  Co.  was  obliged  to 
close  down.  Andrew  wranted  to  stay  in  Boston  but  was  unable  to  find 
suitable  employment,  and  returned  to  New  Bedford.  He  was  again 
employed  by  Chas .0 . Brightman, under  my  supervision,  doing  drafting 
and  estimating.  This  only  lasted  a  short  time  and  he  returned  to 
Boston  where  he  was  employed  by  Luther  C. Greenleaf ,«rchit ect ,  and 
also  to  be  near  Chrystlne.  This  proved  to  be  a  very  pleasant  decis¬ 
ion,  but  he  soon  changed  and  was  employed  by  Bigelow  dc  Wadsworth. 

This  firm  was  one  of  the  largest  architectural  firms  in  Boston  and 
was  highly  rated,  although  Hr. Henry  Forbes  Biglow  was  a  millionaire 
he  was  very  democratic,  a  wonderful  man  to  work  for,  and  took  a 
personal  interest  in  Andrew  and  also  with  all  of  hie  employees. 

During  this  time  Andrew  joined  the  Boston  Architectural  Club  where 
he  studied  architectural  design, struct ural  design  and  free  hand 
drawing.  Andrew  became  specification  writer.  This  work  involved  a 
knowledge  of  all  types  of  building  mat erials , stone, marble, tile  work, 
wrought  iron,  ornamental  plaster,  etc.  uiyron  Howland  had  shown  ^ndrew 
how  to  prepare  a  comprehensive  file  which  was  a  time  saver. 

Andrew  w:as  also  employed  by  J.7..  Beal  sons,  and  later  by  Strick¬ 
land,  Blodget  oc  Law,  all  prominent  architects. 

undrew  now  thought  it  was  time  to  think  about  marrying  his 
lovely  girl  friend, , Chrystine  Miller. 

They  were  married  on  June  24,  1922,  at  Mrs. Miller' s  heme, 

17  Lakeville  Place, Jamaica  Plain,  Mass.,  by  the  Rev. James  A. Fairly. 

Chrystine  was  born  in  Sandwich*  cn  November  2 6, 1897 »  daughter 
of  Joseph  Henry  &  Jeanne  (Congdon  Vialsh)  Miller.  She  fi^st  attended 
a  private  kindergarten  of  the  O'Rourke  sisters  in  Flat  bush, Brooklyn, 
N.Y.  She  was  baptized  and  became  a  member  of  Nativity  Episcopal 
Church,  Flatbush,  Erooklyn,  N.Y.  at  the  age  o-f  twelve  years. 

Attended  Erasmus  Hall  High  school , Brooklyn,  then  attended  Flora 
MacDonald  College  (for  women)  at  Red  springs,  N.C.  Her  motner  was 
related  to  the  President.  Her  family  moved  to  Boston  in  1912. 

Chrystine  then  graduated  from  Leland  Powers  school  of  the  Spoken 
Yord,  in  Eoston  1921.  She  then  worked  in  the  state  Hous e,  soston, 
and  then  was  employed  by  the  Christian  science  Publishing  House. 

-after  graduating  from  the  seland  Powers  school  and  studying  voice 
and  piano  at  the  N. E. Conservatory  of  iausic,  Boston,  she  spent  a 
year  on  the  faculty  of  House  in  the  Pines, Norton, Mass . ,  teaching 
. some  of  the  faculty,  classes  and  private  lessons. 

undrew  and  Chrystine  first  lived  on  Peterborough  St., Eoston,  in 
the  same  apartment  with  Anna  and  Clarence,  and  also  Corhella 
Gardner. 

Chry stine *att ended  the  Mother  Church,  the  rirst  Church  of  Christ 
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Bclentist  in  Boston.  Although  Andrew  was  a  little  uncomfortable  at 
first,  he  accompanied  Chrystine  to  church  in  order  to  be  with  her. 

Harvey,  the  first  child,  was  born  here  at  124  Peterborough  St., 
on  i»pril  17,  1923.  They  had  hired  a  taxie  at  2.00  *.M.  to  take  them 
to  the  hospital.  The  taxi  driver  was  most  considerate  in  his  driv¬ 
ing,  being  very  careful  to  hit  the  bumps  gently.  Andrew  said  he  must 
have  been  in  a  fog,  because  he  could  not  figure  out  how  that  driver 
knew,  and  was  so  considerate. 

They  moved  to  Melrose  before  Harvey  was  a  year  old,  and  lived 
at  31  Wyoming  Heights  where  two  more  eons  were  born, Oliver  and^G-iles^. 

Y.hen  the  three  boys  were  old  enough  to  attend  Sunday  school,  Chris 
entered  them  in  the  Christian  Science  Sunday  school  in  Melrose. 

Andrew  attended  Church  occaseionally .  This  will  be  referred  to  later 
While  living  in  Melrose,  Chris  gave  private  lessons  at  her  home^ 
in  5peaking  Volve,  Diction  and  Expression.  (  She  also  coached  play 
including  her  Sorority  show,  " Theta jollies*'  in  which

held  the  lob  for  about  twelve  years. 

Then  came  the  1929  crash.  Many  businesses  went  out  of  existence. 
Andrew*  s  salary  was  cut  three  different  times.  *s  a  result  he  was 
unable  to  mee/his  mortgage  obligations  and  the  bank  took  hi£ 

houce.  He  now  had  three  children,  but  if  the  bank  had  been  not 
quite  so  eager,  as  both  the  bank  and  Andrew  lost,  undrew  would  have 
been  able  in  a  year  or  so  to  have  met  his  obligations. 

”bout  1932.  Gideon  Taber  bawyer.a  cousin,  offered  Andrew  a  Job 
in  his  building  materials  manufacturing  business,  but  after  six

bu»ineet  with  him.  Mr.Merwin  had  been  a  representative  of  the  Chain 
M  “c  They  organized  the  King  Machinery  Co.  andrew  designed 
various  systems'of  handling  materials  with  chain  belts. etc 
manufacturing  was  done  in  other  shep^.  ihi- 
veyors  for  the  sand  and  gravel  dealer;

Jit  this  same  time  I  was  cured  of  the  desire  to  smoke,  have  had  no 
desire  for  tobacco  since,  and  am  very  happy  to  be  free  of  the  habit 
of  smoking.  I  still  had  the  problem  of  unemployment  and  Chris  asked 
me  if  I  would  call  a  Christian  science  practitioner  to  help  this 
situation.  I  could  not  understand  how,  nor  could  I  believe  that 
Christian  Science  could  help  me  find  employment.

I  think  of  Dad  with  a  great  deal  of  love, reverence  and  respect. 

I  think  he  fought  an  uphill  battle  all  the  way,  but  always  with 
cheerfulness  and  with  an  ernest  intention  and  desire  to  give  his 
family  the  very  best  he  knew  how.  He  always  wanted  everything  to  be 
true  and  good,  and  he  never  wanted  any  material  gain  if  it  could 
not  be  obtained  honestly.  He  was  a.  very  religious  man  and  followed 
his  religion  closely  in  the  light  in  which  he  saw  it. 

I  remember  he  told  me  once  that  he  had  seriously  misunderstood 
a  certain  passage  in  the  Bible,  which  affected  his  whole  life. 

This  passage  is, -“The  love  of  money  is  the.  root  of  all  evil.'* 
Because  of  this  passage, Dad  decided  that  the  he  only  wanted  enough 
money  to  feed, cloth  and  house  his  family.  More' than  that  he  consid¬ 
ered  evil,  and  he  was  happy  and  contented  to  live  that  way.  I  think 
all  of  our  family  believe  that  we  faired  very  well, considering  the 
size  of  the  family.  As  he  told  me,  he  discovered  his  mistake  after 
many  yeare,c<nd  realized  that  he  had  been  living  under  a  false  prin¬ 
ciple.  He  suddenly  realized  that  the  passage  stated  that  the 
LOVE  of  mone  was  the  root  of  all  evil.,  and  not  that  money  was  the

I  think  of  Dad  as 


a  mild  type  of  a  man, gentle 


and  loving, except

and  determined.  I  think  I  had  my  share  of  punishment,  out  I  cannot 
recall  one  Instance  when  we  were  punished  in  temper,  rage  or  to 
relieve  his  disturbed  emotions.  Some  people  may  think  his  method 
of  punishment  was  rather  mild,  but  1  think  it  was  very 
I  have  been  made  to  stay  in  the  house  when  I  wanted  to  go 
play.  I  have  been  locked  in  a  dark  closet.  Once  I  got  a  spanking 
with  the  wooden  side  of  the  hair-brush, right  on  my  bare  posterior 
end,  but  this  only  happened  once.  I  think  the  worst  punishment  was 
to  be  told  to  go  into  the  bathroom, strip  down,  fill  the 
cold  water  and  then  wait  for  Dad  to  come.  When  he 
would  pick  me  up  bodily  and  throw  me  into  that  cold 
the  cold  water  and  hold  my  head  under  the  faucet.  I 
for  quite  a  while  after  each  ducking. 

Dad  had  a  very  good  sense  of  humor  and  liked 
a  repertory  of  songs  which  he  used  to  sing  around  the  house 
of  them  were  either  folk  songs  or  hymns.

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I  had  form  the  habit  of  eating  in  a  hurry  in  order  to  go  out  to 
play.  Dad  cured  me  of  thie  habit  by  directing  that  I  atay  at  the  table 
until  every  one  wae  finiehed,and  help  carry  the  dishes  to  the  kitchen. 

Dad  never  could  tell  a  lie.  One  day  a  bunch  of  us  kide  were  play¬ 
ing  in  the  street  and  we  were  always  being  chased  off  by  the  ccp. 

This  day  when  the  cop  came  we  run  into  the  east  yard  at  43  North  St., 
and  all  but  me  ran  into  the  cellar.  Dad  was  working  in  the  yard  and 
I  picked  up  a  rake  and  started  working  strenuously  much  to  Dad’ s 
eurprise.  The  cop  looked  me  ever  in  an  ugly  mood  and  asked  Dad  if  he 
had  seen  any  boys  around  here.  Dad  answered  "Yess"  ,  and  the  cop  asked 
him  where  they  went.  Dad  answered  "Into  the  cellar".  The  cop  went  to 

the  cellar  door,  but  all  of  the  kids  went  out  the  other  door  and  ran 

around  back  of  the  house,  a  less  honest  man  would  have  told  the  cop 
that  he  had  not  seen  the  boys.  But  later  I  felt  quite  proud  of 
my  dad  for  his  honesty. 

I  used  to  play  shinny  with  the  boys  in  the  school  yard.  One  day 
I  broke  a  window  in  the  schoolhouse.  I  sought  a  painter  and  asked 
him  to  set  the  glass  for  me.  He  said  it  would  cost  me  $2.50.  I  did 

not  want  Dad  to  know  that  I  had  broken  the  window,  so  I  went  into  my 

pig  bank, which  I  was  saving  to  buy  a  bicyle,  and  found  that  I  had 
Just  enough.  Before  I  paid  the  bill, dad  somehow  found  it  out,  and 
asked  me  how  much  I  was  being  charged.  He  said, "Let  me  go  and  talk  to 
that  painter,  ne  asked  the  painter  for  a  price  for  a  light  of  glass, 
putty  and  setting,  which  ceme  to  -11.30.  He  accused  the  painter  of 
overcharging  a  small  boy.  The  painter  got  mad  and  would  not  accept 
even  a  fair  payment  which  dad  tried  to  pay,  so  I  got  the  window’ 
repaired  for  nothing.  I  am  sure  that  dad  would  have  felt  better  if 
tne  Fainter  had  accept  a  fair  payment. 

One  day  shortly  after  I  had  started  working  as  an  apprentice 
carpenter,  the  roof  of  our  house  at  43  North  fat.  spring  a  leak,  and 
Dad  asked  to  help  him  patch  it.  It  was  a  wooden  shingled  roof  and 
it  devolcped  that  a  large  patch  would  have  to  be  replaced. 

Dad  would  place  a  shingle,  hold  a  nail  in  posit  ion, give  it  one 
wallop  v/ith  his  hatchet,  and  one  more  wallop  the  nail  was  driven 
home.  He  was  really  quite  stingy  with  his  wallops.  I  gave  from  three 
to  six  wallops  to  each  nail. 

Cnee  Dad  made  a  very  painful  slip.  He  held  a  nail  in  position 
end  brought  that  hatchet  down  for  the  first  wallop.  He  missed  the 
nail  and  hit  his  thumb.  He  pulled  his  hand  back, gave  the  thumb  a 
flick  in  the  air,  and  exclaimed  "Gracious,  I  hit^tne  wrong  nail  that 
time."  I  gulped  and  felt  very  thankful  that  it  was  not  I  who  had 
hit  my  thumb  or  finger,  because  I  am  quite  sure  that  I  would  have  swxn 
sworn  a  blue  streak.  I  had  been  working  with  carpenters  Just  long 
enough  to  learn  that  most  of  them  swear,  and  I  had  acquired  the 
habit  myself,  with  the  honest  conviction  that  one  must  be  a  good 
ewearer  to  be  a  good  carpenter.  I  am  afaid  that  I  became  a  better 
swearer  than  a  carpenter. 

Dad  abhorred  swearing  and  I  was  glad  I  w?as  not  forced  to  disclose 
my  vice  to  him.

Father  was  a  very  religious  man.  after  visiting  several  churches, 
he  found  the  Christian  Science  Church.  He  became  a  member  and  then 
an  usher.  I  can  remember  how  nice  he  always  looked  in  his  swallow¬ 
tails.  Everyone  said  what  a  wonderful , distinguished  looking  couple 
they  made  going  to  church  every  Sunday  morning  and  again  on  Wednesday 
evenings.  They  spent  all  of  their  spare  time  reading  their  bibles 
and  Science  Books.  Father  read  the  bible  seven  times  from  cover  to 
cover.  He  was  a  very  kind, gentle  man, yet  he  could  be  very  stern  at 
times  too;  and  Oh, how  we  would  dread  one  of  his  talkings,as  we  would 
call  them, whenever  we  were  reprimanded.  He  wouldn’t  exactly  scold, 
but  would  talk  good  common  sense  in  such  a  way,  it  was  far  worse  than 

as  though  he  yelled  at  us.  He  never  swore.  One  of  the  boys  in  the 

Vocational  School  once  remarked  how-  wonderful  he  managed  his  classes 
without  even  raising  his  voice.  He  had  no  bad  habits, he  never  smoked 

and  the  strongest  he  ever  drank  was  Cambrick  tea.  Yet  for  all  this 

he  thoroughly  enjoyed  life  too, from  the  time  we  were  small  when  he 
would  get  down  on  all  fours  and  give  us  piggy  back  rides. 

Once  he  made  us  a  double-decker  sled,  and  in  the  winter  when  there 
was  snow,wewould  slide  down  north  St.  from  County  to  Purchase  Sts. 

Mother  was  always  giving  us  parties.  She  always  enjoyed  company. 

One  Halloween  she  decorated  the  cellar  at  north  St.  with  lanterns 
and  streamers.  It  was  a  big  cellar,  but  was  decorated  from  one  end 
to  the  other.  She  dressed  up  as  an  old  witch  and  came  riding  in  on 
a  broom.  Oh, how  we  girls  screamed.  It  was  all  so  ghostly.  lor  a 
treat  we  had  doughnuts  and  cider.  She  made  a  bushel  of  doughnuts 
every  Friday. 

One  St. Patrick’s  morning  at  breakfast,  Bradford  Brightman  came 
in,  and  Andrew  decided  to  show  off  by  trying  to  balance  himself  on 
two  chairs, with  his  feet  in  the  air.  Lo  and  behold  he  lost  his 
balance  and  came  down  with  a  crash  right  in  the  middle  of  the 
Dining  room  table.  Poor  mother  was  in  the  kitchen  at  the  time, and 
on  hearing  the  commotion  hurried  in  to  see  what  the  racket  was. 

I  can  see  her  now;  she  did  not  say  a  word, but  Just  stood  there, 
trying  to  decide  whether  to  cry  or  laugh, it  was  so  funny.  The  table 
broke  and  the  dishes  flew  in  all  directions.  Y.ell,  Iguess  she  was 
almost  hysterical  for  she  laughed  and  scolded  too.  That  night  she 
had  planned  to  give  Andrew  a  bt. Patrick’s  party,  and  of  course  the 
table  had  to  be  fixed  and  by  night  she  had  it  all  decorated  beauti¬ 
fully,  and  you  wolild  never  know  that  anything  had  happened. 

At  the  North  bt. house  there  were  double  parlors.  One  night.  I 
had  company,  and  we  decided  to  roll  up  the  rugs  and  dance.  I  had 
invited  Ray  Eavanough  over  to  play  the  piano.  He  wae  a  wonderful 
player,  and  later  wrote  songs  which  were  published.  I  remember 
Alfred  Heiner  wae  there  too.  He  sang  a  couple  of  songs,  and  had  a 
beautiful  tenor  voice.  Then  w ?e  decided  to  dance,  it  was  at  the  time 
that  Jazz  first  started  to  come  out.  One  of  the  dances  we  called  the 
“Dip".  At  that  time  also,  the  hobble  skirt,  with  the  slit  up  the 
side,  was  in  style.  I  had  on  a  green  plaid  one.  Vihile  the  dance 
was  in  full  swing,  X  had  Just  completed  a  nice  dip,  showing  my  leg 
up  to  my  knee,  v/hen  in  walked  father.  Well, his  face  Just  dropped  a 
foot  and  he  went  white  as  a  sheet*  I  don’ t  think  I  had  ever  seen 
him  so  cross.  He  broke  that  party  up  in  a  hurry,  and  the  boys 
were  never  allowed  in  the  house  again.

I  attended  the  public  schools  of  New  Ledford,, ..ass.  and 
graduated  from  the  Vocational  School  in  1916. 

As  a  child,  I  had  five  abscesses  on  my  right  arm.  Four  of  these 
eventually  healed,  but  the  fifth  persisted  and  caused  much  dis¬ 
comfort.  shortly  entering  the  public  schools,  the  school  doctor 
on  his  tour  of  inspection,"  noticed  the  abscess.  He  was  very  much 
concerned  about  it  for  he  was  afaird  that  it  might  spread  to 
some  of  the  other  children.  He  immediately  visited  father  and 
mother  and  recommended,  as  it  was  his  strong  belief  that  the 
abscess  would  not  heal  and  was  a  constant  danger  to  the  other 
children,  that  the  arm  be  severed  Just  above  the  abscess. 
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Father  and  mother  were  deeply  religious  people.  Father  was^  ^ ' 
deacon  in  the  North  Congregational  Church  and  mother  was  a  hard 
worker  in  the  many  church  benefits  and  socials.  They  both  were 
constant  readers  of  the  bible.  They  often  read  that  God  was  Love 
and  that  He  cared  for  His  children,  and  therefore  they  could*  t 
believe  that  God  would  want  Harvey*  s  arm  amputated.  They  also 
believed  that  Gog  would  protect  the  other  children  in  the  school. 
They  therefore  refused  to  abide  by  the  doctor's  recommendations. 

Time  eventually  told  ho w  right  their  decision  was.  No  case 
was  ever  reported  of  any  child  InHervey's  school  being  afficted 
with  any  abscess,  and  I  have  had  the  use  of  my  arm. 

^ater  w^en  Joined  the  Y.L£. C.a.  I  was  not  allowed  to  swim  in 
the  pool  for  fear  I  might  endanger  some  of  the  other  members. 

I  continued  to  be  frail  and  some  of  the  friends  of  the  family 
remarked  that  they  doubted  very  much  if  I  would  ever  grow 
up  to  be  a  man. 

Hard  luck  seemed  to  hit  the  family  several  times.  Four  of 
the  daughters  passed  on  with  tuberculosis.  Father  and  mother 
did  all  they  could  for  them  and  it  taxed  their  pocket  book  to 
the  limit.  Putting  the  rest  of  the  family  through  school  was  a 
considerable  burden. 


The  time  finally  came  when  it  was  difficult  for  father  to 
pay  his  pew  rent  in  the  church.  Jespite  his  love  for  his  church 
he  felt  that  his  just  debts  should  be  paid  before  paying  for 
the  priviledge  of  sitting  in  certain  pews  in  the  church. 

But  the  elders  of  the  church  thought  differently.  They 
tried  to  convince  father  that  his  first  duty  was  to  the  church 
and  that  the  pew  rent  should  be  paid,  (the  pews  have  since  been 
declared  free)  , regardless  of  whether  he  had  money  to  buy  food 
for  his  children  or  not.  Father  loved  his  children  and  this 
line  of  reasoning  did  not  set  toowell  with  him  and  he  refused 
their  demands.  The  elders  became  mere  insistant  until  finally 
father  was  forced  to  a  drastic  decision.  He  decided  to  leave 
the  church.  Anxious  to  keep  worshipping  God  to  the  best  of 
their  ability,  father  and  mother  went  from  church  to  church  ende&vo 
eavering  to  find  an  answer  to  their  problem.  Everywhere  they 
were  welcomed  with  open  arms  and  were  asked  to  join  thft  church- 
They  decided  that  before  they  Joined  another  they  would  visit 
them  all  and  make  sure  they  had  found  the  one  that  answered 
their  needs. 


Finally  they  drifted  into  a  Christian  science  Church. 

Wfi*e  Welc°med-  very  cordially  and  they  asked  the  ushers 
where  they  might  sit  and  were  surprised  that  they  might  sit 
anywhere  they  chose.  They  were  quite  impressed  that  here  was 
a  church  that  did  not  rent  pews*  They  wer  due  for  several  surprir 
rises  in  this  church,  all  of  which  lmpreessed  and  pleased  then. 
They  were  again  surprised  that  they  were  not  immediately  asked 
to  Join  the  church,  and  were  even  more  surprised  after  they 
attended  severl  services  they  still  were  not  asked  to  Join. 

They  finally  became  quite  concerned  about  this  and  began  to 
wonder  if  the  church  members  thought  that  they  were  not  good 
enough  to  become  one  of  them.  It  wasn'y  long  before  they  found  au 
out  that  no  person  is  asked  by  the  church  officials  to  become 

I1:  is  strictly  up  to  each  Individual  and  If  he  dopa 
want  to  become  a  member  he  must  prove  to  the  church  that  h«= 
understands  what  Christian  Science  is,  what  it  cequlres'of  its 
members,  and  that  he  is  willing  to  abide  by  it'  e  rSee. 
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P.53. 

They  were  surprised,  that  this  church  did  not  hold  any  suppers 
or  socials  to  raise  money  to  support  it,,  it  being  supported  wholly 
from  coluntary  contributions  at  the  bunday  services. 

They  soon  attended  a  Wednesday  evening  testimonial  meeting 
arid  were  greatly  impressed  with  the  voluntary  testimonies  of'" 
healing*  Here  was  ci.  church  that  really  believed  and  was  proving 
that  G-od  is  Love  and  does  not  send  sickness  to  His  beloved  ones^T 

Father  and  mother  realized  that  this  was  the  church  they  v/anted 
and  they  felt  that  God  had  answered  their  prayers  and  led  them 
to  it*  In  due  time  both  father  and  mother  joined  the  church. 

Father  served  as  a  bunday  school  teacher,  an  usher  and  for 
several  years  as  treasurer. 

Not  long  after  they  joined  the  church  and  began  to  understand 
its  teachings,  the  abscess  on  my  arm  which  the  doctors  said  would 
probably  never  heal,  did  heal  and  I  began  to  grow  stronger  and 
take  pary  in  athletics,  particularly  basketball,  and  was  elected 
captain  of  the  school  team. 

One  night  when  father  and  mother  were  still  new  in  understand¬ 
ing  of  Christian  science,  I  woke  up  with  severe  earaches.  Hearing 
me,  father  came  to  my  bedside  and  told  me  of  some  of  the  things 
he  had  learned  through  his  study  of  Christian  bcience.  He  also 
reminded  me  of  the  prayer  which  he  had  taught  all  of  the  children 
to  say  at  bedtime,  part  of  which  was:- 

"God  is  my  health  I  cannot  be  sick, 

God  is  my  strength  unfailing  quick, 

God  is  my  all  I  need  not  fear, 

Since  life  and  truth  and  love  are  here." 

In  a  short  while  the  earaches  stopped  and  I  went  to  sleep  never 
to  be  bothered  again  with  that  trouble. 

The  last  child  of  the  family  to  pass  on,  Dorothy,  somehowr 
had  it  figured  out  that  every  other  child  was  due  to  be  stricken 
with  tuberculosis  and  pass  on.  According  to  this  reasoning  I 
would  be  the  nexy  member  of  the  family  to  go.  oure  enough, when 
I  was  in  the  last  grade  of  Grammar  school,  one  day  the  school 
doctor  after  examining  me,  immediately  went  to  father  and  mother 
and  told  them  the  sad  news.  He  warned  them  that  if  they  didn't 
take  good  care  of  me  that  I  might  follow  in  the  footsteps  of 
the  four  girls  that  had  passed  on. 

.father  and  mother  had  given  their  children  the  best  care, 
love  and  attention  that  they  knew  how,  and  as  long  as  their  pocket 
book  would  allow’  sent  the  sick  children  to  sanatoriums  hoping 
they  would  be  healed.  Eefore  I  was  stricken  with  this  dread 
disease  father  and  mother  had  become  interested  in  Christian 
bcience,  and  they  decided  to  give  it  a  try  with  me.  This  would 
be  their  first  severe  test  of  what  Christian  bcience  could  do. 

They  engaged  a  Christian  bcience  practitioner  and  in  a  few  days 
all  symptoms  of  the  disease  disappeared. 

Frm  then  on  I  became  more  interested  in  Christian  bcience 
and  began  etuding  it  with  the  result  that  I  have  become  healthy 
and  strong,  and  have  enjoyed  excellent  health  all  of  my  life. 

After  graduating  from  Grammar  School,  I  attended  the  New 
Bedford  Vocational  bchool.  Father  was  the  head  of  the  Carpentry 
Department,  and  that  was  the  course  which  I  took. 

When  I  v/as  in  the  third  year  the  first  World  V?ar  broke  out, 
and  by  the  time  this  term  was  ended  there  was  such  a  demand 
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P.5*. 

for  workmen  that  the  school  authorities  decided  to  graduate  all 
those  who  had  completed  three  years. 


Soon  after  his  Graduation,  Hervey  went  to  Boston, Maes.  to  work 
in  an  aeroplane  factory  (see  Andrew  B.40  ),  and  while  living 
there  met  Dorrice  Isabelle  Tenney.  They  were  married  on  ^pril  16, 
1921.  Soon  after  their  marriage  they  moved  to  New  Bedford,  Mass. 

About  a  year  later  mother  was  stricken  with  pneumonia  and 
passed  on  after  being  ill  for  about  three  weeks.  A  day  or  so 
before  mother  went, father  was  stricken  with  the  same  illness 
and  passed  on  a  week  after  mother. 

Perhaps  it  was  God' s  will  that  they  passed  on  so  close  together. 
They  were  so  close  to  each  other  all  their  married  life.  If  mother 
had  left  long  before  father,  he  would  have  missed  her  terribly 
and  vice  versa. 

Their  daughter  Helen  was  born  in  New  Bedford  on  Feb. 12,1924. 

They  moved  to  Montpelier,  Vt. ,  where  Hervey  worked  for  an 
architect  and  Engineer.  Here  andrew  was  born. 

After  working  in  Montpelier  for  about  three  years,  Hervey 
accepted  a  position  as  an  estimator  for  an  acoustical  concern 
in  Boston.  While  working  in  Boston,  the  family  lived  in  bouth 
Weymouth,  a  suburb  of  Boston.  Here  William  was  born. 

About  this  time  the  great  depression  hit  the  United  States 
and  Hervey  was  thrown  out  of  work.  Having  no  income, the  family 
moved  to  Bridgewater, Mass. ,  and  lived  with  Dorrice' s  parents, 
and  working  at  different  jobs  until  the  depression  was  over. 

Here  George  was  born.

John  was  hired  as  a  cooper  (master  Mechanic)  on  the  Mayflower  at 
South  Hampton,  to  serve  for  one  year.  He  must  have  had  some  education 
to  prepare  him  for  his  future  service  at  Plymouth.  He  was  the  young¬ 
est,  tallest,  and  handsomest  male  passager  on  the  Mayflower,  and 
light  complexed  with  blue  eyes. 

Priscilla1 s  parents  were  descended  from  the  Mollneux  (Molllnes) 
who  fled  to  England  from  Framce  to  avoid  religious  persecution. 

It  is  believed  that  William  Mullins  met  the  Pilgrims  at  Leyden. 
Priscilla  came  on  the  Mayflower  with  both  parents,  her  brother  Joseph, 
and  a  servant,  John  Carter.  She  was  dark  complexed  with  dark  eyes, 
and  was  the  prettest  maiden  among  the  Pilgrims. 

One  hundred  Pilgrims  sailed  from  Plymouth,  Eng. , on  Sept. 6, 1620, 
and  landed  at  Plymouth,  Mass.,  on  Dec.2b,l620. 

During  the  first  winter  a  great  many  of  the  Pilgrims  died  of 
exposure  or  starvation,  including  Priscilla’s  parents,  brother  and 
servant. 

During  the  following  year  the  Fortune  came  with  supplies  and  John 
could  have  returned  to  England  on  the  return  voyage.  Priscilla  also 
may  have  considered  returning  to  some  of  her  family.  Together  they 
watched  the  Fortune  sail  away,  but  both  chose  to  cast  their  lot  with 
the  Pilgrims.  Both  were  orphans  when  they  were  married,  the  exact 
date  is  not  recorded. 

John  became  a  leader,  representing  Duxbury  at  the  General  Court, 
was  Deputy  Governor,  and  for  fifty  years  was  the  Magistrate  (Judge) 
at  Plymouth, 

Longfellow  has  immortalized  Priscilla  in  his  poem  ’’The  courtship 
of  Myles  Standish. 11  However  Standish  and  John  were  fast  friends, 
and  their  families  inter-married. 

John  and  Priscilla  were  given  eleven  children,  the  first  three 
were  born  in  Plymouth,  and  the  others  in  Duxbury

His  name  first  is  found  in  Boston, Mass. ,  in  l635»  0n  Mar. 25,1632,  he 
was  admitted  freeman  of  Boston,  Two  years  later  he  was  admitted 
freeman  of  Portsmouth, R. I. 

On  Apr. 22, 1639,  he  and  eight  others  signed  the  following  contract, 
preparatory  to  the  settlement  of  Newport,  R.I.:- 

"It  is  agreed  by  us  whose  hands  are  underwritten,  to  pncpagate  a 
plandation  in  the  midst  of  the  Island  or  elsewhere,  and  to  engage 
ourselves  to  bear  equal  charge,  answerable  to  our  strength  and 
estate,  in  common,  and  that  our  determination  shall  be  by  major 
voice  of  judge  and  elders,  the  judge  to  have  a  double  voice. " 

The  founders  and  first  officers  of  the  Town  of  Newport  were 
William  Coddingt on, Judge,*  Niclolas  Easton,  John  Coggeshall,  William 
Brenton,  John  Clarke,  Jeremy  Clarke,  THOMAS  HAZARD,  and  Henry 
Bull,  Elders;  William  Dyre, Clerk. 

On  June  5>l639,  Thomas  was  named  one  of  four  proportioners  of 
land  in  Newport,  any  three  of  whom  might  proportion  it; 11  the  company 
laying  it  forth  to  have  4d,  an  acre  for  every  acre  laid." 

On  Sept. 2, 1639,  he  was  admitted  freeman  of  Newport,  and  in  1640, 

Mar. 12th. ,  he  was  applnted  a  member  of  the  General  Court  of  Elections. 
For  a  short  time  in  1665  he  was  in  Newtown,  Long  Island.

In  1665#  Robert  was  admitted  freeman  of  Portsmouth, R. I. 

From  this  time  until  1692,  his  name  often  appears  in  the  Colonial 
records  as  chosen  to  fill  some  Important  position. 
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In  I65S,  he  sold  to  John  Roome,of  Portsmouth,  all  Interest  In 
Conanicut  and  Plutch  Island. 

In  1667,  the  Court  at  Plymouth  ordered,  In  reference  to  a  contro¬ 
versy  between  the  English  and  the  Indians  about  bounds  in  Dartmouth, 
that  in  case  Robert  Hazard,  of  Rhode  Island,  could  be  procured, should 
run  the  lines, etc. 

In  1670  he  was  a  Juryman.  In  1671,  he  bought  land  in  Kingston 
of  the  Pettaquamscutt  purchasers.  In  1676,  he  and  three  others  of 
Portsmouth  were  a  committee  ordered  by  the  Assembly  to  appoint  their 
own  men  as  keepers  of  Indians  above  twelve  years  of  age.  The  Indians 
were  to  have  a  "sufficient  place  of  security."  Any  master  offending 
was  to  pay  a  fine  of  L5. 

In  1676,  Robert  was  a  committee  to  procure  boats  for  the  colony's 
defence  "for  the  present,  and  there  were  to  be  four  boats  with  five 
or  six  men  in  each."  (R.I.  Col. record, Vol. II ,  P. 535-536.)  On  the 
same  date,  he  and  three  others  were  empowered  to  take  exact  account 
of  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  Island,  "English,  negroes  and  Indians, 
and  make  a  list  of  the  same,  and  also  to  take  exact  account  how  all 
persons  are  provided  with  corn,  gunsj  powder,  shot  and  lead."  A 
barrel  of  powder  was  put  in  charge  of  himself  and  three  others,  and 
two  great  guns  in  the  yard  of  the  late  William  Brenton  were  to  be 
impressed  into  the  country' s  service  and  carried  to  Portsmouth,  and 
placed,  one  "in  the  Ferry  Neck  and  one  near  the  house  of  John  Borden." 
Robert  and  the  three  others  were  to  see  that  the  guns  were  set  on 
carriages  and  fitted  for  service.  Also  he  was  appointed  at  the  same  i 2 
time  as  commissioner  to  take  care  of  and  order  the  several  watches 
and  wards  on  the  Island,  and  appoint  the  places. 

In  1687, he  was  taxed  IIs,  7d.in  Kingston.  (Rec.Vol.II,  P.537.) 

Not  long  after  this  date,  he  built  his  house  in  Kingston, which  was 
still  standing  in  the  early  part  of  the  present  century.  It  was  on 
the  site  where  now  stands  the  house  owned  and  occupied  by  the  daughter 
of  William  Watson, Esq.  (1896),  in  the  village  of  Mooresfield, 

The  old  house  was  very  large, possibly  the  largest  in  the  town, not 
only  at  that  time  but  for  many  years  after.  A  well  authenticated 
story  is  told  of  Dr. William  Shaw  who,  being  called  in  to  attend  a 
sick  person  in  the  house,  drove  into  the  back  yard  and  entered  the 
house  by  the  kitchen  door.  When  he  went  out,  he  asked  if  the  family 
always  walked  from  the  front  door  to  the  rear  of  the  house  or  did 
they  have  some  conveyance?  The  ell  was  longer  than  the  main  body 
of  the  house,  and  in  the  ell  was  a  capacious  chimney.  Inside  of  the 
chimney  were  two  stone  seats,  where  tradition  says  the  little  slave 
children  were  wont  to  sit,  the  heat  from  the  big  oak  logs  being  no 
bad  substitute  for  the  hot  sands  of  Africa. 

In  1695,  Robert  gave  to  his  son  George  the  larger  part  of  his 
Pettaquamscutt  purchase.  The  farm  contained  50^  acres,  more  or  less, 
find  reserved  for  himself  125  acres  and  his  dwelling  house.  The  bound- 
rles  mentioned  a  big  rock  in  the  boundry  line,  about  ten  feet  high. 

This  rook  is  still  to  be  seen  in  a  substantial  stone  wall,  and  gave 
rise  to  the  familiar  name  of  his  grandson  Robert,  who  was  called 
Roc"  Robert.  This  was  also  his  signature,  Robert  Roc  (his  mark) 
Hazard. 

In  1710,  a  short  time  before  his  death,  Robert , Sr. sold  the 
Remaining  part  of  the  farm,  with  "my  manor  house  where  I  now  live" 
to  his  son  Robert  for  L.3OO,  current  money,  who  in  1718,  gave  it  by 
^111  to  his  son  Robert,  after  his  mother's  death;  making  three 
Roberts  who  had  successively  owned  and  occupied  the  old  homestead. 

(If  in  those  days  they  had  used  some  of  the  terms,  Jr.,  Ill,  or 
some  middle  initial,  a  great  deal  of  confusion  would  have  been  saved.) 
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The  l&st  Robert,  upon  the  death  of  his  mother  in  1739,  sold  to  his 
unole  George  (Gardner  ancestor),  the  remaining  part  of  the  farm,  and 
George  in  turn  gave  the  whole  farm  to  his  son,  Col. Thomas  Hazard  by 
will  in  1743.  Col. Thomas  in  174g,  sold  it  to  John  Rose,  and  thus 
after  60  years,  the  old  homestead  passed  out  of  the  possession 
of  the  Hazard  Family. 

In  an  old  copy  of  the  BOSTON  GAZETTE,  dated  Feb. 12,1739,  is 
found  the  following  notice:—  "Nexvport,  Feb. 9,  Mrs, Mary  Hazard, widow 
of  Mr. Robert  Hazard  of  South  Kingston,  and  grand-mother  to  the  deceas¬ 
ed  George  Hazard, &sq. , late  Deputy  Governor  of  R. I. ,  departed  this  life 
the  2Sth. day  of  January  last,  in  the  100th. year,  and  who  was  decently 
interred  the  Wednesday  following.  She  had  500  children, grand-children, 
and  great  grand-children,  and  left  behind  her  now  living  205  of  the 
aforesaid  number.  She  was  accounted  a  very  useful  Gentlewoman  both 
to  the  Poor  and  Rich  on  many  accounts,  and  particularly  amongest  sick 
Persons  for  her  Skill  and  Judgement,  which  she  did  Gratis.  0 

Mary  was  descended  from  the  Brownells,  and  old  R. I.  and  Dartmouth 
family.

George  Hazard  was  admitted  freeman  of  the  R.  I.  Colony  in  169 6. 

In  1701,  02,  06,  07,  09,  and  *13  he  was  a  Deputy;  in  1703  &  04 
be  was^Asslstant  Deputy. 

13 ,  be  was  appointed  by  the  Assembly  one  of  a  committee 
public  road  leading  through  the  Colony  from  Pawcatuck 
River  more  straight,  fair  and  passable. (Rec. Vol. IV, P. 151) 
.  In  1719  be  was  appointed  Lt, Colonel  of  Militia  for  the  main  land 
^ vol. IV, p. 21S. y, and  was  ever  afterwards  called  " Colonel  Hazard". 
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George  became  a  large  landowner  like  hie  brother  Thomas,  as  previous¬ 
ly  mentioned  In  deeds  from  his  father,  and  lived  at  the  Hazard  home¬ 
stead  in  So. Kingston.  On  the  homestead  farm  are  still  seen  long 
lines  of  stone  walls,  built  by  the  slaves,  and  still  standing  firm 
and  straight  after  200  years. 

On  Apr. 29, 1719 ,  Col. George  Hazard  and  Henry  Gardiner  (not  related) 
gave  to  Thomas  Culverwell,  "late  of  Norrage  (Norwich)  Conn. ,  but  now 
of  Kingston"  for  love  and  good  will,  more  especially  for  ye  promoting 
of  ye  woolen  manufacturing,  which  may  be  for  my  benefit  and  the  public 
good,6fec.,a  tract  of  land  being  a  little  part  of  my  now  dwelling 
place,  (not  the  house)  and  is  bounded  as  follows:-  East  and  north  on 
the  Saucatucatucket  River,  south  and  West  on  said  George  Hazard." 

Henry  Gardiner  gave  to  Culverland  said  dam  being  for  the  promoting 
of  a  fulling  mill  and  ye  fulling  of  Cloth."  That  this  dam  was  built, 
and  also  a  mill,  which,  perhaps,  was  operated,  is  proved  by  the  fact 
that  two  years  later,  Sept. 29 , 1721,  Culverland  gave  a  quit-claim  to 
George  Hazard  for  this  land, with  all  houses,  mills  and  all  improve¬ 
ments  thereon  made  and  done.  The  boundries  placed  this  mill  north 
of  what  is  now  known  as  (IS96)  Lawton’s  saw  mill,  about  a  mile  north 
of  Rodman’s  mill  at  Mooresfield,  aaxi&xaniEdfi^xxti^xsMxmiiixatxx 
This  must  have  been  almost  the  first  mill  in  So. Kingston,  as  it 
antedates  the  old  mill  at  Peacedale  by  nearly  half  a  century. 

In  1721, George  gave  to  his  son,  Caleb,  150  acres  with  all  houses 
and  outhouses, etc,-  -  -  in  a  place  called  the  Back  Side  of  the 

Pond.  His  will  proved  in  1743,  gives  to  his  son  Col. Thomas  the 
homestead  farm  where  I  now  live,  with  all  housings,  goods,  chatties 
and  credit,  and  he  to  have  profits  till  17^7  of  northern  part  of 
Back  Side  farm,  and  profits  of  land  given  to  grandsons  Robert  and 
Caleb,  sons  of  my  son  Caleb,  till  said  Caleb  is  21,  my  son  Caleb 
having  had  his  .share  of  my  estate  before  his  death.  In  the  invent¬ 
ory  of  his  personal  estate,  there  are  17  slaves,  3°“^°  head  of  cattle, 
150  sheep,  and  other  animals.  The  names  of  the  slaves  were,-  Jack, 
Jane,  Caesar,  Ming,  Prlsh,  Betty,  Jenny,  Goe,  Paro,  Harry,  Will, 

Jacob,  John,  Cuff,  and  infants  Dinah  and  Moll. 

The  Hazards  were  Quakers,  were  very  kind  to  their  slaves,  and 
were  among  the  first  to  free  their  slaves.  (See  Gardners  &  Quakers.) 

To  his  son  Oliver  (Gardner  ancestor)  was  given  3C0  acres  of 
land  in  NO. Kingston,  this  being  in  addition  to  other  land  given  him 
by  deed.  Land  in  Point  Judith,  including  the  Foddering  Place  with 
islands  in  the  pond,  had  been  given  to  his  son  Gonernor  George 
Hazard,  who  died  before  his  father.  Col. Thomas  Hazard  was  made 
residuary  legatee.

In  both  the  Hazard  and  Brownell  Family  books,  in  the  N.B.  Public 
Library,  it  is  recorded  that  Patience  Greene  married  Oliver, Jr.  son 
of  Oliver  &  Elizabeth.  We  believe  that  this  is  Incorrect. 

Oliver, Jr. , as  recorded  later, was  born  in  Jamestown, R. I .  he  never 
lived  in  So.Kingston,  and  all  of  his  thirteen  children  were  born 
in  Westport,  Mass. 

Referring  to  Record  of  Marriages  by  the  Rev. Joseph  Tcrrey,  as 
complied  by  William  Davis  Miller,  a  copy  of  which  is  in  the  N.B. 
Public  Library,  on  P.l4  is  found  the  following:- 

"Oliver  Hazard  of  this  Town  ( So. Kingston)  &  Patience  Greene  of 
Ea6t  Greenwich  were  lawfully  married  Nov. 23 ,1756. " 

We  believe  this  was  Oliver,  Sr.,  and  not  Junior. 

In  the  R.  I.  Historical  Society  at  Newport, R.  I.  ,  there  is  a 
copy  of  the  NEWPORT  MERCURY,  dated  July  15,1809,  in  which  is  a 
death  notice  as  follows:- 

“Patience  Hazard  died  in  Providence,  9th.  July ,  1809  in 
80th. year,  wife  of  the  late  Oliver  Hazard  of  South  Kingston. 11 

If  Patience  had  been  the  wife  of  Oliver, Jr.  ,  who  lived  in  tfestpcrt 
fill  of  his  life,  it  would  seem  that  the  death  notice  would  have 
read  much  different.  Oliver  Jr. would  have  been  ninettn  years  old 
find  It  is  possible  that  he  could  have  been  the  father  of  the  three 
children  born  to  Patience.  However  the  Dartmouth  Records,  P.23S, 
record  his  marriage  to  Abigail  Brownell  as  Jan. 19,1768,  and  there 
is  no  record  of  a  divorce  in  the  Hazard  bible,  which  in  1925  was 
in  the  possession  of  Bertha  T. Leonard  of  Newport, R.  I. 

We  believe  that  these  records  difflnately  prove  that  Patience 
Greene  was  the  wife  of  Oliver, Sr. 

At  Newport  I  found  a  reference  to  a  paper  by  Elisha  Howard, 
which  had  some  reference  to  these  marriages,  and  which  is  also 
supposed  to  be  filed  at  the  N.B. Public  Library,  but  I  was 
unable  to  find  it. 
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Although  the  Gardners  are  descended  from  Oliver, Jr. ,  It  Is  of 
Interest  to  mention  that  his  slster,Mercy ,  married  Freeman  Perry, 
and  their  son  Christopher  married  Sarah  Wallace  Alexander.

If  we  approch  the  south  shores  of  England  at  the  Bristol  Channel, 
we  pass  Newport,  and  then  if  we  follow  the  Urk  River,  pass  the  town 
of  Urk,  we  arrive  at  Abergavenny.

Here  at  Abergavenny,  Monmouthshire,  V<ales,  the  King  of  Gwent - 
land  built  the  Abergavenny  Castle  inA.J.  1100,  and  married  Nesta, 
daughter  of  -Jestin  of  Gurgan,  King  of  Glamorgan.  It  is  here  that 
the^ARNQLD  FaMILY  had  its  origin,  on  maternal  side,  from  Alfred 
the  Great,  King  of  England,  who  was  born  in  849- 

After  ten  generations,  during  which  time  the  family  intermarried 
with  Dukes  and  Lords,  we  find  the  name  of  “^rnholt",  and  then  in 
the  next  generations  we  find  the  names  of  Roger  Arnold, Thomas 
Arnold,  Richard,  John  and  henry  Arnold.  And  then  we  come  to 
another  Thomas,  father  of  Nicholas  Arnold,  a  taller.

Gideon  was  a  mason  by  trade,  and  had  a  shop  on  the  west  side  of 
roster  st.,next  north  of  the  N. V, •  cor. of  North  &  Poster  streets. 

Gideon  and  Issac  Vest  and  also  Gibbs  Taber  and  Frederick 
Underwood  received  the  Contract  to  erect  the  North  Congregational 
Church  in  1336.  apparently  Gideon  and  Issac  best  executed  the 
masonry  wo rk . 

The  Contract  is  registered  at  the  New  Bedford  Registry  of 
Deeds,  Book  40,  pages  4^,  50,  and  51.  The  amount  of  the  Contract 
was  jll,500,00  The  amont  may  have  been  just  for  the  masonry 
work  as  it  would  seem  that  the  entire  church  would  have  cost 
more  even  in  those  days. 

Both  Gideon  and  his  wife, Olive,  were  members  of  the  Church, 
and  owned  a  per  until  the  time  when  all  of  the  pews  were  declared 

free. 

No  doubt  he  executed  the  masonry  work  on  some  of  the  mills 
and  business  blocks,  and  also  built  his  homestead  at  48  North 
Street. 
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In  his  business  he  had  a  horse  and  an  express  wagon, the  seat  of 
which  had  no  back.  Iremember  once  when  I  rode  with  him,  that  the 
horse  suddenly  started  up  and  I  fell  over  back  into  a  tub  of  freash 
mortar. 

Gideon  and  Olive  were  married  on  Sept. 17, 1827 ,  at  the  North  Con¬ 
gregational  church, by  the  Rev.  Sylvester  Holmes. 

Olive  was  a  small  woman, but  very  active  and  a  very  lovable  person. 

Their  children  were:-  Stephen  Potter,  b. 1828 , d. 1912;  Drusilla,  b. 
Dec. 8, 1830.  d.Feb.23,1895;  Olive,  b.June  22, 1845, d.  -  ;  Mary ,1840-1891 
Drusilla  married  William  Knight, who  was  b.^pr. 14, 1823 ,  d.  1878. 

Ke  was  in  the  furMture  business.  Their  son  Charles  was  a  printer 
and  later  was  the  manager  of  the  N.B. Evening  Joural.  I  delivered 
papers  for  the  Journal.  Charles  married  Ella  Robbins,  (See  Robbins 
Family)  and  both  Mrs. Knight  and  their  daughter  alice  are  living  in 
New  Eedford  on  this  date. 

Drusilla  maintained  a  private  school  on  the  north  side  of  North  St. 
next  west  of  Foster  St.  Our  mother  *(2)HLLEN«  went  there  to  school, 
together  with  some  of  our  so  called  “^unts"  ,  and  later  taught  school 
there.  The  building  was  demolished  many  years  ago. 

Mary  P.  married  Daniel  Vv. Sampson,  a  seaman,  who  was  b.l834,d.l882. 

Olive  married  first  George  D. Buckley,  who  was  b. Jan. 1844,  d.Oct. 
25,1975*  Olive  married  second  Frank  Hervey,of  Medford, Mass. , where 
he  was  the  proprietor  of  a  large  grocery  store.  He  was  a  veteran  of 
the  Civil  War.  They  had  no  children.  I  visited  them  in  Medford, 
and  during  one  summer  vacation,  Charles  P.  sawyer,  so^f  (S5)  Stephen 
and  Elizabeth,  andV^Brode  our  bicycles  to  Medford  and  after  a  few 
days  rode  back  to  New  Bedford. 

Gideon  and  Olive  had  quite  a  formal  garden  in  the  east  yard,  with 
paths  which  were  bordered  with  low  evergreen  box.  He  paid  William 
Sawyer,  son  of  (s5) Stephen,  and  I,  five  cents  for  each  toad  we  could 
llnd  to  put  in  his  garden.  On  the  back  steps  there  was  Just  room 
for  two  chairs,  and  in  pleasant  weather  they  would  sit  out  there 
and  enjoy  the  garden  while  Gideon  smoked  his  pipe.  It  seemed^that 
great-grandmother  enjoyed  the  odor  of  the  pipe  also. 

In  the  west  yard  there  was  a  well  which  no  doubt  supplied  the 
water  before  the  City  water  system  was  installed.  Soon  after 
our  family  moved  there  father  had  the  well  filled  up  for  fear  that 
some  of  the  small  children  might  fall  into  it. 

In  the  front  vestibule  there  were  two  fire  buckets  hung  high 
up  on  the  ceiling.  These  buckets  were  highly  decorated  and  were 
use  in  case  of  fire.  In  the  street  was  a  large  reservoir, similar 
to  a  sand  catcher,  and  which  supplied  the  water  for  the  hand  pumps 
which  were  used  before  steam  fire  engines  came  into  use.

Benjamin  and  his  brother, James,  moved  from  Kingston, Mass,  to 
Chebague  Point, Nova  Scotia  in  1762,  with  their  families  and  stock. 

James  settled  on  what  is  now  called  ’’Pickney  Foint" ,  across 
the  entrance  of  Chebogue  Harbor,  opposite  Chebogue  Foint.  Later  he 
removed  to  Yarmouth, Me. .where  he  died  at  the  age  of  100  years. 

Benjamin  was  among  the  first  settlers  on  Chebogue  Point  in  1762. 
The  grant,  No. 1, was  set  off  to  him,  but  before  he  came  into  possession 
ion  of  the  title  he  was  drowned  in  the  Lobster  i^ond.  The  grant 
consisted  of  three  lots  in  different  parts  of  the  Town,  total  of 
916  acres.  (Brown’s  History ,P44) 

On  his  death  his  widow, Ablgal,  became  the  grantee. 

After  the  death  of  Benjamin,  ablgal  returned  to  Massachusetts, 
with  her  son,  Joseph,  and  married  Lemuel  Crooker  of  Carver. 

In  17S0,  Lemuel  and  Ablgal  deeded  to  David  Hersey  the  lot  on 
Chebogue  Point,  about  eighty  acres.  _ 

In  178O  Joseph  returned  to  Chebogue,  and  bought  out  Hersey.

Sarah  (bhattuck)  Gardner,  wife  of  Richard,  was  "excommunicated" 
from  the  first  Church  of  balem  for  "attending  the  meetings  of  the 
Quakers,"  in  1662. 

I  find.no  record  of  Richard  being  "excommunicated",  so  he  may 
not  have  been  a  member  of  the  first  Church  at  that  time. 

Richard’s  father,  Thomas,  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Cape  ann 
ans  balem  (bee  Gardner  Family) ,  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
First  Church  of  balem,  and  apparently  remained  a  member  all  his  life. 

Richard  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Quakers  with  his  wife, and 
in  1666  (Mr. Jones  says  1673)  being  persecuted  "  for  attending  the 
Quaker  meetings"  they  moved  to  Nantucket. 

Christopher  Holder  moved  to  balem,  and  on  bept .21,1657  attempted 
to  speak  in  public,  advancing  tne  doctrines  of  Quakerism.  He  was 
seized  by  the  hair  and  violently  stopped,  bamuel  bhattuck,  who  we 
believe  was  a  brother  of  barah,  although  one  of  the  dissenting 
circle,  went  to  his  rescue®  On  account  of  his  assistance  he  was 
arrested  as  a  "friend  of  the  Quakers"  and  taken  to  Boston.  He  was 
place  under  bond  not  to  go  to  any  of-  the  meetings  and  to  answer 
at  the  next  General  Court. 


borne  of  the  balem  Colony,  among  which  were  the  bouthwicks, 
bamuel  bhattuck  and  George  Gardner  (relation  not  proved)  were 
shocked  by  the  persecution  of  the  Quakers  and  withdrew  from  the 
balem  Church.  Perhaps  they  had  been  influenced  by  Roger  tJilliame 
who  had  been  banished  from  the  Colony  for  his  radical  views  of 
religious  tolerance.  They  were  fined  for  not  attending^  the  estab¬ 
lished  Church,  and  presumably  later  joined  with  the  Quakers. 

bamuel  bhattuck  made  his  way  back  to  England  by  way  of  the 
Barbadoes,  where  he  beared  testimony  of  the  persecution  of  the 
Quakers  in  New  England,  also  in  England  were  Christopher  Holder 
and  John  Copeland,  visible  "witnesses"  with  their  cropped  ears, 
and  Josiah  bouthwick  and  Nicholas  Phelps  of  balem,  bearing  their 
testimony.  Other  witnesses  told  of  the  sufferings  and  wrongs. 

bamuel  bhattuck  returned  to  Boston  with  a  mandamus  issued  by 
order  of  the  King,  dated  bept. 9, 1661,  to  Gov. John  nndicott ,  nsq 
ordering  that  the  persecution  of  the  Quakers  must  be  stopped, 
to  send  such  persons  responsible  to  England  and  answer  to  the 

It  seemed  impossible  to  send  them  to  England,  and  therefore 
all  Quakers  who  were  in  custody  were  relased. 

The  first  Quakers  to  land  in  America  were  Mary  Fisher  and  ^nn 
Austin,  who  came  from  England,  and  landed  in  ^oston  on  July , 11,1656. 
They  were  not  well  received  by  the  Boston  Puritans . 

The  Puritans  and  the  Quakers  were  alike  in  many  of  the 
principles  and  doctrines,  noth  were  God-fearing,  P^ses-ed Dartles 
passion  for  righteousness  and  opposed  to  tryanny,  P 

seemed  to  believe  that  as  they  alone  were  in  possession  of  the 
"Truth",  so  they  alone  had  the  right  to  rest: rain  and  crush  all 
Jther  opinion.  The  leaders  of  each  seemeu  incapable  of  understand 

^  The^Puritans  resorted  to  violence  to  banish  the  Quakers  from 
their  colonies,  but  there  is  no  record  of  any  violence  performed 
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by  the  Quarkers  In  retaliation. 

The  Quakers  were  peaceful  and  lived  daily  lives  of  radiant 
goodness  in  simple  neighborhood  service.  “They  possessed  an  infinite 
confidence  in  God,  and  withal  tender  in  love  and  humility."  They 
considered  themselves  the  Lord*  s  Prophets.  They  were  wrongfully 
accused  of  denying  the  Holy  Scriptures.  They  used  no  sacraments. 
Their  Declaration  of  Faith  is  very  similar  to  the  apostle’s  Creed 
as  practiced  in  Protestant  Churches. 

The  Quakers  were  opposed  to  capital  punishment,  refused  to  take 
up  arms  in  any  type  of  warfare,  refused  to  take  an  oath,  and  were 
opposed  to  some  types  of  music  and  art,  and  also  opposed  to  dancing. 
Marriages  with  the  “worldfes  people"  "was  made  as  difficult  as  possibl 
A  .member  would  be  “disowned"  for  entering  into  such  a  marriage,  or 
might  be  disowned  for  even  attending  such  a  wedding.  They  prescribed 
a  fixed  form  of  simple  drees  without  any  ornaments,  a  member  might 
be  “disowned"  for  wrearing  metal  buckles  on  his  shoes  or  some  other 
simple  breach  of  the  rules. 

Laws  against  the  Quakers  were  paseed  in  the  Mass. Bay  Colony, 
including  Salem  and  Plymouth,  and  fines  were  provided,  Tines  were 
prescribed  for  even  assisting  or  associating  with  the  Triends. 

History  records  the  persecution  of  the  Quakers  in  Boston,  nalem 
and  Plymouth.  Many  of  the  Quakere  were  jailed,  whipped  and  banished, 
and  some  were  executed  by  the  Puritans.  Some  of  the  tortures  were 
too  gruesome  to  relate  here. 

Many  of  the  Quakers  who  were  banished  from  Massachusetts  found  an 
haven  in  Rhode  Island.  Roger  Williams, although  not  a  Quaker,  was 
banished  from  Plymouth  and  again  from  nalem  for  advancing  radical 
religious  ideas.  He  founded  the  Colony  in  Rhode  Island  on  the 
principle  of  the  absolute  separation  of  Church  and  State,  and 
religious  freedom,  all  religious  denominations  were  admitted. 

The  Quakers  first  settled  in  what  is  now  Portsmouth,  and  later 
in  1639  extended  into  Newport.  (See  H^Z-t-RD  FAMILY  in  Newport) 

Under  Roger  Williams  all  were  subject  to  certain  civic  duties, 
and  later  in  1672,  the  Quakers  were  In  conflict  with  Williams  on 
account  of  their  Ideas  of  warfae  and  civil  duties. 

The  Quakers  were  aggressive  and  soon  spread  their  doctrines 
into  Cape  God,  Martha’s  Vineyard  and  Nantucket. 

John  Copeland  and  Christopher  Holder  went  fca  from  Newport  to 
Martha’  Vineyard  where  they  were  not  well  received, except  by  the 
Indians.  The  Indians  paddled  them  over  to  the  mainland  where  they 
crossed  over  to  Sandwich,  wrhich  was  a  part  of  the  Plymouth  Colony. 

Meantime  the  Plymouth  Colony  had  passed  laws  against  the  Quakers, 
and  finally  the  Plymouth  Court  ordered  Copeland  and  Holder  escorted 
50  miles  toward  Rhode  Island.  I  am  sorry  to  relate  that  John  nlden, 
one  of  our  ancestors,  wras  one  of  the  magistrates  wrho  took  some 
part  in  the  harrying  of  the  Quakers  in  Plymouth  Colony. 

However  when  one  or  two  were  banished,  others  took  up  the  work, 
and  by  1660  the  southern  part  of  Massachusetts  wae  honeycombed 
with  Quakerism. 

of  our  ancestors  from  Richard  Gardner  down  to  and  includ¬ 
ing  Simeon  who  lived  in  Nantucket,  married  among  Friends  •  They 
and  their  wives  are  recorded  as  Quakers  in  the  records  at  the 
Nantucket  Quaker  Meetinghouse.  So  we  are  particularly  Interested 
in  the  history  of  the  Nantucket  Quakers. 

To  quote  Mr. Rufus  M. Jones,-  “One  of  the  most  Important  events

1659,  in  company  with  Edward  Starbuck,  Iesac  Coleman  and  James 
Coffin,  and  sailed  around  the  Cape  to  Nantucket.  Macy  had  been  a 
man  of  influence  in  Salisbury.  He  was  a  Baptist  of  the  seeker-type 
and  frequently  “exhorted0  in  public.  He  came  into  collision  with 
the  authorities,  at  Salisbury  for  preaching  without  ordination,  and 
again  for  entertaining  Quakers  in  violation  of  the  law  of  1657. 

No  doubt  the  reason  for  his  migration  was  his  desire  to  follow  his 
conscience  and  to  get  free  from  the  tyranny  of  the  clergy  and  those 

in  authority.  . 

Later  in  the  same  year  1659*  Tristram  Co f fin, father  of  James 
mentioned  above,  Joined  the  settlers  on  the  Island,  and  became  their 

first  Chief  Magistrate.  s 

Mary  Coffin,  b.ln  Haverhill, Mass ., Feb. 20 , 1645 *  dau.of  Tristram 
<&  Dionis,  came  with  her  parents  to  Nantucket,  .at  the  age  of  17  years 
she  married  Nathaniel  Starbuck.  She  wae  a  silver-tongued  speaker  in 
public  gatherings  and  also  in  Town  Meetings  which  were  frequently 
held  in  her  home.  She  became  known  as  the  "Great  Ionian",  long 
regarded  as  the  mother  of  the  settlement,  second  to  none  in  sound¬ 
ness  of  Judgement  and  general  intelligance. 

In  1701,  Mary  (Coffin)  Starbuck  became  a  leader  in  the  movement 
to  establish  a  Friends  Meeting,  which  soon  became  a  powerful  influ¬ 
ence  in  the  affairs  of  the  Town.  She  seemed  divinely  prepared  to 
be  the  Pillar.

Simeon  Gardner  was  the  only  one  of  the  family  who  was  “ disowned" • 
This  accured  on  Sept .25,1768 •  If  the  dates  are  correct,  this  occu- 
red  six  years  after  he  migrated  to  Nova  Scotia.  7 e  have  previously 
mentioned  some  of  the  simple  reasons  for  disowning  some  of  their 
members.  See  GARDNERS  of  NOVA  SCOTIA,  'p.??. 

The  movement  by  the  Quakers  against  slavery  involved  the 
Hazards  of  So. Kingston,  R.I.,  the  ancestors  of  Lydia  Hazard  who 

married  (G3)  Andrew  Gardner, Jr. 

George  Hazard,  a  prosperous  farmer  and  large  land  holder,  had 
17  slaves.  On  the  homestead  farm  are  still  seen  long  lines  of  stone 
walls,  built  by  the  slaves,  and  still  standing  firm  and  straight. 
George  used  his  slaves  very  kindly,  and  was  biterly  opposed  to  the 
Quaker  movement  against  slavery,  although  he  himself  was  a  Quaker. 

Hie  son,  Thomas,  generally  called  “College  Tom'  ,  was  one  of 
the  first  Friends  to  awake  to  the  evil- of  slave-holding. 

In  1727  at  the  Rhode  Island  Yearly  ivl  eeting,  the  following  minutes 
declared:-  “It  Is  the  sense  of  this  Meeting  that  the  importation 
of  Negroes  from  their  native  country  and  relations  is  not  a 
commendable  nor  allowable  practice  and  that  practice  is  censured 
by  this  Meeting." 
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TWille  Thomas  was  visiting  some  Friends  in  Conneticut,  he  overheard 
a  remark  that  “Quakers  were  not  Christian  people'*,  in  reffering 
to  the  slavery  -  movement ,  "they  are  not  Christians  because  they  held 
their  fellow-man  in  slavery." 

No  doubt  this  visit  lead  Thomas  to  see  the  evils  of  slavery. 

Thomas1  s  father  vigorously  objected  to  his  son’s  new  ideas  and 
threatened  to  disinherit  him.  However  in  his  will  be  bequeathed 
a  part  of  his  estate  and  one  slave  to  his  son,  Thomas. 

Thomas  immediately  freed  his  slave,  provided  that  he  would  not 
become  a  public  charge,  and  cultivated  his  farm  with  free  labor. 

when  the  Colonies  were  free  from  England,  the  Quakers  freed 
all  of  their  slaves. 


Nantucket  Monthly  Meetings  were  established  on  May  26,1708* 

The  latest  Nantucket  Meetinghouse  was  built  by  the  friends  in  lo^o, 
and  also  originally  used  by  them  as~  a  school.  It  was  transferred 
into  a  place  of  worship  in  1864  and  continued  as  such  until  1900 
when  Eunice  Paddock,  the  last  member  of  the  Society,  passed  away. 

Meetings  werei  still  being  held  at  different  times. 


An  Historical  Association  was  formed  to  preserve  the  Quaker 
Records,  and  in  1904  the  association  erected  the  present  fire-proof 
MUSEUM,  in  which  is  preserved  the  Records  and  many  article^  oi 
historical  interest. 


The  Historical  .association  also  maintain  the  Nantucket 
Atheneum,  1847-  1956,  which  is  opened  to  the  public  as  a  public

One  could  spend  months  there  in  research  work. 


The  founding  of  our  great  Republic  was  started  by  several  types 
of  religious  movements.  The  Quaker  influence,  both  in  Engl an 
and  America,  played  an  important  part  in  shaping  ^he 
policies  of  our  national  life.  One  shining  example  of  Quaker 
Influence  was  Benjamin  Franklin,  a  stanch  Quaker.

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WHaLING  VOYAGES 
of  our  ancestors, 

Gardners,  hazards  and  colli ks. 


Abrief  outline  of  the  Whaling  Industry  may  help  us  to  understand 
the  hardships  and  tcrila  of  whaling  endured  by  o&r  ancestors. 

I  shall  not  try  to  write  a  Text  booh  or  even  a  complete  description 
of  whaling.  I  surely  never  went  whaling,  and  have  never  even  seen 
a  wnale.  I  have  seen  porpoises,  or  were  they  dolphins?  I  believe 
that  they  belong  to  the  same  family  mammals  with  the  whales,  and 
should  not  classed  as  fish. 

You  might  call  this  a  review  of  some  of  the  books  which  I  have  read. 

For  a  study  of  whaling,  I  would  refer  you  to  Starbuck’ s"Kistory 
ofi  Whaling",  "Moby-Dick"  by  Herman ‘Melville,  "Nantucket’s  Story" 
by  Will  Gardner,  "Fighting  the  Whale"  by  R.M. Ballantyne ,1S70, 

"Rotch  Family"  by  John  M, Bullard,  and  "Sea-Hunters"  by  E. a, Stackpole. 

host  of  these  books  and  may  others  will  be  found  in  our  N.3. 

Public  Library. 

At  the  Old  Dartmouth  Historical  Society,  New  Bedford,  one  will 
find  a  half-sized  model  of  a  whaleshlp,  with  all  of  the  rigging, 
and  appliances, together  with  many  relics  and  pictures,  and  from  which 
one  may  gain  a  most  excellent  idea  of  the  old  whaling  Industry. 

Sixty-five  years  ago,lS90,  at  the  foot  of  North  Street , several 
old  wnaleships,  which  had  made  their  last  voyage,  were  moored  at 
the  wharf.  They  were  stripped  of  all  rigging  and  anything  of  value, 
even  some  of  the  masts  were  gone.  I  often  fished  from  the  decks  of 
these  old  ships,  catching  small  scup,  which  I  cleaned  and  sold 
around  the  neighborhood  for  one  cent  each.  Fifty  cents  in  those 
days  was  a  good  day’s  pay  for  a  small  boy. 

At  the  wharves,  which  are  now  Bier#4  and  Homer’s  Wharf,  I 
remember  seeing  some  of  the  old  whaleships  unloading  their  oil. 

Large  wooden  casks,  which  held  6  barrels  of  oil  were  stored  on  the 
wharf  and  covered  with  sea-weed  to  keep  the  hot  sun  from  opening 
the  seams. 

Even  in  those  days  there  were  a  few  vessels  whaling  out  of 
New  Bedford.  The  Captain  and  most  of  the  crew  were  qite  often 
Portuguese  or  Bravos. 

^s  early  as  1706,  our  Gardner  ancestors,  or  some  of  their 
cousins,  were  engaged  in  shore  whaling  at  Nantucket.  They  were 
descended  from  the  same  Thomas  Gardner,  or  one  of  his  sons,  Richard 
or  John.  The  whaling  stage  was  at  Sacacha  on  the  east  side  of 
the  Island.  From  the  "crow's  nest"  at  the  top  of  a  tall  mast,  two 
men  would  scan  the  ocean  for  the  spout  of  a  whale.  On  the  beach 
was  a  group  of  men  ready  to  launch  their  boat,  when  they  heard  the 
signal,  "Thar  she  Blows". 

Their  boats  were  modeled  after  the  double-ended  canoes  used  by 
the  Indians, about  twenty-four  feet  long,  manned  by  four  oarsmen 
with  long  oars.  They  also  had  a  sail.  The  same  type  of  boat  was 
also  used  later  by  the  large  whaleships,  but  were  2S  or  30  feet  long. 

To  quote  from  Jill  Gardner,  in  "Nantucket’s  Story", - 
"Less  than  a  mile  away  could  be  seen  the  chase.  Three  boats  were 
out, and  one  of  these, fast  to  a  whale  was  being  dragged  by  the  whale 
at  such  a  spped  (some  called  this  the"Sleigh  Ride.)  that  great

waves  of  foam  and  spray  were  forced  Into  the  air  by  the  bow  of  the 
boat  as  she  cut  the  water.  Then  the  whale  ,f sounded" . 

"Leaping  cut  of  the  water  so  that  much  of  his  black  body  was  in 
view,  he  slid  into  the  deep, head  first,  his  huge  fanlike  tail  disa¬ 
ppearing  in  the  water,  -  -  -  When  would  he  come  up?  Where  would 

he  come  up?  The  boats  must  be  ready  for  anything.  (  A  whale  is  not 
a  fish,  and  after  not  much  more  than  an  hour  he  must  come  to  the 
surface  for  air.)  In  about  an  hour  the  whhle  "breached" , coming  up 
head  first  and  ready  for  a  fight.  In  the  distance  the  boats  could 
be  seen  closing  in  for  the  kill.  In  the  bow  of  each  boat  stood  the 
steersman  with  his  long  sharp  lance  in  hand.  Suddenly, with  a  jerk, 
the  bow  of  the  boat  fastened  to  the  whale  was  pulled  around,  all  i$ 
each  boat  were  alert,  -  -  then  the  fastened  boat  was  almost 

sucked  under.  Slack  was  given  to  the  harpoon  line,  and  then  the 
whale  broke  water.  Again  the  race  was  on,  but  the  speed  was  slower. 
Again  the  whale  sounded,  and  another  w ait  began.  But  hardly  had 
the  three  boats  gathered  around  the-  spot  where  he  disappeared  when 
he  rose  beneath  the  fastened  boat. 

"With  a  lunge  forward  the  boatsteerer  drove  the  long  sharp 
lance  into  the  monster.  He  struck  his  "life",  for  with  a  wild  whirl 
of  fury  the  whale  threw  his  ennormous  tail  upward  and  brought  it 
down  as  the  men  sought  safety  and  pushed  the  boat  back  with  their 
oars.  Once  more  the  whale  made  a  short  run.  Quickly  the  boats 
came  on.  Once  more  the  lance  was  plunged  deep  into  the  "life"  and 
a  great  spurt  of  blood  and  vapor  came  from  his  spout,  and  blew  over 
the  boats, drenching  the  men  with  its  scarlet  flow.  -  -  After  one 

last  wild  but  weak  flurry,  the  whale  settled  in  the  water,  rolled 
half  on  his  side,  one  huge  flapper  fin  rising  limp  and  lifeless 
from  his  black  body." 

The  chase  was  over. 


By  the  help  of  the  tide  and  a  beach  windlass,  the  whale  was 
dragged  to  the  beach,  cutting  in  was  started,  and  fires  were  started 
under  the  three-legged  iron  kettles.  The  Indians  were  gathered 
around  waiting  for  the  delicate  and  much-desired  meat. 

Once  the  "trying-out"  wa3  started,  the  shore  crew  and  Indians 
worked  night  and  day  until  the  oil  was  all  tried  out. 


Later  the  Nantucket eers  fitted  out  small  sloops  of  25  or  40  tons, 
and  went  "off  shore  whaling"  for  two  to  six  weeks.  The  blubber  was 
cut  up,  packed  in  Hogsheads,  and  when  they  were  full  returned  to 
Nantucket  where  the  oil  was  tried  out  on  the  shore.  Shore  and 
off-shore  whaling  continued  simultaneous  for  over  fifty  years. 


The  records  of  Nantucket  are  full  of  Gardners  who  went  whaling. 
In  1726,  some  one  by  the  name  of  undrew  Gardner,  not  our  "andrew", 
took  four  whales.  Five  other  Gardners  took  ten  whales.  This  was 
shore  whaling.  We  may  not  be  able  to  prove  direct  relationship, 
but  no  doubt  were  descended  from  the  same  Thomas. 

Between  1763-67,  seven  Gardners  were  masters  of  whaling 
vessels  sailing  out  of  Nantucket.  (See  Starbuck’ s  History  of  -/haling, 


(G3)  ANDREW  GARDNER,  Jr.  made  three  whaling  voyages. 

Mr. William  H. Tripp,  a  school  mate  of  mine,  and  former  Curator  at 
The  Old  Dartmouth  Historical  Society,  made  a  research  for  me  of 
the  old  whaling  records  and  found  undrew, Jr.  listed  in  the 
11  Crew  Lists"  as  follows 
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SHIP  OCEON,  34-0  tons,  Capt.Driggs  (or  Capt.Swan),  sailed  July  6, 
1649,  out  of  New  Bedford, has a. ,  cruised  in  Pacific,  arrived  April 
15>1853-  131C  hbl.of  oil.  Andrew  Gardner  was  a  seaman  (ship  carp¬ 

enter),  age  21  yrs.old. 

BaRK  EUGENIa,  356  tuns,  Capt. Cottle,  sailed  Nov. 5,1655,  out  of 
New  Bedford, Mass.  ,  cruised  in  Pacific,  arrived  May  17,12>59>  15°o  ddj.. 
of  oil,  Andrew  Gardner  was  a  seaman  (boatswain-mate) , age  27  yrs.old. 

In  the  N. 3. Public  Library,  there  is  a  copy  of  the  Log  of 
Bark  Eugfenla,  Capt . Cottle, Master. 

One  entry  refered  to  "Mr.  Gardner11 .  This  might  mean  that  he 
was  a  mate,  as  seamen  were  not  ordinarily  addressed  as  "Mr." 

BaRK  SaMUEL  &  THOMaS,  191  tons,  of  Mattapoisett  ,'Mass.  , 

R.L.Barstow, Owner,  Capt.Asa  Hoxie,  sailed  Sept . 3 >1^59 »  cruised  in 
Atlantic,  arrived  June  29,1^63,  5&0  bbl.of  oil. 

Andrew  Gardner  was  First  Mate,  age  not  given. 

I  wrote  to  Mattapoisett,  but  was  unable  to  find  any  record  of  the 
Log  of  this  voyage. 

From  the  amount  of  oil  brought  in,  I  think  we  can  assume  that  each 
voyage  was  profitable  both  for  the  owners  and  the  crews. 

In  each  entry  of  the  "Crew  Lists",  Andrew  is  recorded  as  of 
Nantucket.  At  one  time  we  thought  that  he  might  have  been  born 
in  Nantucket,  but  later  we  found  that  he  was  born  in  Yarmouth, N. S. 

On  later  research  at  Nantucket  we  found  no  record  of  any 
"Andrew"  born  about  that  time,  and  we  doubt  if  he  ever  lived  there. 
This  maybe  a  mistake  as  many  Gardners  sailed  out  of  Nantucket,  or 
he  may  have  been  visiting  some  of  his  relatives  there.  If  he  gave 
hi6  residence  as  Nantucket,  he  may  have  had  some  reason,  perhaps  to 
avoid  any  question  of  citizenship. 

At  one  time,  Grand-father  Andrew  told  me  that  some  of  his 
happiest  days  were  spent  when  at  sea,  in  spite  of  the  perils  and 
hardships.  I  have  no  doubt  that  his  sterling  Christian  character 
was  an  inspiration  to  his  fellow  crew  members.  Often  their  very 
lives  depended  on  the  team  work  of  fellow  crew  members,  when  they 
were  aloft  furlling  sail,  or  out  on  the  sea  chasing  a  whale. 

what  a  chance  to  study  human  nature,  and  learn  to  be  considerate 
Of  others.  What  a  chance  to  study  the  wonders  of  this  universe, 
the  change  of  seasons,  the  white  caps  of  the  sea,  and  the  galaxy 
of  the  stars  and  the  northern  lights. 

Andrew, Jr.  was  of  a  mild  and  gentle  disposition,  I  doubt  if 
he  would  have  killed  a  mouse,  and  I  wonder  how  he  could  have  had 
courage  to  butcher  a  whale.  No  doubt  he  must  have  killed  many. 

During  one  of  his  vayages,  which  one  we  are  not  sure,  he  was 
severely  injured.  Father  told  his  son, (14)  Andrew,  the  story  of 
this  aocident.  While  they  were  out  chasing  a  whale,  the  whale 
had  sounded,  and  when  he  came  up  with  his  mouth  wide  open,  they 
found  their  boat  was  crosswise  in  the  whale’s  mouth.  Fortunately 
the  waves  washed  the  boat  outthe  side  of  the  whale’s  mouth, and 
as  the  boat  passed  out,  grandfather's  head  was  hit  by  a  tooth 
of  the  whale.  This  injury  caused  a  scar  which  he  carried  to 
his  grave.  Father  said  it  was  a  miracle  that  the  boat  touched  none 
of  the  whale's  feelers,  otherwise  the  boat  would  have  been  crushed. 

Both  father  and  Cornelia  (adopted  daughter)  knew  of  this  scar 
on  his  head,  and  as  grandfather  was  not  the  type  of  man  to  tell 
yarns,  both  had  no  reason  to  doubt  the  story. 

I  also  know  that  one  of  his  hands  was  deformed  with  a  large 
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bump  on  the  back.  I  was  told  that  this  was  caused  while  whaling.. 

It  may  have  been  caused  at  the  same  time  of  the  encounter  with  the 
whale.  Although  the  accident  to  his  hand  did  not  bother  him  in  his 
work  as  a  stair-builder,  I  understood  that,  on  account  of  this 
hand,  he  was  refused  enlistment  in  the  Union  Army  at  the  time  of 
the  Civil  war. 

hany  of  the  whale  boats  were  crushed  to  splinters,  and  the 
entire  crew  dumped  into  the  sea,  in  similar  accidents  as  described 
above. Some  of  the  whales  weigh  up  to  100  tons.  They  are  of  great 
strength  and  ferocious,  particularly  after  being  pierced  with  the 
lance.  Their  tales  with  wide  horizontal  flukes  could  easily  swamp 
or  smash  a  boat.  With  its  head  it  could  ram  the  ship,  ana  the 
“SHI?  ESSEa",  out  of  Nantucket  in  1S20,  was  sunk  by  a  whale.  The 
crew's  hardship  is  too  gruesome  to  mention  here.

The  Captain  of  the  whaleship  was.  chosen  with  great  care,  some¬ 
times  he  was  part  owner,  as  the  profits  depended  on  his  judgement, 
skill  and  honesty.  The  Captain  attended  to  the  outfitting  of  the 
of  the  vessel,  and  also  the  provisions  for  the  voyage  which  might 

be  for  one  year  or  often  for  three  or  four  years. 

While  at  sea,  the  Captain  was  supreme  commander,  judge, and 

Jury,  doctor,  dentist  and  chaplain.  They  tell  a  story  about ^the 
Captain  treating  a  sick  seaman.  The  pills  w^re  numbered,  and  the 
book  called  for  ff&  pills.  They  were  just  out  of  j?&  so  the  Captain 
mixed  and 

The  crew  usually  consisted  of  three  mates,  harpooners,  and  a- 
least  30  seamen,  including  a  snip  carpenter , blacksmith  and  cooper. 

The  ships  were  provided  with  double-ended  boats  similar  as 
described  in  ’’shore  whaling",  and  the  "chase"  was  the  same  as  so 
ably  described  by  will  Gardner  as  previously  mentioned. 

The  two  principal  whales  are  the  sperm  and  the  right  whale. 

The  sperm  whale  has  one  spout  hole,  has  teeth,  and  in  the  head  is 
found  the  "case"  which  contains  the  spermaceti  which  is  considered 
the  most  valuable,  and  from  which  the  best  candles  were  made. 

Tne  right  whale  has  two  spouts,  no  teeth,  but  from  which  the 
most  valuable  whale  bone  was  obtained,  and  from  which  stays  were 
made  for  my  ladies’  corsets. 

At  tne  time  our  ancestors  went  whaling,  the  hand  harpoon  was 
being  used  the  same  as  in  "shore  whaling".  The  harpoon  had  a 
hinged  barbed  point,  and  a  whale  line  was  attached  to  the  harpoon. 
The  harpooner  would  hurl  the  harpoon  with  all  of  his  might  like  a 
Javelin,  The  line  was  coiled  in  a  tub.  Often  more  than  one  boat 
was  able  to  throw  a  harpoon.  Scon  the  "sleigh  ride"  began.  One 
Captain  told  the  cabin  boy  that  the  speed  of  a  whale  could  take 
him  around  the  world  in  twenty-three  days. 

When  the  battle  was  over,  the  whale  was  towed  alongside  the 
ship  and  fastened  with  heavy  chains.  The  cutting  in  platform  was 
lowered  and  the  cutting  in  was  begun  similar  as  in  "shore  whaling. 

Sharks  would  bit  off  large  chunks  of  blubber  and  sometimes 
would  attack  the  men.  Shark  skin  was  saved,  and  when  cleaned  and 
dried,  it  was  like  sandpaper,  and  was  used  to  polish  various 
articles  made  by  the  crew  from  whale  bone  and  teeth.  Andrew, Jr. 
made  some  of  this  scrimshaw. 

On  deck  were  two  large  iron  kettles,  encased  in  brickwork. 
After  the  fires  were  started,  the  "trying  out"  was  continued  night 
and  day  until  all  of  the  blubber  was  tried  out.  The  ollrrose  to 
tne  top  and  w^sballed  into  copper  cooling  tanks,  and  after  cooling 
was  put  into  the  large  casks  and  stowed  away  in  the  hole.  The 
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scraps  of  blabber  was  used  to  keep  the  fires  going. 

In  1736,  William  Rotch, Sr. , wrote  to  his  sons, Samuel  and  William: - 

"Boil  the  oil  out  without  burning,  keep  it  as  white  as  they  can, Jet 
boll  enough  to  keep  it  sweet,  also  clean  the  bone  well  on  the  spot 
while  fresh," 

The  deck  was  covered  with  blood  and  grease.  The  smoke  from  the 
fires  covered  the  rigging  and  the  men  with  black  soct,  so  that  it 
was  hard  to  tell  whether  a  man  was  black  or  white. 

After  the  trying  out  was  completed  everything  had  to  be  cleaned, 
and  perhaps  the  crew  had  no  more  than  finslhed  cleaning  when  they 
heard  the  signal  from  the  lookout  in  the  "Crows  nest",-  "Thar  she 
Blows",  ana  their  work  started  all  over  again. 

Some  of  the  crew  would  fry  their  hardtack  biscuits  in  the  hot 
oil  kettles,  or  perhaps  the  Captain’s  wife  would  fry  doughnuts. 

ambergris  was  often  found  in  a  sick  or  dead  whale.  This  was 
valuable  and  was  used  principally  in  manufacturing  perfumery.

He  was  probably  a  seaman  before  these  voyages. 

He  was  a  carpenter  by  trade,  and  I  worked  with  him  about  1901 
for  Chas. 0. Bright man  and  under  the  supervision  of  Father. 

Quite  often  he  would  visit  with  Father,  Sunday  afternoon,  at 
46  North  Street.  He  became  quite  deaf  and  had  a  hearing  horn. 

I  believe  that  it  was  on  account  of  his  deafness  that  he  had  to 
give  up  whaling  as  the  crew  were  playing  tricks  on  him. 

Perhaps  he  visited  with  Father  to  keep  up  the  custom  of  the 
"Gam",  i/hen  two  whaling  vessels  met  at  seas  they  held  a  "Gam"  by 
paying  a  visit  to  each  vessel.  In  that  way  they  might  get  some 
news  from  home  and  possibly  some  letters.

Hananiah  was  a  seaman  on  Bark  CHEROCXEE,  Capt. Philander  Smith, 
sailed  Nov. 1,1855,  cruised  in  Indian  Ocean, arr.  war. 21,1860 
Seaman  on  Ship  MaRY  FRaZIMR,  Capt. Job  Hathaway,  sailed  Aug. 1,1860, 
cruised  in  Indian  Ocean,  arrived  Apr. 23,1865.  _  . 

While  on  this  voyage,  Capt . Hathaway  returned  home,  and  Capt. 
Taber  was  placed  in  command.  Capt. Taber  was  taken  sick  and  was 
put  ashore  on  Island  of  Mauritins  in  the  Indian  Ocean. 

Hananiah, who  at  that  time  was  only  25  years  old,  was  also  put 
ashore  to  take  care  of  the  Captain. 

Although  Hananiah  and  his  father  were  not  directly  in  our  line 
of  ancestors,  I  have  included  the  following  letter  as  it  well 
discribes  the  experiences  endured  by  the  whalers, and  particularly 
the  experiences  of  a  young  seaman  only  25  years  old. 

Port  Louis,  Mauritins, 

Sept. 5,1864. 

Dear  Mother:  ^  . 

With  sad  thoughts  I  again  seat  myself  to  pen  a  few  lines 

to  you,  and  as  my  last  letter  was  written  in  a  hurry  I  willglve 
you  all  the  particulars  since  I  wrote  you  from  Kerna.  Allof  the 
time  we  were  there  Capt. Taber  was  very  sick  and  did  not  go  on  shore

but  once,  and  as  there  was  no  uoctor,-  -  -  we  sailed  for  Ternate. 

Capt.  Taber  went  on  shore  and  stopped  16  days  hut  got  no  better.  He 
then  came  on  board  and  we  sailed  for  i-.aurltins  where  we  arrived  on 
Aug. 2nd.  He  called  me  in  the  cabin  and  requested  me  to  take  a  box 
containing  his  watch, some  money, etc.  to  deliver  to  his  boy  if  he  should 
die.  vdhen  we  arrived  at  Mauritlns  he  called  me  again  and  told  me  he 
could  not  live,  and  wished  I  would  look  after  things.  He  went  on 
shore,  saw  the  doctor,  who  told  him  he  had  Bronchitis  instead  of  the 
Consumption. 

We  went  to  the  Hotel  Masse  -  -  which  was  very  noisy,  and  on 

iiug. 15th.  ,we  went  to  St. Mary's  Hospital,  kept  by  the  Sisters  of  Charity. 
For  19  days  I  took  care  of  him  day  and  night , sleeping  in  a  chair. 

On  the  24th.  at  6  A.h«  he  died. 

0  mother,  my  feelings  at  that  moment  I  will  not  describe,  to  see 
an  old  and  valued  friend  die  in  a  foreign  land.  The  sisters  were  veyy 
kind  to  him  and  also  to  me,  but  it  was  not  home. 

The  ship  sailed  on  the  9th.  of  August,  to  be  back  in  November. 

After  he  died  I  saw  him  layed  out  in  a  teakwooa  coffin  lined  with 
i  lead.  The  Rev.  Mr. Mason  attended  the  funeral,  and  he  also  called 
}  on  the  Captain  while  he  was  sick. 

I  then  went  to  inform  the  Consul  and  Agents  that  I  wanted  to  send 
I  his  body  home.  They  informed  me  that  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
:  place  he  must  be  buried,  and  cannot  be  removed  under  IS  months. 

|  The  agents  Informed  me  that  they  had  written  home  for  orders, 

|  and  expect  that  the  ship  will  be  sold,  but  I  hope  not.  All  of  my 

cloths  are  on  board  of  the  ship  except  two  suits.  If  I  had  had 

|  all  of  them  I  would  have  gone  off  in  the  SWALLOW,  but  I  hope  to  be 

j|  home  by  next  May.  (He  did  not  arrive  until  august.) 

|  I  assure  you  that  I  have  done  my  best,  but  by  the  appearance  of 

I  of  things  the  Consul  does  not  mean  to  act  honest  by  me.  He  gave 

me  a  receipt  for  the  things  I  put  in  his  care  and  said  he  will  send 
them  home  in  the  ship. 

The  Agents  are  very  kind  to  me  and  used  to  call  every  day  to 
inquire  for  the  Captain.  I  do  not  know  what  the  Owners  will  say 
about  my  drawing  on  them  for  money  but  I  am  obliged  to  do  so.  Tell 
them  about  it  if  you  see  them. 

Much  of  this  letter, which  is  in  the  possession  of  Miss  Elsie 
Collins, Acushnet, Mass. ,  has  been  deleted. 

It  was  nearly  a  year  before  Hananiah  arrived  home  on  Aug. 2, 1265. 

This  experience  of  a  young  man  of  25  years  helps  to  describe 
some  of  the  hardships  of  Whaling  on  those  days.  Many  of  the  Whalers 
were  ship-wreaked  or  stranded  on  foreign  lands,  perhaps  on  the  other 
side  of  the  world,  and  where  perhaps  the  natives  were  not  too 
friendly.  Many  were  crushed  in  the  ice  of  the  Artie  Ocean. 

What  was  it  that  urged  the  young  men  to  go  whaling? 

It  must  have  been  the  excitment  of  the  11  slelgh-rlde"  ,  the 
possibllty  of  wealth,  or  the  appeal  to  "Join  the  Whalers"  and  see 
the  world.

h  brief  outline  of  the  early  history  of  Nova  Scotia  may  be  help¬ 
ful  to  better  understand  the  situation  when  Simeon  Gardner  arrived 
at  Cape  Sable  in  1762. 

Five  years  after  Columbus  made  his  first  voyage  of  discovery, 

John  Cabot  sailed  from  England,  with  a  charter  issued  by  King  Henry  VII 
He  reached  Cape  Breton  Island  and  sailed  along  Nova  Scotia,  but  no 
settlement  was  established. 

In  1592  the  French, under  Marquis.,  de  La  Roche,  attempted  to 
make  a  landing  on  N. S. ,  but  was  driven  off  by  a  storm. 

The  first  real  attempt  at  colonization  was  made  under  a  patent 
issued  to  Sieur  De  Monts  by  Henry  IV  of  France,  in  1604.  Chaplain 
was  one  of  the  leaders.  The#  rounded  Cape  Sable  and  entered  ^nnop- 
olis  Basin,  where  they  established  a  colony,  and  soon  moved  to 
Port  Royal. 

Nova  Scotia  was  then  inhabited  by  the  Micmac  Indians, a  peaceful 
and  kindly  race,  who  taught  the  French  agriculture,  trapping  and 
fishing.  The  French  treated  the  Indians  kindly  and  their  misson- 
aries  converted  many  to  the  Roman  Catholic  faith.  The  missionaries 
helped  the  Indians  in  sickness  and  other  ways. 

The  French  named  the  province  '’Arcadia'' ,  the  name  believed  to  be 
derived  from  the  Indian  name  "Arcadie" meaning  a  Place  o<£  .Abundance. 

In  1621,  England  claimed  all  land  lying  between  Massachusetts 
Bay  Colony  to  Newfoundland.  They  overlapped  Arcadia  where  the 
French  were  established  and  of  course  this  was  the  start  of  trouble 
between  the  French  and  the  English. 

For  nearly  a  century  some  of  the  settlements  changed  hands 
several  times. 

Peace  was  declared  on  Jan. 9, 1760,  and  from  then  on  the  English 
were  firmly  established  in  the  Province,  Including  Cape  Briton  Island. 

Meantime  in  1755 »  the  expulsion  of  the  Acadlans  had  begun. 
Longfellow,  in  his  beloved  poem  "Evangeline"  has  immortalized  the 
Expulsion.  Over  6000  were  forcibly  deported,  for  refusing  to  take 
oath  of  allfegiance , some  as  far  as  Louisiana. 

Many  of  their  descendants  have  drifted  back  to  Nova  Scotia,  are 
allowed  their  religious  freedom,  and  have  become  loyal  citizens. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  at  least  2000  of  their  descendants 
now  living  in  New  Bedford, Mass. 

We  now  come  to  the  time  when  SIMEON  GARDNER,  with  his  family, 
migrated  from  Nantucket  to  Cape  Sable  in  1762. 

Evidently  the  English  had  made  inducements  to  the  inhabitants 
of  the  New  England  states  to  establish  their  hemes  in  Nova  Sootla,

The  book  by  Rev. Crowell  was  most  helpful  in  preparing  the  Gardner 
record.  Rev. Crowell  was  a  native  of  Barrington,  and  his  record  is 
considered  the  best  authority.  He  was  a  descendant  of  Paul  and 
Rebecca  Crowell  of  Chatham, Mass. ,  and  also  from  Stephen  Hopkins,  a 
Mayflower  Pilgrim. 

The  Gardners  and  the  Kenneys  intermarried  with  the  Crowells. 

(Crowell  P.76)  The  Town  of  Barrlngto n, which  later  included  Cape 
Battle,  was  established  a  few  years  before  the  Gardners  came  to  Cape 
Sable. 

In  1762  seven  Gardners  came  from  Nantucket  to  Cape  sable. 

Simeon  Gardner  was  our  ancestor,  then  there  were  Solomon,  James, 
Eliphalet,  Eenjamin,  2  -accheus  and  Andrew  (not  our  Andrew) .  There 
were  also  several  others  including  Shubael  rolger,  Joseph  l/»orth, 
Simeon, Johnathan,  John  and  Elisha  Coffins,  Pel  eg  and  James  Bunker 
and  Benjamin  Folger.  Most  of  those  who  came  from  Nantucket  were 
Quakers ,  and  fishermen  or  mariners.  They  also  were  loyal  to  the 
Crown  of  England.  (See  "  GARDNERS  and  the  QJaKEpS.) 

Simeon  was  a  fisherman,  and  no  doubt  owned  the  vessel  in  which 
he  and  his  family  came  to  Nova  Scotia. 

Simeon*  e  name  was  the  third  on  the  list  of  Proprietors  of  Cape 
Sable,  and  was  assigned  a  lot  on  the  "Hill". 

Solomon  Gardner,  a  cousin  of  Simeon,  was- assigned  Lot  #5*4.  He 
was  a  boat  builder  and  master  mariner,  married  Jemma, dau. of  Elisha 
(or  Pel eg)  Coffin.  He  was  lost  at  sea  on  a  voyage  from  Halifax. 

Zaccheus  Gardner  was  assigned  Lot  #77*  There  were  two  Zaccheue,  Sr. 
and  Jr.  In  1784,Lot#77  was  unoccupied  and  declared  forfeited  to 

the  Crown* 

Benjamin  Gardner,  " Cordwainer'’  (Shoemaker!  kept  cattle  and  sheep. 

Heman  Lenny  married' in  1752  Mercy,  dau. of  V.illiam  Nickerson  of 
Chatham, mass .  He  was  a  magistrate  in  Cape  Cod  and  came  to  Cape  Sable. 
He  was  assigned  Lot  #25  at  the  "Head*  .  The  Gardners  and  the  Kenneys 
intermarried,  and  more  will  be  recorded  later. 

( Rev. Crowell, P»1 66)  ,  quote, -  ^  ~ 

“In  1766,  the  Cape  Cod  people  decided  to  build  a  hou^e  of  worship 
In  Barrington,  "Old  Meeting  House"  ,(  believed  to  have  been  Congregat- 
tional) .  "  The  Nantucket  people  attended  the  services  of  the  church. 

Services  were  held  twice  on  the  Sabbath.  Mr.Pltts  read  the  scrip¬ 
tures  lesson  and  Mr. King  set  the  tunes.  They  sang  the  old  ps  1ms 

and  Watt's  hymns."  End  og  quote.  _  .. 

If  Simeon  attended  any  of  these  meetings,  it  may  have  been  the  rea¬ 
son  why  he  was  "disowned"  in  1763.  (See  GaRDk£RS  and  QIL.kERo.) 

Mbout  1776, at  the  time  of  the  American  Revol ution, many  of  the 
settlers  returned  to  Nantucket.  Simeon  and  Solomon  Gardner  of  the 
Cape  Sable  and  John  Coffin  of  the  Town  of  Barrington  remained. 

This  may  have  left  only  a  few  Quakers. 

( "*TheC Quakers^ endeavored  to  be  regarded  as  neutral  at  the  time  of 
the  American  Revolution  in  177 6.  (The  same  as  in  Nantucket.) 

“as  they  did  not  establish  meetings  of  rrlends  in  Barrington, and 
but  rarely  werS  visited  by  their  preachers,  a  departing  from  the 
strict  discipline  of  the  Society  may  be  assumed. 

‘  “The  removal  of  the  Quakers  Community  is  to  be  regretted,  for 
under  our  Flag  the  Friends  have  achieved  an  honorable  name  for 
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probity  of  life  as  well  as  distinction  in  social  and  economic  affairs. 
Their’ s  was  the  pacifist  attitute  practiced  more  recently  which 
exhausts  Itself  in  argument  about  the  morality  of  fighting  even 
while  the  bombs  of  the  enemy  are  falling  on  their  homes."  End  of  quote 

The  Quaker  principles  did  not  allow  their  members  to  take  an 
oath  of  any  kind. 

No  doubt  Simeon  was  a  Loyalist  in  principle,  and  if  he  took  the 
oath  of  allegiance  to  the  Crown,  this  would  have  been  sufficient 
cause  for  his  " disownment"  by  the  Quakers. 

Tradition  has  given  the  Quakers  a  background  of  religion  and 
lov  of  home,  which  made  them  both  God-fearing  and  self-respected. 

(bee  GARDNERS  and  the  QUnkERS.) 

Simeon  moved  to  the  e  Town  of  Barrington  before  1770. 

Recording  to  the  Census  of  Barrington,  Jan.l,  1770  (Crowell  P.153) 
there  were  770  persons, including  363  from  New  England,  in  which

(Crowell  P.76.)  Governor-  Lawrence  issued  two  grants  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Town  of  barrington.  The  first  dated  bept.l, 
1759,  the  second, no  date,  a  total  of  about  100,000  acres. 

The  subscribers  included  residents  of  Bridgewater,  rembrooke, 
Dighton,  Raynham,  Kingston,  Plymouth,  Plimpton,  Halifax  and 
Barrington,  all  towns  of  Massachusetts. 

The  census  of  1827  included  2,186  persons 

Simeon  moved  to  Liverpool  about  1797* 

He  was  a  master  mariner  in  the  coastal  trade,  and  mayiy^have  owned 
several  vessels.  I  found  one  entry  of  a  voyage, on  June  p0,1811, 

Capt . Sineon  arrived  at  Liverpool  from  Quaddy  (Maine?)  with  corn, 
tar  and  turpentine. 

He  was  appointed  on  the  Board  of  (Jnderwrit ers .  I  suppose 
that  his  duties  may  have  included  the  appraisal  of  vessels  and 
wrecks  for  the  settlements  of  Insurance. 

I  have  been  unable  to  find  much  Information  about  his  second  wife, 
Mrs.Kempton.  This  marriage  was  probably  after  1797* 

Richard  Kempton  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Liverpool,  but 
who  was  her  first  husband  and  what  was  her  maiden  name? 

Y,e  are  not  particularly  interested  as  our  family  was  descended 

from  Simeon* s  first  wife,  baran  nong. 

At  the  Public  Archives, Halifax,  I  found  that  Mrs.Kempton  was 
of  Liverpool,  and  to  quote  the  recorder,-  "To  my  mind  this  was  one 
of  the  other  Quaker  marriages  that  took  place  at  Liverpool,  and  is 
why  we  have  no  record  of  many  marriages  of  very  worthy  people  whose 

union  could  be  recorded."  ...  „  „ 

The  Quaker  weddings  were  very  simple,  and  it  might  appear  from 

this  record  that  she  was  a  Quaker. 

Simeon  was  an  active  and  stirring  man.  TShen  about  80  years  old 
in  1308,  he  sailed  back  to  Nantucket  and  went  on  to  New  fork  on 
business  before  returning  to  Liverpool,  where  he  died  in  1817- 

Our  family,  was  descended  from  Bartlett,  the  first  son  of 
Simeon,  but  this  record  should  include  some  mention  of  Freeman, 
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trie  youngest  son  of  oimeon. 

Freeman  married  Mary,  dau.of  oolomon  and  Jemima  (Coffin)  Gardner. 
They  probably  moved  to  liverpool  about  the  same  time  as  oimeon. 
Freeman  was  a  master  mariner  and  owned  several  vessels. 

During  the  yars  of  1776  and  1812,  Liverpool , N. m.  was  a  haven  for 

privateers.  _  _ 

Freeman  was  involved  in  privateering,  and  surely  departed  from 

the  strict  discipline  of  the  Quakers. 

( Perkin’ s  History)  Oct. 19>1798,  about  sunset  Capt. freeman  uardner 
arrived  from  Halifax  in  a  privateer  schooner  he  had  bought  of  one 
Reynolds,  for  himself  and  I  believe  seven  others.  Cost  L460.. 

July  16,1800,  Capt .Freeman1  s  bhip  now  at  Halifax, loaded  with 
fish  for  Messrs  Cockrans  has  sprung  a  leak  and  was  unloaded. 

Mug. 10, 1800,  Capt -Freeman’ s  new  bchooner  COhuuErCE,  sailed  for 
Newfoundland,  Robert  Foster, faster,  with  15  cattle  on  deck.  Cattle 
sold  a*  L22  per  pair.  Crew  had  small  pox  and  had  to  be  inoculated 
when  the  schooner  returned. 

Nov. 28, 1904,  the  bheriff  has  a  capias  against  Freeman  involed  in 
a  law  suit*  a  Deputy  bherriff  seized  freeman  on  the  wharf  but  was 
unable  to  hold  him.  Freeman  got  on  his  schooner  Commerce  and 
defended  himself  with  pistol  and  bayonet. 

X  repeat  that  our  family  was  not  descended  from  rreeman. 

X  found  no  record  that  bimeon  Gardner  was  involved  in  privateer¬ 
ing-,  although  according  to  one  record  some  of  his  transactions 
were  not  too  commendable 


BaRTLETT  GARDNER,  the  eldest  child  of  Simeon,  married  Elizabeth 
Kennev.  They  were  given  9  sons  and  5  daughters,  (bee  rami It  Rtcord.)

Bartlett  and  his  family  moved  to  Chebogue  in  1797* 

A  few  settlers  were  at  Chebogue  when  Bartlett  arrived,  a  small 
vessel  " POMPEY'*  ,  25  tons,  brought  the  first  settlers  from  Cape  Cod 
to  Chebogue  River.  (oee  Robbins  Family.) 

Thus  we  find  that  the  Gardners,  nenneys,  Robbins  and  Murphys 
were  neighbors  at  Chebogue  and  inter-married. 


Bartlett  and  his  sons  were  famous  ship  builders.  Most  of  the 
vessels  were  owned  and  sailed  by  the  Gardners.

(Brown,?. 62.)  The  "Record  of  the  shipping  of  Yarmouth"  , published 
in  1876,  included  a  list  of  vessels  in  1312-1515  the  names  of  22 
prizes,  1851  tons,  not  all  however  captured  by  Yarmouth  privateers. 

I  found  no  record  that  any  of  the  Gardners  were  involved. 

The  same  book  gives  the  names  and  tonage  of  9  vessels,  307  tons, 
captured  by  -wnerican  privateers  in  1712-  1815* 

The  Vtar  of  1812  was  disastrous  for  both  sides. 

Our  forebears  were  among  the  first  pioneers , fishermen,  farmers, 
carpenters,  and  ship  builders  who  came  from  New  England,  and  helped 
to  advance  the  devolpment  of  the  south  portion  oi  i*ova  scotia.

Nearly  all  of  the  first  settlers  had  some  kind  of  a  boat.  They 
had  to  depend  on  sailing  vessels  to  get  between  the  settlements 
as  there  were  no  direct  roads  between  Yarmouth  and  Halifax. 

As  late  as  1380  there  was  no  direct  railroad.  From  Yarmouth 
you  took  a  train  to  Oigby,  then  a  eteam-boat  to  Annapolis  Royal, 

and  from  there  by  train  to  Halifax.  ,  , 

There  were  saw-mills  at  Durkee*  e  Island, Milton,  Hebron  and 
Ohio  which  furnished  lumber  for  building  as  well  as  for  ship- 

bUlCargoee  were  made  up  of  lumber,  coal,  dried  and  pickled  fish, 
p+o  which  were  shipped  to  the  United  btates, Bermuda  and  vest 
Indies^1  Returning  from  the  test  Indies  they  brought  back  molasses, 
sugar? rum,  co ffee^and  salt,  upruce  lumber  costing  110.  brought 

*£5C^  werf^f  V£-hlpment  to  Great  Britian  and  Ireland, 
and  returned  with  coal  or  iron  to  the  United  btates.

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In  January,  1616,  a  branch  of  the  Britisn  and  Foreign  Bible  society 
was  organized  at  the  home  of  Bartlett  Gardner  in  Chebogue. 

L  President  and  other  officers  were  appointed.  This  may  have 
been  a  Baptist  organization. 

The  census  of  1381  listed  at  Chebogue,  1666  persons,-  1239  were 
English,  of  which  622  were  Baptists,  211  Free  Baptists,  44  Episcop- 
lians,  122  Congregationalists,  132  Methodists, and  no  Quakers. 

In  1925  the  Methodists, Congregatioalists  and  Presbyterians  united 
and  formed  the  “United  Church  of  Nova  bcotia. 

Andrew  Gardner, br.  was  a  shipbuilder  with  his  father, Bartlett , 
at  Chebogue,  and  was  part  owner  of  several  vessels. 

Later  he  moved  to  Yarmouth. 

The  first  marriage  of  Andrew  Gardner, Jr . ^and  his  activities  in 
New  Bedford  are  recorded  previously  in  the  family  Record.

Grandfather  Gardner  was  a  total  abstainer  and  no  doubt  made 
theliquor  dealers  follow  strictly  the  regulations. 

Melbourne  lived  in  Lunenburg  a  number  of  years,  and  he  and  his 
stix  wife  and  daughter  are  members  of  the  nnglican  Church,  the 
second  oldest  Prodestant  church  in  Nova  Beotia. 

He  was  active  for  a  number  of  years  in  the  fishing  industry, 
and  is  still  somewhat  Interested  in  the  business.

The  date  of  his  birth  is  recorded  at  tne  Dartmouth  Town  Office, 
but  unfortunately  the  names  of  his  parents  are  not  recorded.  inis 
seems  quite  unusual  as  most  all  birth  records  always  show  the  names 
of  the  parents.

1  nave  been 
unable  to  communicate  with  tnem. 

Benjamin's  marriage  to  sarah  Y.ileon  of  Freetown  is  recorded  at 
the  Freetown  Town  Office,  but  no  otner  information  is  recorded  at 
either  Town  office.
